We are giving the school children in 
perfect health and fully protected; needless to say 
we would like to get them back in the same condition.

In February, 1949, a fifteen year old sskimo boy, 
David Koomayuk, was flown by mercy plane from Creswell say 
on Boothie Peninsula to the Dr. Charles Camsell Memorial 
Hospital in Edmonton suffering the loss of both feet from 
gangrene.. Since then he has been fitted with artificial 
limbs and is now able to move around quite freely. puring 
his stay in hospital he has been taking advantage of the 
educational opportunities provided, and has learned to 
talk Englieh fairly fluently already. He has received 4 
considerable amount of publicity due to his rather 
extraordinary progress for he is easidered particularly 
brilliant. He has started Grade 3 arithmetic and in his 
reading has almost completed his GFade 2 reader. 


Unfortunately, a short time ago he Gretracted a 
slight case of tuberculosis, but this has been cleared up 
and Dr. Falconer advises that the boy will be ready for 
discharge about Januery 1, 1951. 


I am attaching herewith a copy of a letter I am 
sending to Dr. Moore. In this you will notice that the 
suggestion has been mace that David should be placed at 
Moose Factory in order that he can attend the school there 
and also have the benefit of the medical service available 
at the hospitel. Furthermore, he would be in the company of 
other Eskimo people and would possibly have the opportunity 
to work into a job that he could handle satisfactorily.

I have received a copy of Dr. Falconer's letter to 
you dated October 10 in which he advises that the above-named 
Bakimo boy, approximately fifteen years of age, should be 
ready for discharge about January 1, 1951. ‘The question of 
David's immediate future was discussed between Mr. Bailey of 
this Administretion and Dr. Faleoner recently when it was 
learned that Dr. Falconer was not too anxious to see this boy 
return to the rigorous climate of the north too early. He 
suggested thet it would be preferable for this young Eskimo 
to be placed in @ residential school for the next year or 
two if possible close to a medical centre. 


The problem of this boy's placement has been 
discussed with both Dr. Simpson and Dr. Procter, the latter 
of whom suggested that David might be sent to Moose Factory 
where he could attend school and be close to the hospital 
there. Furthermore, he might very well work himself inte 
@ reasonably good job either as an interpreter or clerk. 

At the same time being at the gateway to the Eastern Arctic, 
it might be easier to obtain a position for him in one of 
the Hudson's Bay Company posts if thet became possible at a 
later date. Dr. Simpson has stated that he is in agreement 
with such @ plen. 


It would be appreciated if you would ask Dr. Falconer 
to discuss this matter with David and ascertain whether this 
plan would be agreeable to the boy. In the meantime, a copy 
of this letter will be sent to Golonel Neary, Indian Affairs 
Branch to determine whether some arrangement might he made at 
Moose Factory for him at the school.

Arrangements were made accordingly and Lawrence was sent to his 
sister at Clute, as 4 understood she had a farm and he could find work to 
do there. However, 4 was advised by Dr. Tilley by telephone that his 
sister irs. Webster was not in a position to take care of the boy and I 
immediately made arrangements for his return to “oose Factory where he was 
immediately employed on the Nospitel Staff as a cleaner, receiving 60¢ 
per hour. 


irs. Webster has been advised that her brother is now gainfully 
employed and is quite capable of careing tor hinself. I have written 


to his Sister in Uravenhurst Canatorium relieving her mind as to the wel- 
fare of her brother at “cose Factory.

Lariviere is doing on behalf of the Anglican children of the 
Mistasinni-Waswanipi country is certainly appreciated and we are 
not complaining at all mut just wondering if the main purpose of 
operating residential schools is not being somewhat defeated 
when pupils are frequently changed.

On Form I.A. 411, the Principal 
has included pupil # 302 Henry Cowboy, however, 
this boy's name does not appear on the September 
Quarterly Return nor do we have an application 
for admission for him.

For pupils 248 and 0299, the Principal

In connection with admission and discharge

admission date as fixed now is a cause of difficulties to ell con- 
cerned. To solve the problem you suggest thet the school close 
on June 15th and re-open on August lgth. I think this would be 
in line with the needs and prevailing conditions at Mistassini and 
Weswaripi, ae it appears you cannot overcome the fact that the 
steff must have two months off, aleo the children. 


I suggest thet you discuss the matter with 
Reverend Bishop Clerke ard Rewerend Cenon Cook, and if you can arrive 
at samething definite refer the mtter to the Superintendent of 
Education in Ottawa. 


The Indians at Mistessini particularly must 
get on the move to return to their trepping lands by carly August, 
and they carmmot very well leave children with othere trapping closer 
to Mistessini awaiting for transportation and so on. The same remark 
applies to Waswanipi, although here they can wait a few days, ete. 


When at Mistessini and Weewanipi recently 
arrangements were made for children to return and be on hand for dates 
as called for by you.

INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 


Indian Agent at once. 


On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other’s 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil’s 


death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 
the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it 

If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 


the Department through the Indian Agent’s office 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 


an inquest, which may be required by law 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 


ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.

With reference to your letter of January 20th, John Sutherland died in Lady Minto 
Hospital, Cochrane, January 8th. of Tuberculous Meningitis. 


I was called to the School at Moose Factory to see him on December 19th. The day 
previous he had complained of a frontal headache and was put to bed with a Temper- 
ature of 101F. Before this time he had apparently been without any complaints. 


On examination I found e very well nourished boy with absolutely no objective signs 
or symptoms of disease. He said he had occasional headaches and his Temperature had 
risen to 102F. He was immediately moved to the Hospital, on December 19th. On Dec. 
20th. there was some irregularity in the eye reflexes and he was somewhat irritable 
and had vomited once. The diagnosis of Meningeal infection was tentatively made but 
on exawining his ears I found a fly imbedded in the left canal against the ear drum. 
There was peripheral inflammation of the drum and the vault of the canal was 

and bled easily. On pressure over the Mastoid area there was tenderness. 

removed, warm irrigations of boracic solution begun end he was given Sul 

After 48 hours there was no change and there s sd to be more Mastoid tenderness. 
Considering the possibili of a slow acting oid infection which would require 
surgery I sent him to Cochrene December 25th. with his Father as escort, recommending 
to Doctor Empey that he keep in mind that the apparent ear condition might be mask- 
ing a Tuberculous Meningitis. 


When I phoned Dr. Empey about the boy's condition a few ye later the Mastoid in- 
fection had practically all cleared up and the evidence of his Meningitis was clearer. 


In July 1943 on chest X-ray minimal active Tuberculosis was discovered in the right 
lung and he was recommended for rest by Toronto. He was kept in Hospital here to 
February 1944 and returned to School in greatly improved condition with a gain of 
12 lbs. in weight. May 1944 X-ray showed the previous evidence of Thc. had cleared 
up-the report from Toronto reading-"This case was previously diagnosed as Pulmonary 


Tuberculosis, minimal, active, but there is no definite evidence of parenchymal 
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infiltration now." 


From then until the time of his last illness he had had no symptoms of disease 
and appeared to be healthy. He was due for re X-ray this month along with two 
other School boys who had previously been under treatment for Tuberculosis. 

These other boys have been X-rayed but reports from Toronto have not yet been

As regards the Nitrogen in Nitrates, the 
amount is so very high as to call for special explanation 
[It has been determined by two independent methods, so that 
no error of work can account for these high mumbers, Nor 
can I believe that they represent the true character of 
any naturally occurring water. I am therefore driven 
to conclude that the bottles ( stoppered Winchesters ) 
need as containers have originally contained Nitric Acid 
and have not been properly washed out, [t is remarkable 
that all the samples (and notably numbers 2 and 3 ) have 
& decidedly acid reaction--which seems to favor the ex-— 
Planation suggested, If the Nitrate Nitrogen found by 
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236778 


me, is actually présent in the water, it must be held to 
indicate past sewage pollution to a frightful and most 
dangerous extent.- But this I am not prepared to admit-— 

Judging from the other results of analysis, Sample 
No, 2 is to be regarded as distinctly objectionable, and 
probably dangerous, The Chlorides and phosphates 4s well 
as the ammoniacal nitrogen point to sewage. 

The other samples are not altogether above sus- 
picion of pollution: Although the absence of marked traces 
of phosphates, make it possible that the nitrogenous 
pollution may have a vegetable rather than an animal 
origin. While I do not feel at liberty to condemn any of 
these samples ( Nos, I, 3,& 4 ) absolutely, I cannot pro- 


nouncem any of them as safe or desirable sources of supply.

You will see that he very much doubts whether the 
samples were properly taken, i.e.whether the bottles con 
taining them were properly cleaned. 

I would suggest that inquiry be made as to whether 
the directions were followed in procuring the samples which 
are given in the printed memo, also sent herewith.

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Precautions to be observed in procuring 


Samples for Analysis. 


Two Winchester Stoppered Bottles are to be used for each sample. (Stone 
ware bottles should not be used.) They are first to be rinsed out then filled about 
one-third full with water and some coarse sand and shaken continuously for several 
minutes, they must then be again washed out and shew themselves perfectly clean. 
In filling them with the sample water they are first to be rinsed out with it several 
times, then once completely filled and emptied, and after this has been done again 
filled with the water for analysis and securely stoppered ; the stoppers should not be 
sealed, but firmly and securely tied over, either with a piece of cloth or, after the 
manner of druggists, with leather, and the string sealed with sealing wax, that the 
water may not be tampered with in transit. If the water is taken from a tap, 
enough should be pumped or allowed to run to waste to thoroughly clean the pipes. 
In taking water from a pond or river the bottle may be filled by plunging it 
beneath the surface so as to avoid any scum or floating material. The accompany- 


ing label should be filled up and affixed to the bottle.

this done if this Department should desire it, provi= 
ded always that it bears the necessary travelling and 
inéidental expenses, 

Mr Macrae in his report above referred 
to says that he could not learn that sickness had 
been traced to the use of this water,

ing to sewage, 

The other samples are not altogether 
above suspicion of pollution and while the Analyst 
does not feel at liberty to condemn samples 1,3 and 
4 absolutely,he does not consider them as safe or 
desimable sources of supply. 

The Rev.Mr Sheppherd states,in reference 
to these samples that No.l is used in the house for 
cooking and drinking and that the water from the 
other three sources is used by the mys for drinking 
wren in the vicinity. 

No complaints were ever made concerning the 
water supply by the Principal,who has had charge of 
the school for over twenty years,and in his last 
annual report received on the 16th ulto,he refers to 
this matter as fohlows:i- 


"An abundant supply of living water,first class 
"ventilation and a complete system of sewerage 
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"account in part for the excellent health of 
"the pupils", 


The attention of Mr Macrae was called go 
the matter by his having noticed that the ground over 
the tile pipes was covered with manure during his 
visit in the early springgwhich was liable to perco- 
late through into the pipes. The analysis shows that 
this has probably taken Placegespecially as regards 
sample No.2, However in the face of th finding of 
the AMalyst we have the continuous good health of 
the pupils and it is a question to my mind whether 
any drinking water can be found absolutely pure, [I 
thinkghowever,that Rev.Mr Shepherd should be advised 
of the result of the analysis and asked for a ree 
port thereon, It would probably be a most expensive 
matter to introduce a new system of water supply,evan 
if it were possible to do so ag most likely all the 
available sources have been utilized on the premises 
and land in conneetion with the school already, 

I may add that the school was built &y with 
funds contributed by the Indians and is situated on 


reserve land belonging to the Muncey Indians,

\) Rem Institute, Muncey,calils the attention of the 
Dear thent to the requirements of this schoal , re- 
fdrring,first, to the insufficiency of the per capita 
grant. 

This school was established more than 
fifty years aga and was placed in charge of the 
Methodist Missionary Society by whom it is still 
conductedi, the Department contributing a per capita 
grant of $60 per anmum to assist them in carrying At 
om,One hundred pupils are authorized to receive this 
grant,making the total contribution of the Depart- 
ment. $6000.00 per annum, It must be admitted that 
$60.00 a year is not a sufficient sum for the maim 
tenance and educatiiom of these pupile and unless 
such grant is supplemented by liberal contr ibut iome 
from the Methodist Missionary Society,ar the earn 
ings of the instd&tute,financial disaster is bound 
to overtake the school, Mr Shepherd,in his endeaver 
to make up the requiired differenee has gone very ex» 
tensively into stock farming,and,as he says,after 
the mast careful economy ,he is unable to make ends 
meet,the deficit on last year's transactions being 
$86.19, His statement of Receipts md Expenditure 
for the year ended 30th June 1902,does not show that 


he received any money from the Methodist Miss ionary 


—_— 
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Seciety,beyond the sum af $6000,00 sent to it by the 


Department. It may be therefore,taken for granted 
that the Methodist Missionary Society does not com 
tribute anything towards the mpport of this sscho@l, 
although,so long as it remains under their control, 
they are bound to make up the deficit. This Society 
has other pressing calls on its funds and last year 
it withdrew its contributions to the day schools im 
Ontariio,which were formerly carried on under its 
auspices. This leaves Mr Shepherd to rely upon the Be@ 
partmental grant and what he can make from his farm, 
which with the land attached to the institution and 
that remted from the Indians ,comprises 504 acres. 

Mr Shepherd has to pay rent for 300 acres of this 
land as well as keeping up the fencing and other 
improvements,all of which is quite a drain on his 
earnings,to say nothing of the expenditure of energy 
on the part of his pupils,who are,as he says,of nec 
essity"unmwarrantably industrious? The care of over 
two hundred head of cattle,which chiefly devolves an 
the pupils,iim mmaxm entails more work than is good 

for them and leaves no time for other farming oper= 
ations which they should be taught and im the inter~ 
est of the school I consider that Mr Shepherd®s 

stock operations should be largely curtailed, emem af 
iit affects the income derived from this soum@e. As 
the school canmot fall back upon the Methodist Miss- 
ionary Society for aig,and they receive no contribut- 
jons from other sources,it naturally looks to the 
Department to come to its relief. Mr Shepherd asks 
that the present grant be doubled and if the schaal 
is to be kept up to a proper state of efficiency,a 
substantial increase will have to be provided, Expere 


ience has showm that it is difficult to finance @ 
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upon even the largest per capita grant. 

In the second place the Principal calls 
attention to the needs of the school in the way of 
buildings and repairs and asks for a grant of $2500. 00 
which the Minister has authorized, I may mentiom, 
however that the item of $1000.00 for materidal,al- 
ready expamded is ,presumably for the constructiiom 
of a large concrete stable for stock, This was re=- 
quire to furnish accommodation for his extenstre 
operations in this directiom, The other items appear 
to be for reasonable expenditure. In fact there 
are other requirements for which Mr Shepherd has 
not asked a grant and which I consider are absoe 
lwtely necessary. The building set apart for the 
boys recreation room needs extensive repairs in the 
way of new flooring and some provision for bathing 
and ablutions, When I was at the school in Septem» 
ber last I found that they had no bathing facilities 
except the water of the Thames in summer and wash 
tubs in winter,taking their morning wash at the pump. 
Baths should also be placed in the laundry for the 
girls: The baths in the main building are mot for 
the use of the pupils, The new building is a very 
handsome structure but the out-buildings are mot at 
all in keeping with it and certainly want renowating, 
as a survey of the present premises presents a dhowy 
front and a shabby back. 

Mr Shepherd was away when I visited the 
scheel ,having taken Ris family to California and 
returning by way of Winnipeg to attend the Methodist 
Conference. He had then been away two months and 
during his absence and the state of the premises 
showed the lack of proper supervisiom, The teacher 
who was in charge,was doing all he could to get im 


—— — ——$_$—— “ns 
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the erop with the assistance of the hired men and 

24 boys who had remained at the school during wacatien 
There were also 23 girls at the school. Classes 

were not to be resumed until the 17th September, after 
the return of the Principal.Mr Bhepherd is an employee 
of the Methodist Missionary Society and the De= 
partment had mo knowledge of his absene@ on this 
occasion, although it has been reported that he is 
frequently called gway on Church Matters . 

If the Department intends to make any 
change in the present arrangement with the Methodiat 
Missionary Society,Re#,Dr Sutherland,General Sec= 
retary af that bady,is the official to be consulted 
Any additional grant that is made should be condit- 
ional upon an entire change of the present system af 
conducting the school. All the boys attending this 
institutiom come from reserves where farming could 
be suceessfully carried om and yet I was informed 
by the teacher in charge that none of them had evar 
handled a plow or were even allowed to drive a harrey 
as time could not be spared to teach them, The boys 
of this school are teing werked not only working 
but are being worked,and they as well as their 
parents see the difference,hence the numerous com 
pliants which reach the Department of ill-treatment 
of pupils. I saw the meals that were served, and 
while plentiful,they were mot at all inviting and the 
pupils mode of eating did not speak very well for 
their training in table etiquette. The supply af 
clothing on hand was scanty and well worn,but I was 
told it would be replenished after the Principal's 
return, 

EWen at the risk of being considered toa 


insistent I canot help again expressing the opinien 
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that the system of training pursued at this and 

other schools requires careful revisiem,as it is 
little less than a waste of time and money to follow 
the present methods as there is little use in our 
educating an Indians if,in our endeavor,we spoil a 
horn and fail to make a spoom, That our schools have 
failed in their object is gemerally admitted. E think 
I cam point out why they have failed and eam make 
some practical suggestions as to their improvement

In connection with the Rev. Dr. sutherland's applica~ 
tion made in a personal letter addressed to you on the 23rd. 

July last for an increased per capita grant for the Muncey In- 
stitute, I beg to say that I have on several occasions pointed 
out that the contribution of $60.00 for each pupil by the Govern- 
ment to the Industrial Schools in Ontario is quite inadequate to 
meet the increased cost of living at the present day, and I think 
the desire of the different denominations conducting these schools 
to be placed on a better financial basis is only fair and reason- 
able, and that $100.00 per capita would not be an excessive 
amount to allow, 

With reference to Mount Elgin School I may gay that 
under management of the late Mr. Shepherd the school was carried 
on with a very small deficit: it was considerably less than 
$100 a year. This economical management is accounted for by 
the methods pursued by Mr. Shepherd who was extensively engaged 
in stock raising and feeding cattle for the market. To such an 
extent did he carry on these operations that I have no hesitation 
in saying that he sacrificed the interests of the school to 
make both ends meet. Rev. Mr. George who succeeded Mr. Shepherd 
about a year and a half ago has, as appears fyom his statement 
of receipts and expendéture for the year ended the 30th, Jute 
accumulated a deficit of $3,492.40 since he haa had charge of 
this echool, and I think it would be well for the Department to 
examine carefully into his financial transactions and managament 
with a view to discovering how this deficit eccurred, My own 
impression is that he has lost on his cattle transactione and 
it would take a very skilful drover to carry on Mr. Shepherd's 
work in thie line. 

When I was at thie school two years ago I found that 


nearly allthe energy of the school was directed to the care of 
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-2- 
of stock, and if Mr. George has let this run dom in the in- 


teresta of the school, he is hardly to blame. I think that if 
the grant were increased the Church would make no demand on the 


Department for the payment of the deficit, and if the cattle 
transactions were curtailed, it would be an advantage to the 
achool as nearly all the pupils’ spare time te taxen up in 
attending to the live stock while their industrial training te«7% 
negledted. In this connection I beg to refer you to my memo

Sir,- Re_Muncey Industriel Institute. 
Some three years ago, the Rev. W.W.Shepherd, then 
Principal of the Mount Elgin Institute brought to the 
notice of the Superintendent General the impossibility 
of mainteining the Institute on the existing per capita 
basis, and strongly urged « substential increase. Mr. 
Shepherd informed me that the Minister frankly acknowledg- 
ed the justness of the claim, but was not prepared at that 
time to make the desired increase until the whole question 
of Indian Institutes had been more fully considered. For 
& number of years Mr. Shepherd was able by extensive dealing 
in live stook, to earn sufficient to prevent the heavy de- 
ficienoy thet otherwise would have oceurreds but the trade 
in live stock is a fluctuating and uncertsin source 
of income, and during the past two years very heavy de- 
ficiencies have occurred i: Carrying on the work. We 
think thet these deficiencies, in so far as they represent 
legitimate work done by the Institute, should be met by 
the Indian Depertment, and such substential increase made 
in the per capita grant for the future thet the Pri noipal 
may not be hampered in his work and worried by ceaseless 
endeavor to keep out of debt. 

I would respectfully request, therefore, thet the De= 
partment grant such relief for exis ting deficiencies as 
may Seem just and reasonsble, end thet the Per capita grant 
be increased to at least One Hundred Dollars ($100) per 
annum.

The Deputy Superintendent General:- 


The Rev. Dr. Sutherland has written the De- 
partment asking that a substantial increase be made 
to the per capita grant for the Mount Flgin Industrial 
School, which should, he says, be at ledt $100 per annum, 
and also that the Department should mect deficiencies 
that have ocourred in that school, that is as regards 
the finanoial affairs. 

With reference to the per capita grant it mat 
be admitted that "the increased cost of living a school 


of this class cannot be carried on with a per capita 


grant of $60, amé@ such grant has been supplemented by 


mission funde in this oase, and it is the annual ex- 
penditure above that amount that the Methodist Church 
wishes to be recouped. 

The question of the management of the Protest- 
ant industrial and boarding sohools was, I understand, 
disoudsed with the Minister this week, and I thihk that 
Dr. Sutherland's application might stand for the present, 
until a definite poliocp is arriged at as to the terms 
on which these schools are to be carried on in the

Pursuant to instructions contained in your 
letter of Srd. inst. to make an inspection of the 
Mt.Elgin Institute I left Brantford on Monday 15th 
inst. for Muncey. 

Peeling that it was better policy to secure all 
the information I could before calling upon Mr. George 
4.e. the complaints of Indians themselves, the views 
of the Medical Officers and Agents. I first inter- 
viewed Dr. Lawrence of St. Thomas (where I was oblig= 
ed to wait over for train connection). Dr. Lawrence 
formerly practiced among the Indians about Mt. Elgin 


Institute. He stated that scabies always existed more 


or less amongst these Indians. There was 4 predis— 


“to it where people were housed up in small 
houses and perticularly in the winter time. About two 
years ago he sent » large quantity of ointment to 
Mr. George as a remedy for this dbsease. 

He also stated that tuberculosis was very pre=- 
valent. 

I next interviewed Dr. Mo=twen of Melbourne , 
Medical Officer for the Chippewas and Munceyse When 
The Secretary~ 

Dept. of Indian Affairs- 


Ottawa— 
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Mr. Sheppard was Principal of the Institute, scabies 
was very bad. Children were taken home and cured and 
when they went back caught it again - He frequently 
attended patients in the Institute then and knows @ 
of this but cannot speak) of conditions under present 
regime, although he has freavently heard Indians 
complain still. Dr. MeBwen says the drainage at 

the Instttute is good and the water should be good. 
The situation is very healthy. There is no Doctor 
nearer than 7 miles. 

The same evening I called upon Jacob Fisher 
the father of Winnifred Fisher. Fisher stated that 
he had no complaint whatever against the Institute 
other than ae to its management. 

His complaints are (1) Pupils are punished by 
being put to work during school hours when they 
should be at school, citing the case of Nelson Peters 
a Deleware from Six Nations who although at the 
Institute has not been in school for the past two 
years. (2) Pupils do not get enough to eat, and the 
same food is placed on the table day after day until 
it is eaten or becomes too stale or bad for food,s x- 
cept when visitors are expected when the pupils get 
an extra good meal. (3) Pupils are made to nurse 
the sick and sometimes tubercular patients. Said 
hie daughter had to nurse 4 ehild who died of tuber- 
culosis and she afterwards contracted the disease. 
here is no tuberculosis in his family. (4) Parents 
are not notified if children get sick. (5) Has seen 
body lice in heads of pupils when at Church. Thinks 
pupils are left to wash themselves, without sufficient 
supervisions. "There is no body lice in our people 


at their own homes". 
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He did not know of any itch but said some pupils 
had skin diseases on their necks, a sort of scrofula, 
Knew nothing of the fire or its cause. 

I then called on Chief Joseph Fisher a brother 
of Jacob's. He said he had no children at the 
Institute. Some people will always complain and are 
mever satisfied. He thinks the Insitute is well 
managed and there is no cause for complaint. His 
brother's child Winnifred won a foot race after 
returning from her visit to Dee Gairns’(who declamed 
she had ineipient tuberculosis) therefore he thinks 
she could not heave been very sicke 

Dre McEwen was with me when I made these $wo 
visits and informed me afterwards that Jacob Fisher 
was a chronic grumbler and that Chief Joseph Fisher 
was one of the most intelligent Indians on the 
Reserve. He also stated that Dr. Cairns was not a 
particularly reliable physicien, was said to be a 
drug fiend, and had little weight in the profession. 

Dr. McEwen is of opinion that he should be 
called in to attend patients from his own Reserve. 

Next morning (Tuesday) I saw Andrew McGahy who 
had a boy at the Institute last year very ill. He 
alleged that he or some of his family had to gas go 
to the Institute every second night to nurse his 
child while the Matron took a night off to rest. The 
child got worse and worse and nothing was done for 
him so that at last he determined to take him home 
and get his own Doctor to attend to him, but it was 
too late, for the child died soon after getting home. 
His charge is that the boy did not get proper atten- 


tion. 
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I also saw Murray Henry an Indian who was loud 
in his denunciations of the treatment of the pupils. 
He had none there himself but knew of several cases. 
None of these Indians hed. any complaint about the 
prevalence of scabies. 

On Tuesday morning I met Mr. Sutherland the 
Agent at Muncey who drove me out to the Institute. 
Dr. MeZwen told me that Mr. sutherland would not 
hesitate to fully inform me of any cause of complaint 
if any existed, but evidently he is well satisfied 
as I could not get confirmation of any af the comphain tay 


above mentioned. 


Dr. Morris of Deleware is his own and also Mr e 
George's family physician and is most attentive to 
his patients. He has telephone connection between 
his house and the Institute and can in his motor car 
reach them in 20 minutes if necessary. 

It was about 11.45 before I informed Mr. George 
of the object of my visit as we were walking from 
the barn to the house. He asked me if I would like 
to see the children at dinner and when I said yes 
we went into the dining room. He seid he knew no 
more than I did what they were going to have. Fach 
child had a plate well filled with potatoe pie, 
plenty of gravy and a4 amall piece of meat, four nalf- 
pkemmx slices of bread, but no butter, and water to 
@rink. Mr. George said they had milk as far as it 
would go, at every meal, if there was any, but some~ 
times they were short. There was abundance of the 
potatoe pic left over in the kitchen and I noticed 


that the children got a second supply if desired. 


yuiume ULu5, smn, pare ; 
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I think there was sufficient food. 

The first question I took up was the fire in 
the kitchen. Mr. George sheted me statements written 
and signed by Lottie Beaver, Annie Comego and Lottie 
Nicholas respectively. 

Lottie Beaver stated that she was a&ked by Winnie 
Pisher to light the fire in the kitchen. After 
supper about 7 o'clock she went into the kitchen, 
took some paper out of a warming closet in the ramge 
set light to it through the stove door and placed it 
among some shingles used for kindling wood against 
the wainscotting. While doing so Annie Comego was 
watching at an outer door and Lottie Nicholas at 
another door. Winnie Fisher stood at the kitchen door 
told Lottie Beaver to “hurry up" and after she had 
done it & asked her if it was done and Lottie said 
yess Annie Comego confirmed this; the other girl 

was too far away to hear what was going one I then 
had the girls brought in individually and cross =- 
examined them and they all @onfirmed what they had 
written, but Mr. George said that Winnie Fisher said 
more to me than he could get her to admit vis. that 
she told Lottie Beaver to "hurry up" but Winnie 
persisted in saying that she did not ask Lottie 
Beaver to set the place on fire while the other girls 
all said they were asked to do what they did by 
Winnie. Lottie Beaver is a heavy stolid girl, who 
could probably be easily led, and influenced by fear 
if necessary, while Winnéy is a small nervous ehild 
strong willed and aggressive, and sharp. The girls 


were told by Winnie to say if found out that she 
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(Winnie) was in the clothes room changing her clothes. 
They would give no reason for the fire other then 
that they wanted to see it burn. I am of opinion 
that Winnie Fisher was the ring leader, that Lottie 
Beaver did the deed, but that the other girls Annie 
Comego and Lottie Nicholas though accessories, were 
not aware of what was actually going on or what was 
inténded. Mr. Ceorge thinks the Pisher girl wes put 
up to it by her father or some outside influence, 
but I do not think so, thgugh perhaps she may have 
heard her father or others say "I wish the whole 
place would burn down" or something to that effect, 
whigh may have suggested the idea to her. 

On the other hand I do not think there was 
anything in the daily surroundings or treatment of 
the girls to cause them to do the deed. In answer 
to a question Winnie told me she was happy at the 
sehool did not want to go home, got plenty to eat 
and did not have to work too hard. I think it was 
Just a sudden attack of wickedness which came over 
the girl probably caused indirectly by complaints 

Mr. George and the School which she was no 
every time she went home. 

The fire in the barn last January Mr. George 
states was storted by a boy in the belief that if 
the place burnt down he would get a holiday. The boy 


had been punished and was chaffing under discipline. 
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The fire in the boys play house in November 
was clearly incendiary, but happened about 3 AcMe wen 
all the pupils were up in their rooms. Mr. George 
says it cannot be charged to the pupils. 

With reference t> the cherges made by Jacob 
Pisher I took particular pains to question his 
daughter closely on these points. She said she had 
plenty to eat that day, was never hungry. Her food 
was good, and state no bad foo@ was ever given to 
them. She was not sick and did not feel sick. 
Admitted winning the foot race after returning from 
her examination by Dr. Cairns. Had not to work too 
hard. Some days she worked in the laundry and some 

at something else. 

Did not have to nurse a sick girl, but only 

in the room with anothe 4 so that if the 

sick girl wented anything she or the other girl could 
run for the matron. The sick girl, who had tuberculo— 
sis was able to attend to her own immediate wants 
up till Sunday when she died. She had paper cones for 
ner sputa which she wrepped up herself and put in 
the fire. Winnie was there off and on from Friday 
morning till Saturday night. The child died on 
sunday. In view of the circumstances and the standing 
of the two physicians concerned I think that Dr. 
Morrigg certificate should be received as containing 
the true statement of facts regarding Winnie Fisher's 
healthe 

None of the children had any sores on their 
faces or bodies but when questioned further she said 


there was one, naming her, who seratched her arms,but 
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no others. I had this girl brought in, and saw a 
pretty healthy crop of scebies on her arms, chest 
and back. The matron informed me that her instructions 
were that no other child was to use her towels &c 
but she said it was almost impossible to prevent it. 
This was the only case in the school and they thought 
it must have been contracted at the girl's home. 
There were occassionally cases of it, but nothing 
more than might happen in any white public school. 
With regerd to @acob Fisher's charge that a boy 
was 2 years at the Institute and no¥ once in school 
Mr. George admitted this but said Nelson Peters, 
the boy in question was a good boy in most ways but 
when he was sent to school he always ran away, and 
after recapturing him several times Mr. Ceorge came 
to the sconelusion that he would let him go for good 
the next time, as he could not afford to pay out so 
much Constable's fees and get no returns. He then 
suggested to the boy that he stay and work in the 
fields with a team and not go to school, and he has 
had no further trouble with him, but the moment 
school is suggested he rebels. Mr. George therefore 
teach 
concludes that it is better to Sumak the boy farming 


than have him run away for good. 


They boy Mc.Gahey was full of disease when he 


to the Institute and shortly after took to his 
bed and steadily declined despite the Doctor's care. 
Towards the end the parents persuaded him to let 
them came and sit with the boy, but as they smoked 
Doweg 


so much tobacco in the boy's bedroom d@#é€ more harm 


than good, he refused them admission again. They then 


4 
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insisted on taking the boy home, though Dr. Morris 
said it would be fatal. The case was fatal anyway 
but he had more comforts at the Institute than at 
the home. 

Naturally when he got home he died soon after 
ahd the parents blame the Institute for his death, 
because another Doctor maid he could cure him. There 
is no case against Mr. George on this charge. 

I stayed at the Institute from Tuesday morning 
till Wednesday morning and hed every opportunity 
of noting how affairs were managed. 

The children appear bright ,clean and happy. 
They have their sports after hours. All the boys 
take turns at different kinds of field work. One 
group today will be hoeing mangels, while tomorrow 
they may be helping with the hay. The girls likewise 
change about. One girl waits on the Principal's 
dining table for a month, another on the officer's 
dining table, another helps the cook and so on giving 
each a turn, and varying their experience and 
occupations. 

The discipline appears good, though not so 
strict and miliB¥ary~like as I believe ig the guikxzom 
custom at the Mohawk Institute. My. George strikes 
me as aman of great earnestness and enthusiastic 
in his work, and is doing his work faithfully and 


well. 
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The close proximity of the Reserve is the sause of 
most of the trouble I thinks A boy after four when 
his duties are over, will skip away home across the 
fields perhaps two miles away and get back by sixe

their friends and relations sometimes surreptionsy 


join them in their walks and if theke is discontent 
it is kept alive by this means of communication. A 
poy quite clean has returned after one ‘tnese snort 
visits 1 “acl with body lice.

The sanitary condition is good. The kitchens 
bakeshop, lavatories &C are clean and tidy. The 
barns yards and stables are clean and tidy and Mre 
George appears to spare neither himselfnor his 
officers in the discharge of his duties. 

The only recommendation I have to make in re- 
gard to the nanagement is that no pupil should be 
asked, in fact it should be forbidden, to attend 
any patient, suffering from tuberculosis, or even 
to enter the room where such 4 patient is, and I 
also think that greater precaution should be taken 
to prevent the spread of scabies by contact with 
towels clothes &0 than is now done. 

As to the fire I think some punhshment should 
be inflicted upon Winnifred Fisher and Lottie Beaver 
though} it may be difficultto satisfy a Magistrate 


that the Fisher girl is guiltye The other girls are 
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practically innocent of wrong doing. Lottie Beaver 
has been confined to a separate room ever since 
the fire and the matter should be atterded to without 
delay. 
I will report on the matter 4f needed 44 improve- 


ments under separate cover.

In view of certain complaints received 
from parents of Indian children attending the 
Mt.Elgin Institute reflecting on the managemant of 
that school,Mr.Superintendent Smith of Brantgerd 

was sent there to make an inspection and report « 

Mr.Smith’s report which deals very fully 
with all the matters complained of goes to show 
that the school is in his opgnion well managed. 

He makes one or two recommendations which it might 
be well to have carried out. The principal reason 
for sending Mr.Smith to the school was in connection 
with an outbreak of fire which was said to be 
the work of an inceridiary. Mr.Smith obtained 
ample proof that the fire was set by one of the 
girl pupils at the instance of another girl named 
Winnie Fismer who is a daughter of Jacob Fisher, 
one of the strongest oponents of the school. Mr. 
Smith goes fully into the case and recommends that 
some punishment should be inflected upon these two 
girls,although he says it would be difficult to 
satisfy a magistrate that the Fisher girl is 
guilty. She made a catspaw of Lottie Beaver 
actually fired the building and if she could 
punishment there would be very little use in 
cedding against the Beaver girl. who is only 
tool in her hands . Im fact I do not think it 


would be a wise policy of the Department to bring 
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either girl before a mhgistrate; if conviation was se~- 
cured they would most likely be sent to prison, which 


would do them more harm than good In my opinion their 
punishment should be left +o the Principal. The whole 
trouble appears to be that JaeOb Fisher was anxious to 
get his daughter away from the schood and he is more 

to blame than either of the girls. Yortunately the 
fire did little or no damage. 

Another complaint refors to tho provalonoe 
of scabies in the school and Mr. A dth found only one 
ease and it was thought that this must have boon con= 
tracted at the home of the girl who was affedtcd There 
have been occasional cases, but nothing nore than night 
ha~Ben in any white public sohood. On the whole Mr. 
Smith's report is favourable 40 the institution and 
he thinks that the Proximity of the schools to the reserve 
is the oausge of most of the trouble. 

He concludes by rocommending that pupils should 
be forbidden to attend any patient suffering from t&bor 
culos#s and it world be well to instruct the Principal 
to this effeot and that greater Procautions should be 
taken to prevent the spread of scabies. 

It would be well if the minds of the Indians 
could be disabusod as to the treatrent Cf pupils at this 
school. The Gibson Indian@, who are all Methodists and 
have had soveral children in attoNdanoe, are spoolally 
pitter against the Prinoipal and I would sugges’ that 
Mre SubPte Macdonald should be instructed to inform these 
Indians when he next visits the roserve of the result 


of Mr. Smith's inspeotions and that Agents Sutherland 
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and MoDonald be given similar instruotions.

My dear Mr. Pedley, - 

On my arrival here from 
Ottawa word is to hand from the Rev. S.R.MoVitty 
stating that he will accept the principalship of 
the Mount Elgin Institute. This is in harmony 
with the nomination and appointment of the Executive 
of our General Board. I trust that it will meet 
with the hearty approval of the Department. You 
might write Dr. Sutherland sanctioning this appoint~ 
ment if it is satisfactory. 

As I was informing you yesterday of the financial 
condition of this Institute, and from the experience of 
the last five years it appears to be an impossibility 
to manage it upon $60 (Sixty Dollars) per pupil. Now 
that the new Principal will be taking charge, the 
Church will meet all liabilities that are standing 
against the Institution and I trust that it will be 
possible for the Department to raise the grant to $100 
(One Hundred Dollars) per pupil to take affect this 
fiscal year.

I assume that Mr. Perrier would give you all avail- 
able information in regard to the new principal, Rev.

MeVitty in 
his initiation to the many duties devolving upon him as Principal 
of the Institute. 


Mr. Shannon has made a careful audit of the books and accounts 
up to June 30th This audit shows that the income for the past 
year was £23,459 42 made up as follows:~-

‘he audit_also shows a deficit of $4,618.90. If to thie is 
added a special loan of 55, from the if sionary Society and the 
increase of £4,000 from the Board over and above the Government 
srant, we have a total deficit of $18,618.90 all of which has 
een pease by the Missionary Society. From this it will be seen 
that the grant@ of $10,000 which was made by the Board for last 
er wilt have to be the minimum amual grant for mainienance for 
he future. 


It ig therefore clear that the time has come when the Govern 
ment grant must be inoreased from $60 to $100 per pupil. 


The taking of stock took up the greater portion of the time 
at my disposal, and a complete inventory of all chattels tocethor 
with the value of tho same is herewith Ziven. From this it will 
be goon that the total value of the stock is $12,060.50 which is 
$6,435.60 lers than that civen by Mr. Gewrge. ‘his difference is

My dear Mr. Pedley,- 

I enclose herewith a copy of 
my Report of the Mount Blgin Institute. When in 
Ottawa I left a stock-sheet of all the chattels with 
the Department. You will see that the Missionary 
Society have had to pay $18,618 (Thirteen Thousand 
Six Hundred and Kighteen Dollars). The position I 
have taken with our Board is that when we agree to 
run any Institution, on a per capita basis, with the 
Government, that all deficits should be paid by the 
Church. Up to date this has been done, but I feel 
that the time has come when the erent for Muncey 
must be changed from $60 to $100 (Sixty Dollars to 
One Hundred Dollars) per pupil. I believe it to be 
next to impossible to run it satisfactorily on a 
smaller sum of money, It is true that for a number 

_of yoars it was run without much additional cost 
during Mr. Sheppard's time, but then it must be re- 
membered that in those days the stock market was much 
better and a more reliable asste to the Institution 
than it is to-day, and further the wages that were 
paid in those times are no longer adequate to get 
suitable members on the staff; also the class of fod s 
that were used for clothing would not be acceptable 
to the Indians, and the same thing may be said regard- 
ing the food that used to he provided; these together 
vith the fact that the purchasing power of money is 
not as sreat as it was ten or fifteen years ago make 
the advance a necessity. 

I believe that this Institution can do a good

Deputy Superintendent General. 


The question of increasing the per capita grant paid 
the Mt. Elgin Institute is again brought to the attention of the 
Department in Mr. Ferrier's letter of the I0th instant. It is clear 
that these institutions in Ontario cannot be conducted upon a grant of 
$60. per capita and that such assistance mest be largely supplemented 
by those who are interested in the educational work amongst the Indéane. 
The representations of Mr. Perrier in the interests of the Mt. Elgin 
School carmot be considired by themselves. Better treatment if accorded 
to this institution mst also be extended to the others. The Shingwauk 
Home at Sault Ste. Marie NetbeemeonPeTTe owing to lack of funds and 
our failure to meet their request for an increased per capita grant, 
has been compelled to curtail its operations, to out down its staff &o; 
and upon the present scale it hardly amounts to anything but a small 
boarding school. fhe Re 0. School at Wikwemikong, with the largest 
number in attendance of any school in Ontario, is not in such financial 
atraite as the others, but would certainly expect the increased grant 
if it were to be given anywhere. The Mohawk Institute at Brantford is 


hardly in the seme position an it is Ppertly supported by the New England 
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Company. In some late recommendations which I made I suggested that 
the per capita grant might be increased in Ontario to $85.00. Upon 
this basis it would be necessary for us to find funds for the following 
pupile:-

In reply would say the oriticiam of Mr. Inspector Johnston is 
just. Mies Wiemer is not at all 6 suceess as & teacher, and 
I have tried my best to find some one more efficient. I told Mr. 
Johneton thet if he could find us e good teacher we would pay 
any reasonable ealery. He said I have no idee when one could be 
found just now. I have written several teachere whom I know to 
be efficient offering them salary equal to anything they are 
securing at present and other indusemente beside but so far have 
feilea. I have an ada in paper at present time.in face of this 
diffieulty I engaged a lady to take one half the children in the 
Junior Room thet is the ehildren of first clase so that Miss 
Wiemer has about 26 pupile at present inatead of about 50. (I 
might say that 50 Indian children will tex any teacher to the 
utmost.) I do not propose to continue this arrangement any 
great length of time.

BUILDINGS 


The main building is kept neat and clean. Considerable 

furnishings have been put in and some improvements made, 

the most important being new ranges for the kitchens, some 
good furniture and the installation of an electric light 

lant, which furnishes light for the main buildings, cottages, 
aundry, stables and barns. The light plant was put in by 

the Government at a cost of about $2,400, also $500 for the 
material in a new hen house. 


CLASS ROOMS. 


The half day system is carried out for most of the 
older scholars, while many of the younger attend the clase 
rooms all day. 


The teachers are doing good work and up-to-date methods 
are in vogue, especially in the senior rooms, where a class 
of nine are in preparation for the Entrance examinations 
in July. 


LIVE STOCK. 


THere are at present 1968 head of cattle, 31 horses, 
and 74 pigs, a11 looking well for this season of the year. 
70 cattle, 10 horses and 40 pigs, and a total inorease of 
about $6,000 in the value of the live stock have been 
added since July, 1909. 


CHILDREN AND STAFF. 


The health of all has been very good, the doctor's 
bill and drug account being only $35 for the past year 
and nine months. 


The conduct of the pupils has been worthy of praise, 
and they have greatly assisted the Principal and his staff 
to create a homelike atmosphere about the entire Institution. 
There gre 102 children in attendance.

THE FUTURE MANAGEMENT OF THIS INSTITUTE. 


I paid a visit to Ottawa and discussed the basis 
of a new agreement with the Deputy Minister and the 
Superintendent of the Education Department. Two 
propositions were under consideration:- 


le The Church to make certain needed repairs to 
bring the school into Class "A". This would 
involve an outlay of about $5,000; also to 
keep the plant in repair from year to year. 
This would involve about $1,000 a year, and 
the Government would give a grant of $100 per 
pupil for 100 pupils. 


The Government to make all needed repairs and in 

so doing provide accommodation for 125 pupils, and 
keep the entire plant in repair; also pay the rents, 
which have averaged $900 per year for the last 
seven years, and give the management $ per pupil 
up to the number of 125. 
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It was arranged by the Department that 
Mr. Scott should meet me at Fras | and decide 
on the proposition we would accept. 


The second proposal was accepted and the 
contract will be madé out by the Department. This, 
with good management will place the Institution 
on a self-sustaining basis. 


The following sre the needed repairs to 
place the schoo} in Class "A":~- 


1. Fire Escapes, - Pole. 


2. The closets in the four dormitories to be 
set in cement and enclosures made. 


4 Boys Building - to provide class rooms, 
boys’ recreation room - boy&* wash room,- 
bath-tubs and shower baths, and lavatory. 


More bathing and washing accommodation for 
the girlie. 


Steam plant to supply heat for a11 the 
buildings and necessary power.

Probably the majority of the readers 
of these lines would say that it was not 
worth while to write a whole big volume 
to disprove the theories of such writers 
as Robertson, Drews and Smith, who 
claim that Jesus was not an historic per- 
son at all, but only an idealization of im- 
perfectly realfzed religious aspirations. 
Certainly the arguments in favor of such 
a theory are fatuous and shallow enough, 
but they are being made apparently. with 
all seriousness and in the name of sober 
historical study, and they demand refu- 
tation, .That refutation Dr. Thorburn 
gives In most scholarly and satisfactory 
fashion, proving both the inadequacy of 
the theory and the superficiality of the 
reasoning and methods by which it is 
sought to be established. This careful 
but merciless r oning, and the theory 
of the mythical-social origin of Chris 
tianity, has but a sorry leg to stand upon 
when the author gets through. But Dr, 
Thorburn makes it abundantly clear that 
effective Chistian defence can only be 
maintained on the basis of sober criti- 
cism. To some extent at least we must

A volume that seeks to perpetuate the 
memory of a man of undoubted piety, in- 
tense earnestness, shrewd sense and keen 
intellectual quality. The sketch of the 
life is given in briefest outline, the vol- 
ume being made up chiefly from the 
writings and utterances of the subject. 
He read widely in literature, and his 
ymments on books and authors are very 
fresh and stimulating. Mr. Brash was 
closely associated with Keswick and its 
work, though, contrary to what some 
might expect, he was singularly free from 
anything like narrowness or bigotry, He 
visited Canada with a Keswick deputa 
tion, and his comments on what he saw 
and experienced are very entertaining.

T have never, aireetly or indireetly, asked from, or hinted to

dress, whieh artieles the matron aeeepts from them. We simply 
do not interfere as it tends to keep a good fecling betwoon par- 
“ents anil ehildren. 

Fine and coarse combs, towolls, and every other artiele 
really neeessary for the comfort and convenienee of the pupils 
are regularly and systematieally furnished them, but some of 
them are so persistently destruetive, that, no doubt, there are 
times when sueh pupils go without.

It happened the day before the Hon.T.W.Crothers 
visited our School, and I told him every fact as I would on 
oath. If the Department cares to enquire, I am sure he 
will be glad to give his mind on the matter. The punishment 
administered was 6 or 7 straps on each hand with regulation 
strap, administered in the presence of Mr.Agent Janes and our 
Head Teacher, Mr.Littleproud. He was not even marked on 
the hands. He, and the four beys whe saw him, all confessed 
the matter toe me personally, cach waking his separate statement, 
and all agreeing as to the offence. Then all four confessed 
the matter,two days later, in the persence of Mr.Janes and 
Mr.-Littlepreoud.

He also showed how that their lands were swimming 
in water, and they had no money to buy tile, and couldn't 
get oredite It was really clever, and typically Indian. 
He had done the same thing before the Fair's 
Association, at Toronto, and made such an impression that 
they sent a representative to the meeting in question.

of the world, and a Shorthorn bull, the highest priced animal 
at the Western Ontario Consignment Sales Go's sale last Fall. 
I said “you aré welcome to use these animals, in fact, you 
have been using our sires for seven years, some of you heve 
paid, some have not, but none have been sent away. Now, for 
a period of three years, we are going to give _you f free use of 


these animals, and, I am sure the Government will assist the 
School in doing so% 

They have bred about ninety mares, and I really 
don't know how many cows, but a great many- This will be a 
great advantage to them, and to the country, and, I think, is 
a real good move.

Dear Sir:- 


In view of the great demand for farm help, 
and the urgent and repeated requests reaching us from 
farmers and farmers' wives to permit some of our senior 
boys and girls to go out. to service for the Summer, 
I appeal to you for advice. Of course it is only the 
larger ones who are wanted. We have about forty 
capable of rendering fairly efficient service. This 
leaves about eighty five almost helpless ones to be cared 
fore 


To permit the seniors to go would, of course, 
rob us of their assistance, and would also entail much 
extra labour on the members of our staff in carrying on 
the work of the school, yet, I feel something ought to 
be done- fhe following seems feasible:- 


Permit such pupils as are capable, and so desire to zo 
ly, during the

Said pupils to remain under charge of the school, and 

to receive one-half their wages weekly for spending 

money, and one-half to be retained for them, and held in 

trust by the school.

I 
wigh to inform you that on Tueeday, laet, the Superintendent 
of Indian Education, from Ottawa, and the Public School 
Inspector for the dietrict were at the Mt. Zlgin Inetitute on 
other bueineee and the Rev. Principal diecueeed with them 
your claim. It wae decided that your daughter wae not entitled 
to any further payment. In the firet place, she reported to 
the Inetitute for duty in a weak phye#ical condition. Further, 
it ie extremely unlikely that any contact in the echool wae 
reepongible for her attack of diphtheria. 


I might point out that, although the Mt. Blgin 
Inetitute ie not governed in ite conduct by the Ontario school 
lawe, the management hae been put to expenge which would more 
than equal one month's ealary. In addition to one-half the 
nuree'e feee, $73.50, the sohool eupplied board and lodging 
to the nuree and your daughter for three weoke ~- approximately 
$6.00 a week for each, or a total of $36.00.

A complaint has reached the Department, contained 
in a letter intended for publication in a Toronto newspaper, 
making certain charges against the conditions existing at 
the Mount Elgin Indian Residential School. I quote there- 
from:- 


"Wouldn't the general public be surprised to know 
that these children, who work hard, have nothing softer 
than a box or table to rest on from the time they rise 
at 6:30 a. m. till they go to bed at night? (The beds 
must be kept neatly made up to impress visitors!) That 
they have not one home-like room for their use? That 
there is not one bath-tub for the use of the children? 
That skin diseases and sores are prevalent among the 
children? That, on a farm where a large dairy herd is 
kep*%, last year no more than an average of 1 1/3 lbs. of 
butter for the whole 160 children was allowed daily? 
That, not once last year, did those 160 children receive 
one whole egg each? That, where sports should naturally 
flourish, the school will not provide even lacrosse 
sticks for the Indians' own game? Don't start thinking 
of depression. There was money enough this past summer 
to build stone pillars (to add to the appearance of the 
school) and to install new bath-tubs for the staff. And 
wouldn't the public be incensed to learn that some big 
boys who have worked at the school during the sumer 
holidays never received their promised pay? «. .« « « 


" + « « The children go to school half a 
day and work “halt @ day, and are provided with food, 
shelter, and clothing. Their whole life, day in and 
day out, is planned for them. they learn to work under 
direction which doesn't require, and indeed discourages, 
any individual acting or thinking on their part. Punish- 
ment goes to those who don't keep in line. Consequently, 
when they leave school, and this commanding hand is re~- 
moved, what is the result? - The school is not proud of 
ite graduates." 


I would request that you forward, at an early date, 
a report regarding each of the complaints, as mentioned above. 
It is especially reqiested that you will report concerning the 
diet provided for the children and also regarding skin diseases 
and sores and if the larger boys, who worked at the school 
during the summer, were paid for their services. I would 
advise that you consult the Assistant Principal, Rev. Mr. 
Strapp and forward a full report.

I would acknowledge receipt of your letter 7-0-1 of 
Sth,with reference to Mount Elgin School and would 
that I visited this school on Jan 12th and ocnsulted

1. Re; Rest Room at the School, 


When the pupils are not at work or in the class Toom or at play 
they have excess to their locker rooms which are in the basement

barren of furniture.On account of the cement floor thev were not 
very warn on the day of visit.

All pupils of the school are bathed owiSaturdey of each week and

sanitary condition. The lawdry buildi g in which the children 
bath is a very old structure and not in a good state of repair,

On the day of my visit there were 18 boys in bed with Colds and 


Sixteen girls and I examined their hands and faces and f 
owmd

two boys and two girls with sores either on their hands or faces 
and had the assurance of the Assistant Principal and the nurse that 
there were no other cases in the school, These skin diseases were 
quite common for gome years back and according to Mae Strapp,the 
Pupils brought a lot of it with them when they returned from their 
holidays and it was not tmtill recent months that seperate towels 
were provided twice weekly to the pupils on the request of the 

Med, Supt. and this has done a lot to curtail the spread of skin 
ailments,which is at a low mark at the present. It has apparentely 
taken some considerable time for these skin diseases to clear up on 
some pupile,as some pave large and numerous scars and this fact may 
have been due to neglect on the part of the school nurse,or some 
blood disorderin the pupil,or even from diet or other cause, 


4; ne Pupils diet. 


A little butter is supplied each pupil at Supper,3 times a week, 
No. @gg@ have been supplied during the past year,in#previous years 
one @gg each wes supplied each pupil at Easter time. Dr, Moyeod 
informe me that Mr, McoVitty advised him that the pupils were getting 
an abwmdance of butter and egre.

In the Summer of 1933,Carmer Sickles an older pupil who is at 
present in the school,had an agreement with Mr. MoVitty to work 

at school during the holidays, Recently Mr, Jamieson,farm foreman 
informed Mr, Strapp that Sickles had no® beer paid his wages and 

Mr, Strapp investigated and took the matter up with Mr. yoVitty

I have your letter of the 15th instant, 
regarding your recent visit and inspection of the Mt. 
Blgin Indian Residential School and reporting, under 
various head e, the general conditions found by you 
to exist at this school. I wish to thank you for your 
report. 


With reference to skin diseases among the 
pupils, it is noted that two boys and two girls have 
sores, either on their hands or face, but that there 
were no other cases among the pupiis. The medical 
officer and the nurse should see that the pupils re- 
ceive the necessary treatment. 


Regarding the diet, it is considered that 
as there is a fine farm, with a dairy herd, in connec- 
tion with this school, the pupile should receive an 
anple supply of whole milk and also butter. The De- 
partment is not aware whether the school keeps hens, 
but, if so, it is thought that, in the case of those 
pupils who are not robust or otherwise unhealthy, eggs 
should be included in the diet. 


Concerning the complaint regarding unpaid 
wages to the pupils, it is noted that this matter has 
been given attention. 


It ie noted that the Assistant Principal 
and the Medical Officer brought to your attention a 
number of requirements for the school, which deal with 
health and sanitary conditions. I would request that 
you forward the recommendations of these officers in 
this connection and give as close an estimate as 
possible of the cost volved in carrying out same. 
When these reports are received, consideration will 
be given.

Dear Dr. MeGill: 


Rev. 0. B. Strapp has called my attention 
to @ letter received from you, under date of May 25th, as well 
as to a copy of a communication addressed to Mr. Moore, Indian 
Agent at Muncey, Ontario. In taking the matter up with you I 
am presuming that a similar letter has gone out to the Indian 
Agent who is in closest contact with each one of our residential 
schools and I am therefore anxious to secure a little elucidation 
of what is involved. 


We have been making every effort for four 
years to direct through this office all the important corres- 
pondence with the Department of Indien Affairs concerning policy 
and problems in connection with residential schools. It is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to secure uniformity and to make the decisions 
which we have to make concerning our schools fairly and impartial- 
ly if the Principal of the school carresponds directly with the 
Department of Indian Affairs. The fect that I, as the Secretary 
responsible for Indian Missions, have the privilege of being in 
Ottawa frequently, has helped out a good deal, although I would 
very much prefer to know beforehand concerning any negotiations 
which the Principal of a residential school desires to conduct 
with the Department. 


If every approach concerning & residential 
school must be made in the future through the local Indian Agent, 
itwould certainly complicate our problem in this office just at 
a time when we were beginning to get 4 system set up which was 
satisfactory to us - and, so far as we knew, satisfactory to the 
Department. 


I can also see for most of our Principals 
difficulties of a different type in this regulation. For instance, 
in a school like Muncey or Coqualeetza, recruiting pupils fram half 
a dozen or more agencies, it seems strange that the Principal should 
be required to conduct all his negotiations through the Agent who 
happens to be located closest to the achool geographically. 


Probably your letter does not intend to imply 


that the Principal of the Muncey school, in dealing with problems, 
say, in Mr. McCormick's or Mr. Stone's territory, should address 
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Dr. H. W. MeGill- May Slst/34 


these gentlemen or the Department of Indien Affairs through Mr. 
Moore. 


So far as the Board of Home Missions is con- 
cerned, we welcome contacts with the schools under our direction 
by the Agents of the Department of Indian Affairs, - whether local 
Agents, Medical Officers, or Inspectors. We believe that in a 
co-operative venture of this type we have everything to gain by 
consistent and careful inspection from the standpoint of the 
Department of Indien Affairs, and we have been fortunate in recent 
years in the harmony which has prevailed between the Indien Agents 
and Inspectors and the Principals of our Schools.

Vietoria Hospital on Ottaway Avenue, where Dr. LeCe Fallis, 


the Superintendent, conducted us through the Main Building 
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and the War Memorial Children Hospital. We found the Main 
Building crowkd to capacity, more especially in the 
Women's Public Ward where every available apace ineluding 
the passage was occupied with beds. Immediate attention 
should be given to relieve this situation, The Hos pital 
requires more room for the X-ray equipment, and much larger 
sections for the Kye, Zar, Nose, Throat and Materni ty 
departments. 

he nanufaectur ing of Splints upon the premises 
deserves special mention ami we are informed that Victoria 
Hospital is one of the very few carrying on this olass of 
wor k. 

We are pleased to see that a citizen of London 
was interested in the Children's section by placing therein 
a small but adequate swimming pool, which permits those 
requiring limb exercise to secure it while still patients. 

foo much eredit cannot be given to those in charge 
for their excellent administration under the existing 
conditions. 

We found all buildings exceptionally clean. 

There are 354 resent patients of which 59 are 
children. 

Friday afternoon, we visited the Ontario Hospital. 


we met Dr. Ge He Stevenson who arranged for his assistant 


Dre Je Re MeGeoch to conduct us through this vast Institution 


where we found buildings crowded beyond capacity. Ther 
are 945 males and 8335 females, & total of 1678 in residence 
as compared with 1565 last year. 

The Dairy and Stock Larns are very clean and well 
managed, but we notice the lack of toilet accommodetion for 


those employed there.

We congratulate Dr. stevenson and his staff upon 
the efficieney of this Institution. 

The University of Western Ontario was visited 
on Saturday Morning, March the 14th, and the Grand Jurors 
were impressed with the Arts, Science and the Lawson )’emorial 

Library Buildings. Col. Walter James brown, the Executive 
Secretary, and Prof. Fred Landon, Librarian, conducted us 
as we inspected the Class Rooms and the \iuseums, The 
buildings are located on a tract of land consisting of 
26f ncres and immediately to the north-west of the City 
Limits. The registration from the City of London is 479 
students with an outside registration of 1094 making 
a total of 1575. The affiliated Colleges have a regis- 
tration of 442, thus making a gross registration of 2015. 
In the Summer Sahool of 1955 there were 350 students reg- 
istered, most of whom were teachers who were improving 
their academic standing and it is expected that the Summer 
School registration for 19% will exceed 700, 

All buildings are clean and well ventilated and 
are acredit to the Board of Governors and staff. Your 
Jurors were surprised to find no lockers for the students’ 
wearing apparel, most of which was Allowed to remain on 
racks in the corridors, they fecl t at some public spirited 
eitizen should assist this Institution very mueh by in- 


stalling these necessities. 
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On Saturday Afternoon we visited Westminster 
Hospital for returned am disabled soldiers numbering 576 
resident patients, In the absence of Dr, Morrison, we 
were conducted through the buildings by Mr. DeJ. MoDunald, 
Chief Orderly Officer, It is gratifying tonote how the 
Doctors and Nurses are endeavouring to alleviate the 
sufferings of these men who sacrificed all in the Great 
World War. We found the buildings clean and very neat 
and everything most orderly. 

The qwstion of dispensing with the Grand Jury, 
it is in our opinion very unwise to make any change in 
the Jury System at the present time. If the State is 
desirous of increaahg National economy, we belive it might 
be advisable, if it be feasible, to adopt the british 
system of Parliamentary Representation. 

Finally, Your Lordship, my we be permitted to 
wish you many years of health to enable you w direct the 
destinies of those who may require your patience, diligence 
ana sound judgment.

Hej o \o™ 
has had several operations for cancer, and you will sees 
by the enclosed communication from his doctor that he 1® ey » 
not only incapicitated for work, but is not likely to wr v 
live for more than @ year or so. uo,

Mr. Strapp feels that beyond paying Mr. 
Kapayo his full salary until the 3lst August, there is not 
much more he can afford to do out of the revenue of the 
School. It seems to us thet, under all the circumstances, 
the Department might very well consider granting Mr. Kapayo, 
in view of hie long service, a pension on his retirement, 
amounting to at least one-half of his pay - which has been 
$70.00 a month and a house, 


Confidentially, I may add that the situation is com- 
plicated by the fact that Mr. Kapayo claims that his illness 
is traceable to an injury which he received in the laundry 
of the School, through the carelessness of one of the girl 
pupils, who let the door of the drying machine fall on his 
back some years ago. 


Mr. Kapayo's relatives threaten suit, 
if something is not done to look after him now. I suppose 
if the suit were entered, it would be an attempt to recover 
damages from both the Department and the Church. Mr. Strapp 
is of the opinion that a moderate pension would satisfy all 
parties concerned, Will you be good enough to take this mt~ 
ter up and see if something cannot be done. I will be glad 
to hear from you after you and the other Department officials 
have been able to consider the question thoroughly.

year. The duties at the school do not differ in any 
sense from the ordinary duties of a teacher in charge 
of an elementary public school.

The Indian Affaire Branch has been sonduct- 
ing a nutritional investigation among various sections 
of the Indian population, and Dector Moore is anxious 
to get complete deta on the food being consumed in 
several of our residential sehools. Would you be 
good enough to furnish the following information: 


A complete statement of all the food 
supplied to the children over a given period of time, 
for example, if the period given were one week, we 
would require the number of pounds of potatoes and 
other vegetables, the number of gallons of milk, the 
number of pounds of meat, butter, etc, 


A statement of the menu for each meal 
for the same period, and the number of children 
participating of the food, with their ages. 


We intend to have this scientifically 
reviewed by the research department of one of the 
universities, and be advised by them as to whether 
the children are getting all the nurishment necessary 
for their well-being. 


Doctor Moore and I will greatly appreciate 
your effort in obtaining as complete and accurate a 
statement as you are able to give. 


The period of a week ie suggested, but if 
you have figures obtainable for a longer period, it

The Acting Director of Medical Services, 
Dr. Moore, is in receipt of a letter from Dr. Frederick 
F. Tisdall, in which Dr. Tisdall comments vpon the 
dietary schedule in effect at the Mount Elgin Institute. 
This schedule, you may remember, was forwarded to the 
Department by you a few weeks ago. Dr. Tisdall in his 
letter states:- 


"Attached you will find two copies of the 
breakdown of the weekly amount of food consumed on the 
basis of protein, fat, carbohydrate, calories, minerals 
and vitamins per day. 


A rather surprising point is that these 
children apparently average 32 ounces of milk a day 
which of course is excellent. ‘hen the diet is pulied 
to pieces, it is seen that the protein is adecuate, with 
approximately half the orotein obtained from snimal 
sources, namely, milk and meat. The total ecslories are 
probably adequate, when you take into consideration the 
fact that some of the children are no doubt quite young. 
This would be something which could only be determined 
however if the exact ages of the chiléren were known. 
The amount of fat is adequate. Calcium is adecuate. 

The iron is adecuate, although there is no surplus. The 
vitamin A is perhaps a little low. The Bl is a little 
low, which however would be rectified if Canada Approved 
Bread or “hole wheat bread were used. The vitamin C is 
markedly low. On paper the 55 mgms. is not bad, but from 
our experience I am sure you would find that of the 

53 mgms. coming from potatoes and vegetables fully two- 
thirds of this ‘vill be lost in the cooking. Due to the 
large consumption of milk the riboflavin intake is 
adecuate. 


"Our sutgestion would be to use more rreen 
leafy vegetables to supply more vitamin A, and either 
more tomatoes, tomato juice or citrus fruits - to supply 
vitamin C." 


I am sending forward herevith two co ies of 
the breakdown referred to by Dr. Tisdall, for your 
information.

The residential school on this reserve, known as 
Whe Mount “lgin institute, is one of the oldest residential 
schools, if not the oldest, in the province of Untario. it 
was built in the year 1849, probably by the “ethodist “hurch of 
Canada, and officially o,ened in 1851. “t is now the only 
residential school operated by the Government din cooperation 
with the United Church in the province of Untario. An enrolment 
of 150 pupils is allowed at tiiis school and per capita grant is 
at the rate of $160. The cost of operation per pupil, according 
to the last audit statement, is $241.66 per annum. 


The classroom buildings; wich are detached fron 
the main building, are the original buildings erected almost 
a century ago. +n addition to the regular classrooms, accom- 
modation is provided on the second floor of this building for 
certain members of the teaching staff. These residential 
school buildings are on a mound and subject very much t: 
erosion. this is particularly true of the classroom, one 
gable of which might collapse at any tine, Mr Dudley had 
this particular gable strengthened with four or five squafe 
timbers. 4+his rendered the wall reasonably safe Gor a time, 
but the wall above and below these supports shows signs of bul- 
ging and disintegration, he main building was rebuilt in 
1895, probably by the “ethodist Church, with a contributiden 
from the Government. The records here indicate that from 
1896 to 1911 and 1912 ¥21,000 of government funds have been 
spent on this school and $11,600 from band funds. in 1912 
and 1913 a new addition was built to the main building at a 
cest to the Government of $17,260760. this main building 
represents a style of architecture that has long since been 
efandoned, The ceilings are at least 12 feet high and the 
cost of heating from year to hear must be enormous, However, 
the building is of brick construction and from the outside 
presents a somewhat imposing appearance, byt inside it is one 
of the most dilapidated structures tha + have ever inspected, 
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At the time of my visit the plumbing in the boys' wash-roor 
was in a faulty stae of repair, with the result that the 
wash bowl were full of filthy water and the floor of the wash- 
room in a filt:y condition. The odors in the wash-room: and 
indeed throughout the building were so offensive that I could 
scarcely endure them. Certain parts of this building are 
Literally alive with cockroaches - this applies particularly 
to the kitchen. The treads 1 noticed on the stairway were 
Literally worn away intil tley are no longer safe, if this 
were not a government-operated institution, 4 feel confident 
it wold be closed by the municipal health uuthorities. 
However, when 1 later discussed the state of this school wit! 
Dr. Gochrane, he expressed the opinion that it was a nodel of 
sanitary perfection when compared with the United Church 
school at Round “ake, “askatchewan. I must state, though 
in fairness to all parties concerned, that this school 
reflects no credit on either the Department of the United 
Church of Vanada. in my judfment, it should ve immediatley 
closed or rebuilt. + consider the principal, the Reverend 
Mr, Strapp,’ a good man and &@ man with a very practical turn 
of mind. he has experienced the utmost difficulty this year 
in securing pupils, particularly senior. pupils. He had at 
the time of my visit 120 pupils on the roll and is worried 
alrost to the point of collapse by the financial outlood for 
the school, The school, he assured me, simply cannot continue 
to operate with the present allowance. It would appear 
as Indians vevome economically better off they display 4 
tendency to keep their children at hone and send them to the 
day schools rather than to the residential school. This may 
be a rather emcouraging tendency byt is one that makes it 
exceedingly difficult for our schools to operate until 
certain adjustments have been effected, I estimate that it 
would require the sum of $200,000 to rebuild and furnish the 
fount Klgin Sehool wit accommodation for 150 to 175 pupils

in contrast to the school building, the farm 
operated in connection with this school is a model of efficiency. 
Mr. Strapp has one of the best pure bred Holstein dairy herds 
in southwestern Untario. “e has in addition at this time 70 
pigs of the bacon type, and has one of the best Youkshire boars 
in the province. “e has also 4& good poultry house, well 
stocked with poultyy and his farm buildings are all that one 
might desire, 1 am disposed to think that we should cease to 
operate this residential school and that the place it occupies 
should be taken by a four -room classroom building, in which 
we would make provision for continuation classes and 
vocational instruction. “his would enable us to take the 
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pupils from the day schools at Grades 7 and 8 and give then 
advanced courses in academic subjects in agriculture or auto 
mechanic, carpentry, ete., and the girls, courses in home- 
making, domestic séience, dressmaking, etc, The principal 

of this school:should, in addition‘to) his duties at the 
school be made supervisor or inspector of all the schools 

on the reserve. ThtsS would enable us to have an almost ideal 
experimental educational unit. Jn view of the fact that this 
school has been operated for a century by the United Yhurech, 
we might have to nominate as the principal of the school a 
United Church clergymen. Such a clergyman, if appointed, 
however, should be a fully qualified teacher with training 
in vocational subjects,and in agriculture. It has occurred 
to me that if the \ew Sngland Company withdraw their support 
from the Bratnford school and transfer the property to the 
“epartment, we might well consider the advisability of 
appointing a fully qualified teacher as principal of this 
United “hurch and «nglican “hildren, particularly orphans, 
could be sent from the whole of southwestern Untario.

Attached is a clipping from the London Free 
Press, a paper widely read by the Indians of this Agency. 
To my mind it is hardly the type of statement one would 
expect from a principal of an Indian Residential School, 
especially at this time, as he well knows that every effort 
is being put forth to encourage our people, by their own 
efforts, to make every possible use of the discarded 
clothing now being received, 


I am not interested in his Bible or Social 
Disease statements. If, after all these years as a Church 
minister, he has failed and can only offer a Bible in one 
hand and a Social Disease in the other, that is his affair, 
But I am particularly interested in his reference to second 
hand clothing. The last few weeks have not been easy and I 
have put forth every endeavour to organize and make it 
possible for our women to make use of the clothing being 
received and Mr, Strapp knows this. I am tempted to think 
that his remarks were aimed directly at this Office. Already 
one man, after looking over some remodelled garments said, 
"Oh, they are alright for every day wear. " I am sure this 
man hed read Mr. Strapp's statement, 


To me it ie quite evident that Mr. Strapp has 
never co-operated with this Office and tolerates, only on 
sufferance. However, I am not complaining, I am merely 
drawing your attention to a public statement made by a man 
whose every endeavour should be to co-operate and encourage 
rather than criticize the efforts of ae

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
March 20 and also a clipping from the London Free Press, 
attached thereto. 


It has occurred to me that you may have misinter- 
preted the remarks made by Mr. Strapp when he addressed 
the Middlesex Presbytery of the United Church of Canada. 
It has been the policy and practice of the United Church 
for a great many years to have Yomen's Missionary Societies 
collect, mend and remodel second hand clothing for distrib- 
ution on Indian reserves. We are fully aware of this 
practice for the simple reason that requests reach us from 
time to time from United Church missionaries, asking per- 
mission to make a nominal charge for such Clothing at 
Certain agencies. While the need at the moment is in no 
sense urgent, the distribution of this clothing meant a 
—- to the Welfare Division during the depression 
period. 


You are aware, of course, that Mr. Strapp is not 
an employee of this Department, nor is he responsible to 
this Department for any statements he may care to make. 

My personal opinion is that you should not attach too much 
importance to statements such as this, made by missionaries 
and others, in respect to Indian administration, Ineident- 
ally, I may state that Mr. Strapp's statement appears to 

be very reasonable and moderate, compared to statements 
that reach the Department frequently from other provinces, 
particularly British Columbia,

Hoey's report and that 
of Constable Needham. What is happened at this school 
confir: the wisdom of the decision reached some time 
ago that the institution should be closed. (See my 
memorandum of December 17th last). 


It is to be regretted that we have not 
yet heard from the New England Company about the 
Mohawk Institute at Brantford. However, regardless of 
what use we may be able to make of that institution 
in the future it would seem quite clear that we are 
not justified in permitting the Mount Elgin Institution 
to be operated after the end of the present school year, 
not so much because of the recent happenings but because 
of the unsatisfactory condition of the buildings. 


It is assumed that Mr. Hoey will keep 
closely in touch with Doctor Dorey and that he will 
discuss the matter with him again after the problem has 
been considered hy his Home Mission Board.

Dear Doctor Dorey: 


The Director is in receipt of a memorandum 
from the Deputy Minister, dated May 22, 1943, in which 
Dr. Camsell discusses the subject matter of certain 
reports that have been sent forward to him on conditions 
at the Mount Elgin Institute. Dr. Camsell, in his memor- 
andum, states: "It would seem quite clear that we are not 
justified in permitting the Mount Elgin Institute to be 
operated after the end of the present school year, not 
go much because of recent happenings, but because of the 
unsatisfactory condition of the school building". 


You may remember that during the course of one 
of ovr discussions I intimated to you that we were commun- 
deating with the New England Company with respect to the 
future of the Mohawk Institute. A few weeks ago the 
Minister wrote to the Secretary of the Company and in that 
letter offered to take over the property at Brantford and 
operate the school there as a departmental institution 
for the care and education of non-Catholic children in 
western Ontario. The Minister has not yet had a reply to 
this letter, but it is altogether likely that a reply will 
be received at an early date. My personal opinion is that 
the Mount Elgin Institute might very well be closed at the 
end of the present academic year, on the understanding that 
a secondary or continuation school and a teacher's residence 
would be built next year. At this school a course should 
be provided of a vocetional character and a certain amount 
of training provided on the school farm, which, in my judg- 
ment, should be retained. The Principal of the School 
should be a United Church clergyman with special pedagogical 
training. In addition to being principal of the school, he 
should be superintendent of the other Indian day schools 
in the Caradoc Agency. It is just possible that transport- 
ation would have to be provided along lines somewhat similar 
to the transportation now provided at the consolidated day 
school in the Cowichan agency. This is @ matter which, I 
feel sure, you will want to discuss with the Home Mission 
Board and with the Minister, personally. I am writing to 
you at this time, however, in the hope that the Mission 
Board or you personally will see your way clear to have a 
representative of your Church make c survey of conditions 
at the Caradoc Agency and submit a report on the program 
that might be carried forward at the agency. It might be 
possible for us to make arrangements whereby the public 
school inspector for the district might assist in this survey. 


I can appreciate very fully that the members of 
the Home Mission Board may not be favourably disposed to . 
the closing of the residential school at Muncey, However, 
I am personally disposed to think that some such action ap

I have your letter of May 26th, and, after giving it some 
consideration, I am writing to let you have my own personal reaction, 
Naturally, such a drastic proposal as you outline will have to receive the 
consideration of the Executive of our Board. 1 do not remember that you 
had spoken to me about the approach which had been made to the New England 
Company with respect to the future of the Mohawk Institute, but we did 
discuss the problem of education on the Caradoc Reserve, I shall be quite 
frank in my reaction, 


In the first place, I do not think you intend the suggestion 
that the School at Muncey be closed on June 3th, 1943, to be taken seriously. 
To ask the Board of Home Missions to consent to this after the School has 
been in operation "lo these many years," when a notice is sent to us on May 
26th ~ which is just one month and four days’ notice - is a good deal more 
than I think you think we are likely to consider as within the realm of 
practical politics, 


I also note that your proposition involves closing th® School 
now and leaving all these children who are at present in the School without 
any educational facilities, and that next year a secondary or continuation 
school and a teacher's residence would be built. I do not think that is 
feasible - and I do not think you do either, 


I should also like to draw your attention to the fact that the 
Suggestion that the Mohawk Institute be Operated on a departmental basis is 
so complete and radical a departure from the system which has hitherto obtained 
in the operation of residential schools, that I do not think it can be carried 
out without taking into account certain factors which involve the Churches, I 
do not know what the attitude of The Church of England would be. I note, how- 
ever, that it is proposed to set up this institution as a residential school 
for non-Catholics, May I ask if it is seriously proposed that the non-Catholics 
in Ontario would be treated in one way and the Catholics and all the rest of 
the Dominion would be treated in another way? I do not think this is possible, 
Nor do I think that the United Church would look with any favor on the setting 
up of a residential school of the size of the Mohawk Institute, to be operated 
on a purely secular basis, I am not very strong on sectarianism, but I do 
feel that the religious side of the work of the Indian schools must be considered, 
However, the relation you have with the Mohawk Institute and with The Church of 
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Mr. R. A. Hoey- 


England is not my business, 


I come next to a very serious feature of the proposition, Accord- 
ing to the last Census, there are 5533 Indians in Ontario who are counted United 
Church, There are 9747 Church of England, and 9862 Roman Catholics, Your pro- 
posal, if it were carried through, would mean, so far as the United Church is 
concerned, that there would not be a single residential school in Ontario to which 
our children could be sent; but it would leave all the Roman Catholic schools, 
with a total pupilage of 705, in full operation. It would leave The Church of 
England scucols, with a pupilage of 520 (I have eliminated the Mohawk institute), 
also running. I do not think that this will commend itself to the judgment of 
the United Church. 


Further - and in this I am only expressing my opinion - I do not 
know what the official attitude of the Executive of our Board will be - I think 
it ie quite improbable that our Executive would look with equanimity on a proposal 
that would deprive the United Church of another residential school, I beg to point 
out that we gave up Coqualeetza. Ahousaht has been closed - Kitamaat has been 
closed - and whilst these latter two were not very large, yet the total pupilage 
in residential schools under the care of the United Church is a good deal less than 
it was some years ago. We shall await with a good deal of interest - and I was 
going to say expectation, although that is the wrong word - to hear of one single, 
solitary Roman Catholic School having been closed. We might as well face the fact 
that when the school was closed at Coqualeetga, and also the school at Ahousaht, 
the Indian people, whose children had been going to these schools, were approached 
by representatives of the Roman Catholic Church, with a proposal that their children 
attend one of the Catholic schools. I know perfectly well that the law says that 
Catholic children will go to Catholic schools and Protestant children to Protestant 
schools; but there is absolutely nothing which says that a man may not change his 
church affiliation in order to get his children enrolled in the school which seems 
to him, for the time being at least, to offer the greater advantage. This has teen 
done, You and I are powerless to do very much about it, because we believe in 
freedom. But I think these matters must be faced. 


Having said all thie, I fully realize that the Mount Elgin School is 
in a deplorable condition and that it has long outlived its usefulness; but I have 
not yet come to the place where I would ask the Kxecutive of our Board to urge the 
expenditure of $200,000 of Government money to replace this old building. I 
realize that the situation at Mount Elgin is in a bed way, and, personally, I am 
quite prepared to co-operate with the Department in making the survey suggested; 
but we might as well face the fact that, so far as our Church is concerned, we are 
notgoing to be pushed around too far nor too fast in connection with these residential 
schools; and we shall expect the same policy to be followed on Reserves where the 
people are Roman Catholic as you are Suggesting in the case of this Reserve, which is 
predominantly Protestant. 


Finally, may I say that it does not seem to us to be fair - and I do 
not think we can get away with it - to notify Mr, Strapp on the 27th May that his 
ten years' principalship will expire on June 30th. This is what the proposal to 
close the school would mean; because I do not think that either you or I can envisage 
Mr, Strapp as an educationist, doing the work which you suggest should be done on 
this particular Reserve, Some men have some gifte, and others have others - there 
is good Scripture for that - and, quite frankly, I do not think Mr, Strapp's gifts 


p-t.o, 
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lie in that direction. 


The Secretaries of the Board of Home Missions would, I think, be 
prepared to continue to explore the possibility of radical changes in the educa- 
tional set-up at Mount Elgin - or anywhere else, but I think we should have time 
in which to do it, and the 30th June, which is the end of the academic year, is 
hardly time enough. With this end in view, I shall try to arrange for a survey 
of conditions in the Caradoe Agency, and to assist in submitting a report on the 
programme which might be carried forward in the Agency. This might be done during 
the coming summer, in co-operation with the public school inspector.

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MEMORANDUM: DOCTOR DOREY. 
Res Operation Mt. Elgin Institute. 


The Mount Elgin Institute has at this date an 
authorized enrolment of 150 pupils, for which per capita 
grant at the rate of °160 is allowed. The actual enrol- 
ment is approximately 125 pupils, but a number of these 
are senior girls who have exceeded the age limit. The 
pupils are drawn from the following reserves:- 

Walpole Island 5; Sarnia 9, Kettle Point 17; Oneida 1; 
Muncey 1; Caradoc 52; Cape Croker 13; Hagersville 1 (New 
Credit); Moravian 2; Saugeen 4; Christian Island 7; 

Six Nations 93; Gibson (Parry Sound) 3; Caughnawaga 1. 


The departmental records indicate that there is 
ample accommodation at the day schools on the reserves 
from which pupils are recruited and that the closing down 
of the Mt. Elgin Institute would cause little inconvenience 
in this respect, although transportation in one or two 
cases would no doubt have to be provided. It is interesting 
to note that a day school was closed at the Caradoc agency 
during the present academic year for the reason that the 
number of pupils available did not justify its operation. 
The teacher of this school was later transferred to the 
agency office where she now serves as clerk. It will be 
noted that 17 pupils are recruited from the Kettle Point 
agency and yet the attendance at this school has become 
so unsatisfactory and the number of pupils of school ars 
reduced to such an extent that we are now considering the 
advisability of closing this school. These are facts that 
confront us, apart altocether from the insanitary condition 
of the building. From a sanitary standpoint the building 
has been condemned by the Acting Superintendent of Medical 
Services, the Inspector for Ontario and a number of Indian 
agents at the annual conference of Indian agents. The 
Re C. Me. P. in the district have not advocated the closing 
of the building but have expressed the view that the 
institution, in their judgment, is no longer necessary. 


The educational set-up suzgested in my letter to 
you of May 26th is exactly the same set-up as we have now 
in operation at the Ste. Catherine (R.C.) School in the 
Cowichan Agency. This school was built in the year 1929-30. 
The set-up is exactly the same as the one approved by the 
Government for Eskasoni afid for Shubenacadie, Nova Scotia. 
A clergyman with pedagogical training will be in charge of 
these schools. 


The Mohawk Institute, the St. George's School at 
Lytton and the Shubenacadie Residential School (f.C.) are, 
and always have been, departmentally operated inatitutions. 
The St. George's School and the Mohawk Institute have never 
been operated at any time by the Anglican Church or by the 
Indian and Eskimo Residential School Commission of the 
Church of England. Should the Mohawk Institute be operated 
jointly, there would be no change whatever in the status 
of the school. The Ne in making tt 
zrant, request that a regularly ordained Anglican clergyman 
be employed as principal. 

There is of course a financial side to this question. 
I have no desire to emphasize this side tinduly but I do feel 


that it is worthy of consideration, in view of the difficulty 
we have experienced in securing the funds necessary to 
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maintain our Indian day and residential schools in a 

high state of efficiency. [I have before me the last 

audit statement on the Mt. Elgin Institute. This statement 
is dated May 26, 1943, The Auditor, in this report, states:~ 


"The cost per pupil per year shows an increase of 
$34.19 over the previous year. The increase is due to 
the reduction in the average attendance from 141.15 in 1941-42 
to 187.76 in 1948-43. The total cost for the operation 
of the school for the period April 1, 1942, to March 31, 1942, 
amounted to $37,920.95." In this connection it is significant 
that the totel welfare pre ha on the Caradoc Reserve for 
the fiscal year, which includes the care of the aged; 
deserted wives; agricultural operations; drainage; hous< 
repair; construction of ae the purchase of seed; farm 
machinery, etc., amounted to $10,827.84. In other words 
we are spending $5.58 per individual on the general welfare 
of the Indian population and $296.81 on each pupil in 
attendance at the Institution, and this figure of course 
does not include other educational costs on the reserve, 
I am frankly of the opinion that these expenditures are out 
of balance. This was the opinion expressed somewhat bitterly 
by the agents at the conference already referred to. 


It is scarcely necessary to add that should you 
require additional information I shall be glad to supply 
it at any tine.

Dear Doctor Dorey: 


I desire to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of May 27 and to thank you for the candid expression of 
opinion contained therein. I was particularly gratified to 
note your anxiousness to co-operate with the Department in 
having a thorough survey undertaken at the Caradoc agency 
with the object of working out an educational Program desi-ned 
to meet the needs of the Indian population, 


In view of the fact that you sre likely to 
discuss this matter with the members of your executive, I an 
attaching hereto a memorandum on the subject which, I trust, 
you will find helpful, I do not mind admitting to you that 
the condition of the Mount Elgin Institute has given me a 
great many anxious hours of late. "e have had two memoranda 
from the Minister's office within the last year, in both or 
which the opinion was expressed that the institution shoulé 
be closed, You can easily imagine then the posi'ion I would 
be in, in the case of truancy or in case of fire or the 
collapse of the classroom building. 


I feel sure that you will recall to mind a 
discussion we had at the time of your visit on January 12, 
At that time we discussed the desirability of operating the 
Mohawk Institute as a departmental institutien. I suggested 
at that time that the principal of the Alert Bay School might 
be a cood man for the principalship. This diseussion took 
place before the Minister wrote his letter to the New England 
Company. 

I do not suppose that the actual date of the 
Blosing should prove to be a serious matter.’ The Government 
having enunciated its policy, is not likely to be unreasonable 
either with respect to the closing date or the re-employment 
of the staff. However, these are all matters that might be 
Giscussed by you with the Director or with the Minister,

Following receipt of your last letter and memorandum, we have 
had the opportunity of thinking more about this, and also of having a conversation 
with Mr, Strapp, the Principal; and as our Executive will not meet until June 2lst, 
I thought I should write regarding certain matters which I think need a little 
further clarification. 


May I say that it is our information that, whilst one school was 
closed on the Reserve, another room was opened in the basement of a church, and 
that this is in operation. Perhaps you would clarify that for us. Our information 
is that there are just as many rooms being operated to-day on the Reserve as there 
were, In that connection, may I point out something of which you are already aware 
that the policy of withholding from the public the information concerning school 
enrolment and a great many other details which were available some years ago is al- 
together to be deplored, and I hope that some way will be found to get this inform- 
ation available for free distribution. At the same time, I would like to make it 
quite clear that I have never yet asked for any information from your Department 
without its being forthcoming immediately - and sometimes, I am sure, at great 
trouble to those who work in your Department. I do not know to whom we should make 
representation, but there is altogether too little information available in detailed 
form. 


I went over the Mount Elgin building a week ago, and whilst it is 
not in good repair, as I have already admitted, it is no different in construction 
from what it was fifty years ago, and the fire hazards which now obtain have been 
the same all through these years, In that connection, may I ask if it is to be 
assumed that the Mohawk Institute - which dates from approximately the same period - 
is to be considered so much superior to Mount Elgin that it is going to be continued? 
You have the advantage of having visited both - I have never seen the Mohawk Institute 
and would not presume to pass any judgment on it - but we should like to be sure that 
the basis on which the proposal is made that all the children go to the Mohawk In- 
stitute - which is that the building there is much better - is actually based on fact,’ 


The difficulty at Mount Elgin is very largely with the basement. 
There is no question that the boys' playroom was wet andi dirty when I was there a 
week ago. The water seeps in from the side walls, and the result is very bad. There 
is no doubt about that! But, in the meantime, I think that the situation could be 
remedied if one were to go to the expense of digging a trench all around the build- 
ing down to the floor level of the basement - which, by the way, would be some three 
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- & feet above the bottom of the foundation; clean off the wall. coat it 
with cement; paint it with asphalt; and then put weeping tile all around it. I 
think that would eliminate all the wetness in the basement; but, not being a 
builder, I can only venture the opinion of an amateur, 


As I have already stated, we are ready to assist in a survey of 
the Reserve; but may I say that there mst also be a survey of the Six Nations 
Reserve. From what little knowledge I have, I think it would be apparent to any- 
one that the place where there is least need of a residential school is the Six 
Nations Reserve; and, conversely, the place where a continuation school is most 
likely to be successful, on the basis suggested in your letter, is precisely the 
same point. From the little information I have been able to gather, I think that 
it is extremely unlikely that it would be possible to get a sufficient number of 
children of the secondary school grade to make worthwhile the operation of a school 
of that kind on the Caradoc Reserve, unless it were fitted up to provide accommodation 
for pupils from outside Reserves, This brings me to a suggestion which I have been 
making for a number of years - seemingly without effect. It is that some competent 
educationist be asked to make a survey of the educational needs of all the Indians of 
Canada. Let him start, if you will, in Ontario; and then after he has done that, let 
him sit down for a day or two with representatives of the Department and of the Church 
and see whether a satisfactory solution cannot be arrived at 


The more I think of your proposition to place all the children of 
school age who need residential school care in one institution - and that one under 
the direction of the Church of England, - the less I think of it. We have already 
had experience in a number of cases of children of United Church parents being sent 
to Anglican schools. Whilst I have no fault to find with the religious and moral 
instruction which they are given, yet the fact remains that when they come back to 
the Reserve they consider themselves members of the Church of England, and when our 
missionary tries to interest them in church work, they reply that they are members of 
the Church of England - and very often that is simply a cloak for non-attendance and 
indifference. That difficulty has arisen in a number of cases - and that, in spite 
of the finest co-operation between the two Churches where the local school is situated. 
I have no doubt that the Church of England missionaries on Reserves where the child- 
ren attend United Church schools find that the same situation obtains. 


I know that you will think that I am raising a great many objections; 
but this is a pretty serious step to take and I want, so far as it is possible, to 
see how each step in the process will work out. 


I was quite interested in your description of the Mohawk Institute, 
the School at Lytton, and the Shubenacadie Residential School as being departmentally 
operated institutions, Are we to presume therefore that in these departmentally 
operated institutions - such as the Mohawk Institute - no one church is given any 
special privilege or right to give religious instruction? I am afraid that your 
argument will hardly hold water. And I am sorry that there are no Protestant Indian 
children in the Shubenacadie Residential School so that I might test out this ques- 
tion of departmentally operated institutions! 


I should like to have some further elucidation of the Auditor's 
report quoted on the second page of your memorandum. Here again, of course, we have 
no figures. The total amount which the Government paid to the Mount Elgin School 
for this period was $22,871.02, and the $37,000 includes the sum of $11,749.33, which 
Mr. Strapp has entered as "Value of produce raised and consumed." I suppose it is 
fair to include that as part of the cost per pupil, but, if this is done, then I think

it could be very materially reduced so as to make a much better showing. 


There is no doubt that the total cost of the welfare programme 
on the Caradoc Reserve is high; but so long as the Government maintains the 
Reserve system, there is only one thing to be expected - that it will not decrease 
but rather increase. One cannot expect, on the one hand, to maintain a system, 
the operation of which saps all individual responsibility from the Indian, and, 
on the other hand, hope that the amount which will be required for the care of the 
aged, agricultural operations, drainage, etc., will decrease, That is simply im- 
possible! 


I should be very glad if you would give further consideration to 
the matter of having a complete survey of educational needs in Ontario; and also 
if you could send me a fll statement of the cost of operation of all residential 
schools for the fiséak year 1942-43. You have been good enough to send me these 
statements for the years in which they have not been printed in the Auditor General's 
Accounts, These include per capita grants, ete., and give the total for each school. 
If it is necessary to have them mimeographed, I should be glad to c5et a sufficient 
number of copies so that they could be sent to the representatives of all the 
Churches.

Dear Doctor Dorey: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of June 10, 
in which you seek additional information with respect to 
the marginally-noted subject. 


I am anxious to avoid in this correspondence, if 
I can, a discussion of government policy. Such discussion 
should really be carried on by the Minister or by the 
Deputy acting on his behalf. I am convinced that I should 
confine my attention to the task of supplying information 
and to an interpretation of the educational policy followed 
by the Department, particularly in recent years. 


The records here indicate that the Back Settlement 
School, in the Caradoc Agency, was totally destroyed by fire 
on April 30, 1942, Immediately following this fire, the 
Anglican Bishop placed the nearest Anglican Church at our 
disposal, without cost, for educational purposes. A school 
has been conducted in the basement of that church during 
the present academic year. It has at this date a small 
enrolment of 20 with an average attendance of 14. In my 
last letter to you I referred to the closing of the Muncey 
School, which had at the time it was closed an average attend- - 
ance of approximately 5. 


I am sending forward herewith, for your information, 
a report of this Bra nch for the fiscal year 1942. The 
figures for the fiscal year 1943 have not been completed by 
the Treasury Bra nch but will be released in the course of 
a few weeks. I shall be glad to have Mr. Phelan prepare for 
you a statement somewhat similar to the statement prepared 
by him last year, 


I have never pretended at any time to pass judgment 
on the general condition of the Mt. Elgin Institute. I did 
state quite frankly, however, after my last visit, that in 
my judgment the pbuilding was in an insanitary condition. 
It has, however, been condemned by our own architects in 
recent years. These men point out that the buildings them- 
selves are on a mound and consequently subject to erosion, 
When Mr. Dudley erected supports to protect the gable of the 
Classroom building from collapse, he did so on the specific 
understanding that he should not be held responsible, did 
the building collapse at any time in the immediate future. 
It has always appeared to me that the building is somewhat 
deceptive in that the outside appearance is not wholly 
unattractive. I think it is only fair to you to add that 
a number of the agents at the recent convention held in

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Toronto stated quite emphatically that, in view of the 
insanitary condition of the building, they were not 
prepared to encourage Indian pupils to attend the 
institution. 


I note that the Mohawk Institute was recon- 
structed at a cost of approximately $50,900.00 in the 
years 1922-23 and 1923-24, In addition to this, the 

rant of $5,000.00 a year contributed to the Department 

or the operation of this school has been spent from year 
to year on general maintenance and repairs. It should 

be borne in mind that children for the Mohawk Institute 

are recruited from Tyendinaga, Gibson, Caughnawaga, 

Sarnia, Moravian, Walpole Island and a number of outlying 
reserves. The pupils in attendance at this school from 

the Six Nations Reserve are, with one or two exceptions, 
orphans or children from disrupted homes. In this connect- 
jon I should point out that two years ago we made an 
arrangement whereby high school studies are provided at 
two or three of the Indian day schools on the 81x Nations 
Reserve. In addition to this, we have an arrangement with 
the Brantford Collegiate Board, whereby the students who 
complete the Grade 9 course on the reserve with a credit- 
able standing proceed with Grades 10, 11 and 12 at the 
Brantford Collegiate Institute. In my judgment, it would 
be very unwise and - if I may say so - pedagogically unsound 
to modify this program in any sense until it has been given 
a few years’ trial. What I had in mind at Caradoc was a 
continuation school to which we could send pupils for 
training in agriculture, home economics, auto mechanics, 
handicrafts, ete. These children might remain at the 
Indian day schools until they were 12 cr 13 years old and 
then proceed to the continuation school. You will be 
interested to learn that the number of pupils proceeding 
with high school studies at the Six Nations Reserve is 
ecual to the number of white pupils proceeding with these 
studies in the adjoining communities. 


You appear to have misunderstood my reference to 
the Shubenacadie, Mohawk Insti‘ ute and Lytton Schools as 
being departmentally operated. I can only repeat that state- 
ment, not as an expression of opinion but as a statement 
of fact. The Mohawk Institute and the school at Lytton 
are actually leased by this Department, on the understanding 
that they will be operated by the Government of Canada for 
the education and edification of Indian children. They are 
Leased on the understanding that a fully ordained Anglican 
clergyman will be employed as principal. The three schools, 
of course, are operated by the Department in conformity 
with subsection 2 of Section 10 of the Indian Act. This 
subsection reads: "No Protestant child shall be assigned 
to a Roman Catholic school or a school conducted under 
Roman Catholic auspices, and no Roman Catholic child shall 
be assigned to a Protestant school or a school conducted 
under Protestant auspices". You state that you are sorry 
that there are no Protestant Indian children in the 
Shubenacadie Residential School, so that you might test 
out the question of departmentaily operated institutions. 

I simply cannot grasp the meaning of this reference. 


I was intentionally conservative when giving the 
expenditures involved in the operation of the Mount Tigin 
Institute, I simply submitted figures showing the actual 
disbursements. I did not include depreciation on buildings, 
farm machinery, etc., nor did I include inspection fees or

When I went to the school with my said deughter, the principel,Mr,Strepp, 
was extremely rude to me, My daughter should heve been given medical

I heve for acknowledgment your letter of 
June 16, in which you submit, on behalf of the Court 
of the New Enzland Company, certain proposals with 
respect to the operation of the Mohewk Institute, 
Brantford, Ontario. 


These proposals appear on the whole to 
be reasonably satisfactory for the eduestional prog ran 
we have in mind, and it would be appreeiated if we You 
eould have a draft lease prepared and submitted to us 
for detailed examination. 


As I intimated to you in my letter dated 
December 23, 1942, it is our intention to provide at 
the Nohawk tnsti tute eduoational facilities for a group 
of non-Catholic pupils recruited from the Caradoe, Six 
Nations and New Credit Indian reserves. It is ay under- 
standing that we vould, wnder the terms of the new 
agreement, be in a position to proceed with the enploy- 
ment of a fully qualified principal to take charge of 
the school, that the religious instruction for the 
Anglican pupils enrolled at the institution rould be 
provided by a Chureh of Encland clergyman appointed by 
you for this purpose and that the salary of this clergy- 
man would be borne by the New Enaland Company. I note 
with interest that you would be willing to consider any 
scheme for giving small grants to deserving Indian 
pupils who might from time to time desire to proceed 
with high school studies, It has occurred to me that 
such scholarships, if made available by you, might very 
well be administered by the clergyman in charge of the 
Mohawk Chapel, the Indian Superintendent at the Six 
Nations Reserve and an educationist selected by and 
acceptable to both these centlemen.

Dear Mr. Greer: 


We have, at the Caradoc Agency, Muncey, 
Onterio, a residential school, known as the Mount Elgin 
Institute, This school was established on the reserve 
about a cefitury ago. Recent reports from our officials 
indicate that the building is at present in a somewhat 
dilapidated and insenitary condition, Despite this fact, 
however, it is not at all likely that we will be able to 
secure the funds for a new building at any time during 
the years immediately ahead of us. The suggestion has 
been made that it might be possible to close this school 
by making qrester provision for the education of children 
at Indian day schools in the agency and that a number of 
orphan children now enrolled at the institution might be 
provided with accommodation at the Mohawk Institute, 
Brantford, Ontario, 


The Mount Elgin Institute is operated by 
the Departnent in co-operation with the United Church of 
Canada. The representatives of this Church feel that 
before a final decision is reached in respect to the 
residential school, a thorough survey of the constituency 
served by it should be made by a competent educationist, 
I have been wondering if it would be possible to secure 
the services of one of your public sehool inspectors for 
this task. It is our intention that the inspector under- 
taking the survey be accompanied by our inspector of 
Indian Agencies for the province of Ontario, Mr. W. 5. 
Arneil, and by a representative of the United Church of 
Cahada, probably a clergyman. I am disposed to think that 
the survey would require about two weeks of an inspector's 
time, and I would like it undertaken, if at all possible, 
early in September. 


I am of the opinion that any of your inspec- 
tors familiar with conditions in southwestern Ontario 
would be suitable for the work I have in mind. I note that 
Inspectors Smith, Young and Webster report on the vork of 
our schools in this section of the province from time to 
time. It might be advisable, however, to select an in- 
spector other than the man actually responsible for the 
inspection of the Institute, 


It is my present intention to visit Toronto 
on Saturday August 28, Would it be possible to have an 
interview with you on the morning of that date, say 10 
o'clock? We could discuss the matter more fully at that the 
and perhaps reach a decision with respect to the inspector 
that might undertake the work, 


I naturally hesitate to encroach on your time 
knowing how busily engaged you must be at this season of 
the year. If, however, you can grant me this interview, 
such action on your part will be deeply appreciated,

Our Executive, at its meeting yesterday, gave 
some consideration to the question of the continued 
operation of Mount Elgin, and I was instructed to write 
to you to say that, without in any way committing our- 
selves to the closing of the Institute, we feel that it 
would be well to have a careful survey made of the 
educational and other requirements of the Indian children 
who are under the care of the United Church in Southern 
Ontario Reserves. I am therefore advising you that we 
shall be glad to co-operate in whatever way you deem 
best to further that end. 


It would seem to me that the Reserves which should 
be studied are those in which our Church has an interest 
in Ontario. Them seem to be as follows: 


Cape Croker; Caradoc Agency; Christian Island; 
Moraviantown; Gibson and certain other Reserves 
in the Parry Sound Agency; Sarnia; Saugeen; 
Walpole Island. 


I think some attention should also be given to the problem 
of those Indians in the Six Nations Reserve who might be 
considered as likely to furnish pupils for a residential 
school and yet who are United Church. 


I shall be glad if you will let us know in 
what way we can best be of assistance.

DEPUTY MINISTER

IT am sending forward herewith File No. 7-0-1 
containing correspondence with respect to the Mount Elgin 
Indian Residential School. 


I am anxious to direct your attention particul- 
arly to recent correspondence that has taken place between 
this Branch and the Secretary of the Home Mission Board 
of the United Church of Canada, with regard to the operation 
of the marginally-noted residential school, beginning with 
your memorandum to me dated May 22, 1943. 


Dr. Dorey visited this Branch on Saturday, last, 
and had a two hour discussion with the Superintendent of 
Welfare and Training on this subject. Dr. Dorey appears 
to be definitely of the opinion that it will not be 
possible or practical to close this school at the end of 
the present academic year, and in view of the fact that 
we have not yet received a definite decision from the New 
England Company, the officials of this Branch are disposed 
to agree with him. 


Dr. Dorey, speaking for the Home Mission Board, 
is emphatic in expressing the opinion that a survey of the 
constituency and reserves now served by the school should 
be undertaken at once, by an experienced educationist, one 
thoroughly familiar with rural conditions and preferably 
one familiar with conditions on Indian reserves. He has 
assured us that the Home Mission Board would be glad to co- 
operate with us in carrying out this survey. Dr. Dorey is 
also of the opinion that in view of the fact that the De- 
partment, over a period of years, has allowed each of the 
churches to enroll at residential schools a certain number 
of pupils, it would scarcely be fair to the interests of 
the United Church to close this school unless a correspond- 
ing reduction were made in the enrolment of pupils at 
schools operated by other church bodies. I have just learned 
that we have now received an acknowledgment of the Minis- 
ter's letter from the New England Company.

I have sent a separate letter to your Minister 
about the general question of the future of the Mohawk 
Institute. 


In this letter I am dealing with the question 
of the pensions to Miss Hardie and Mr. Snell which you 
raised in your letter to the Treasurer of December 24th 
1942. 


The Court of the Company have considered the 
matter in the light of legal advice and a letter from 
the Charity Commission. They are advised that they are 
justified in continuing Miss Hardie's pension. They will 
be willing, therefore, to continue her existing pension 
of £150 per year for her lifetime. 


In regard to Mr. Snell, however, the Company 
are advised that as he was appointed by the Canadian 
Government without reference to the Company, they would 
not be entitled to grant any pension to him. I regret, 
therefore, that it is not possible to concur in this 
part of your proposal. 


I should add that the proposal to pay Miss 
Hardie's pension is subject to the Department of Mines 
& Resources accepting the alternative propositions in 
regard to the future of the Mohawk Institute which I 
have set out in my letter to your Minister.

Dear Minister: 


I fear that it has taken some time to reply 
to your letter of December 25rd 1942 about the future 
of the Mohawk Institute, but it was necessary for the 
New England Company to take legal advice, and to 
ascertain the views of the Charity Commission as to 
how far the proposition in your letter was consistent 
with the Company's Charter. 


The Court of the Company are advised that 
they are not at liberty under their Charter to transfer 
the freehold of the Institute to your Department as you 
propose without consideration. On the other hand the 
Company have every wish to facilitate the general scheme 
which you have proposed. The Company must, however, 
stipulate that the teachings of the Church of England 
should continue to be available for those pupils whose 
parents desire it. 


With the purpose in view of continuing the 
objects of the Company within the terms of their Charter 
the Company wish to suggest to you the following alter- 
native arrangement:- 


The Company would be willing to grant a Lease 
of the Mohawk Institute, apart from the Mohawk Chapel, 
for a nominal rent, for a term of 21 years, your Depart- 
ment being responsible for maintenance and repairs and 
for the insurance of the property. The Company would 
retain the freehold of the Chapel and would be responsible 
for its upkeep. 


In the altered circumstances the Company 
would not propose to maintain their annual grant of £1000 
beyond the end of the current year, but they would pay a 
salary to a Church of England clergyman nominated by the 
Bishop of the Diocese and appointed by the Company, to 
give religious instruction in the School and to serve 
the Chapel. The Company would wish to consider any 
scheme for giving small grants to deserving Tndian 
pupils to enable them to continue their education on 
leaving the school. 


The Company hope that these proposals will 
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be acceptable to you and would be much obliged if you 
would cable giving your views in principle on their 
suggestions. If you concur generally the Company 
would then have a draft Lease prepared and sent to 
you for detailed examination. 


I am dealing in a separate letter with the 
question of the pensions for Miss Hardie and Mr. Snell, 
which was raised in a letter to the Treasurer of the 
Company from Mr. Phelan.

Dear Doctor Dorey: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of June 10, 
in which you seek additional information with respect to 
the marginally-noted subject. 


I am anxious to avoid in this correspondence, if 
I can, a discussion of government policy. Such discussion 
should really be carried on by the Minister or by the 
Deputy acting on his behalf. I am convinced that I should 
confine my attention to the task of supplying information 
and to an interpretation of the educational policy followed 
by the Department, particularly in recent years. 


The records here indicate that the Back Settlement 
School, in the Caradoc Agency, was totally destroyed by fire 
on April 30, 1942. Immediately following this fire, the 
Anglican Bishop placed the nearest Anglican Church at our 
disposal, without cost, for educational purposes. A school 
has been conducted in the basement of that church during 
the present academic year. It has at this date a small 
enrolment of 20 with an average attendance of 14. In my 
last letter to you I referred to the closing of the Muncey 
School, which had at the time it was closed an average 
attendance of approximately 5. 


[ am sending forward herewith, for your inform- 
ation, a report of this Branch for the fiscal year 1942. 
The figures for the fiscal year 1943 have not been completed 
by the Treasury Branch but will be released in the course of 
a few weeks. JI shall be glad to have Mr. Phelan prepare for 
you a statement somewhat similar to the statement prepared 
by him last year. 


I have never pretended at any time to pass judgment 
on the general condition of the Mt. Elgin Institute. I did 
state quite frankly, however, after my last visit, that in 
my judgment the building was in an insanitary condition. 
It has, however, been condemned by our own architects in 
recent years. These men point out that the buildings them- 
selves are on a mound and consequently subject to erosion. 
When Mr. Dudley erected supports to protect the gable of the 
classroom building from collapse, he did so on the specific 
understanding that he should not be held responsible, did 
the building collapse at any time in the immediate future. 
Tt has always appeared to me that the building is somewhat 
deceptive in that the outside appearance is not wholly 
unattractive. I think it is only fair to you to add that 
a number of the agents at the recent convention held in 
Toronto stated quite emphatically that, in view of the 
insanitary condition of the building, they were not prepared 
to encourage Indian pupils to attend the institution. 


I note that the Mohawk Institute was reconstructed 
at a cost of approximately $50,000.00 in the years 1922-25 
and 1926-24. In addition to this, the grant of $5,000.00 a

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year contributed to the Department for the operation of 
this school has been spent from year to year on general 
maintenance and repairs. It should be borne in mind that 
children for the Mohawk Institute are recruited from 
Tyendinaga, Gibson, Caughnawaga, Sarnia, Moravian, Walpole 
Island and a number of outlying reserves. The pupils in 
attendance at this school from the Six Nations Reserve are, 
with one or two exceptions, orphans or children from dis- 
rupted homes. In this connection I should point out that 
two years ago we made an arrangement whereby high school 
studies are provided at two or three of the Indian day 
schools on the Six Nations Reserve. In addition to this, 
we have an arrangement with the Brantford Collegiate Board, 
whereby the students who complete the Grade 9 course on the 
reserve with a creditable standing proceed with Grades 10, 
11 and 12 at the Brantford Collegiate Institute. In my 
judgment, it would be very unwise and - if I may say so - 
pedagogically unsound to modify this program in any sense 
until it has been given a few years' trial. What I had in 
mind at Caradoc was a continuation school to which we could 
send pupils for training in agriculture, home economics, 
auto mechanics, handicrafts, etc. These children might 
remain at the Indian day schools until they were 12 or 13 
years old and then proceed to the continuation school. You 
will be interested to learn that the number of pupils proceed- 
ing with high school studies at the Six Nations Reserve is 
equal to the number of white pupils proceeding with these 
studies in the adjoining communities. 


You appear to have misunderstood my reference to 
the Shubenacadie, Mohawk Institute and Lytton Schools as 
being departmentally operated. I can only repeat that state- 
ment, not as an expression of opinion but as a statement 
of fact. The Mohawk Institute and the school at Lytton are 
actually leased by this Department, on the understanding 
that they will be operated by the Government of Canada for 
the education and edification of Indian children. They are 
leased on the understanding that a fully ordained Anglican 
clergyman will be employed as principal. The three schools, 
of course, are operated by the Department in conformity 
with subsection 2 of Section 10 of the Indian Act. This 
subsection reads: "No Protestant child shall be assigned 
to a Roman Catholic school or a school conducted under 
Roman Catholic auspices, and no Roman Catholic child shall 
be assigned to a Protestant school or a school conducted 
under Protestant auspices". You state that you are sorry 
that there are no Protestant Indian children in the 
Shubenacadie Residential School, so that you might test 
out the question of departmentally operated institutions. 

I simply cannot grasp the meaning of this reference. 


I was intentionally conservative when giving the 
expenditures involved in the operation of the Mount Elgin 
Institute. I simply submitted figures showing the actual 
disbursements. I did not include depreciation on buildings, 
farm machinery, etc., nor did I include inspection fees or 
the cost of school supplies, desks, text books, maps, etc., 
which are supplied from year to year from a distinct and 
separate appropriation and which are not included in the 
regular auditor's reports. 


I should like you to read again the last paragraph 
of the memorandum sent forward by me with my letter of May Sl. 
Whet I was anxious to point out there was the wide discrepancy 
between welfare expenditures and the annual expenditures at 
the Mt. Elgin Institute. 


I shall be glad to send on the financial statement 
just as soon as we can secure the figures from the Treasury 
officials. 7

Dear Doctor Dorey: 


I desire to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of May 27 and to thank you for the candid expression 
of opinion contained therein. I was particularly gratified 
to note your anxiousness to co-operate with the Department 
in having a thorough survey undertaken at the Caradoc 
agency with the object of working out an educational prog- 
ram designed to meet the needs of the Indian population. 


In view of the fact that you are likely to 
discuss this matter with the members of your executive, I 
am attaching hereto a memorandum on the subject which, I 
trust, you will find helpful. I do not mind admitting to 
you that the condition of the Mount Elgin Institute has 
given me a great many anxious hours of late. We have had 
two memoranda from the Minister's office within the last 
year, in both of which the opinion was expressed that the 
institution should be closed. You can easily imagine then 
the position I would be in, in the case of truancy or in 
case of fire or the collapse of the classroom building. 


I feel sure that you will recall to mind a 
discussion we had at the time of your visit on January 12. 
At that time we discussed the desirability of operating the 
Mohawk Institute as a departmental institution. I suggested 
at that time that the principal of the Alert Bay School might 
be a good man for the principalship. This discussion took 
place before the Minister wrote his letter to the New 
England Company. 


I do not suppose that the actual date of the 
closing should prove to be a serious matter. The Government, 
having enunciated its policy, is not likely to be unreason- 
able either with respect to the closing date or the re- 
employment of the staff. However, these are all matters that 
might be discussed by you with the Director or with the 
Minister.

Re: Operation Mt. Elgin Institute 





The Mount Elgin Institute has at this date an 
authorized enrolment of 150 pupils, for which per capita 
grant at the rate of $160 is allowed. The actual enrol- 
ment is approximately 125 pupils, but a number of these 
are senior girls who have exceeded the age limit. The 
pupils are drawn from the following reserves:- 

Walpole Island 5; Sarnia 9, Kettle Point 17; Oneida 1; 
Muncey 1, Caradoc 52; Cape Croker 135; Hagersville 1 (New 
Credit); Moravian 2; Saugeen 4; Christian Island 73 

Six Nations 9; Gibson (Parry Sound) 3; Caughnawaga 1. 


The departmental records indicate that there is 
ample accommodation at the day schools on the reserves 
from which pupils are recruited and that the closing down 
of the Mt. Elgin Institute would cause little inconvenience 
in this respect, although transportation in one or two 
cases would no doubt have to be provided. It is interesting 
to note that a day school was closed at the Caradoc agency 
during the present academic year for the reason that the 
number of pupils available did not justify its operation. 
The teacher of this school was later transferred to the 
agency office where she now serves as clerk. It will be 
noted that 17 pupils are recruited from the Kettle Point 
agency and yet the attendance at this school has become 
so unsatisfactory and the number of pupils of school age 
reduced to such an extent that we are now considering the 
advisability of closing this school. These are facts that 
confront us, apart altogether from the insanitary condition 
of the building. From a sanitary standpoint the building 
has been condemned by the Acting Superintendent of Medical 
Services, the Inspector for Ontario and a number of Indian 
agents at the annual conference of Indian agents. The 
R. C. M. P. in the district have not advocated the closing 
of the building but have expressed the view that the 
institution, in their judgment, is no longer necessary. 


The educational set-up suggested in my letter to 
you of May 26th is exactly the same set-up as we have now 
in operation at the Ste. Catherine (R.C.) School in the 
Cowichan Agency. This school was built in the year 1929-30. 
The set-up is exactly the same as the one approved by the 
Government for Eskasoni’ and for Shubenacadie, Nova Scotia. 
A clergyman with pedagogical training will be in charge of 
these schools. 


The Mohawk Institute, the St. George's School at 
Lytton and the Shubenacadie Residential School (R.C.) are, 
and always have been, departmentally operated institutions. 
The St. George's School and the Mohawk Institute have never 
been operated at any time by the Anglican Church or by the 
Indian and Eskimo Residential School Commission of the 
Church of England. Should the Mohawk Institute be operated 
jointly, there would be no change whatever in the status 
of the school. The New England Company, in making their 
grant, request that a regularly ordained Anglican clergyman 
be employed as principal. 


There is of course a financial side to this 
question. I have no desire to emphasize this side unduly 
p.t.o.

Following receipt of your last letter and 
memorandum, we have had the opportunity of thinking more 
about this, and also of having a conversation with Mr. 
Strapp, the Principal; and as our Executive will not meet 
until June 2lst, I thought I should write regarding certain 
matters which I think need a little further clarification. 


May I say that it is our information that, whilst 
one school was closed on the Reserve, another room was opened 
in the basement of a church, and that this is in operation. 
Perhaps you would clarify that for us. Our information is 
that there are just as many rooms being operated to-day an 
the Reserve as there were. In that connection, may I point out 
something of which you are already aware ~- that the policy of 
withholding from the public the information concerning school 
enrolment and a great many other details which were available 
some years ago is altogether to be deplored, and I hope that 
some way will be found to get this information available for 
free distribution. At the same time, I would like to make it 
quite clear that I have never yet asked for any information 
from your Department without its being forthcoming immediately - 
and sometimes, I am sure, at great trouble to those who work 
in your Department. I do not know to whom we should make 
representation, but there is altogether too little information 
available in detailed form. 


IT went over the Mount Elgin building a week ago, 
and whilst it is not in good repair, as I have already ad- 
mitted, it is no different in construction from what it was 
fifty years ago, and the fire hazards which now obtain have 
been the same all through these years. In that connection, 
may I ask if it is to be assumed that the Mohawk Institute - 
which dates from approximately the same period - is to be 
considered so much superior to Mount Elgin that it is going 
to be continued? You have the advantage of having visited both- 
I have never seen the Mohawk Institute and would not presume 
to pass any judgment on it - but we should like to be sure that 
the basis on which the proposal is made that all the children 
go to the Mohawk Institute - which is that the building there 
is much better - is actually based on fact. 


The difficulty at Mount Elgin is very largely 
with the basement. There is no question that the boys' play- 
room was wet and dirty when I was there a week ago. The

water seeps in from the side walls, and the result is 

very bad. There is no doubt about that! But, in the 
meantime, I think that the situation could be remedied 

if one were to go to the expense of digging a trench all 
around the building down to the floor level of the base- 
ment - which, by the way, would be some three or four 

feet above the bottom of the foundation; clean off the 
wall, coat it with cement; paint it with asphalt; and then 
put weeping tile all around it. I think that would elimin- 
ate all the wetness in the basement; but, not being a 
builder, I can only venture the opinion of an amateur. 


As I have already stated, we are ready 
to assist in a survey of the Reserve; but may I say that 
there must also. be a survey of the Six Nations Reserve. 
From+what little knowledge I have, I think it would be 
apparent to anyone that the place where there is least 
need of a residential school is the Six Nations Reserve; 
and, conversely, the place where a continuation school 
is most likely to be successful, on the basis suggested 
in your letter, is precisely the same point. From the 
little information I have been able to gather, I think 
that it is extremely unlikely that it would be possible 
to get a sufficient number of children of the secondary 
school grade to make worthwhile the operation of a school 
of that kind on the Caradoc Reserve, unless it were fitted 
up to provide accommodation for pupils from outside Re- 
serves. This brings me to a suggestion which I have been 
making for a number of years - seemingly without effect. 
It is that some competent educationist be asked to make 
a survey of the educational needs of all the Indians of 
Canada. Let him start, if you will, in Ontario; and then 
after he has done that, let him sit down for a day or two 
with representatives of the Department and of the Church 
and see whether a satisfactory solution cannot be arrived 
at. 


The more I think of your proposition to 
place all the children of school age who need residential 
school care in one institution - and that one under the 
direction of the Church of England, - the less I think of 
it. We have already had experience in a number of cases 
of children of United Church parents being sent to Anglican 
schools. Whilst I have no fault to find with the religious 
and moral instruction which they are given, yet the fact 
remains that when they come back to the Reserve they con- 
sider themselves members of the Church of England, and when 
our missionary tries to interest them in church work, they 
reply that they are members of the Church of England - and 
very often that is simply a cloak for non-attendance and 
indifference. That difficulty has arisen in a number of 
cases - and that, in spite of the finest co-operation be- 
tween the two Churches where the local school is situated. 
I have no doubt that the Church of England missionaries 
on Reserves where the children attend United Church schools 
find that the same situation obtains. 


I know that you will think that I am 
raising a great many objections; but this is a pretty 
serious step to take and I want, so far as it is possible, 
to see how each step in the process will work out. 


I was quite interested in your description 
of the Mohawk Institute, the School at Lytton, and the

I have your letter of May 26th, and, after giving 
it some consideration, I am writing to let you have my own 
personal reaction. Naturally, such a drastic proposal as 
you Outline will have to receive the consideration of the 
Executive of our Board. I do not remember that you had 
spoken to me about the approach which had been made to the 
New England Company with respect to the future of the Mohawk 
Institute, but we did discuss the problem of education on 
the Caradoc Reserve. I shall be quite frank in my reaction. 


In the first place, I do not think you intend 
the suggestion that the School at Muncey be closed on June 
50th, 1943, to be taken seriously. To ask the Board of Home 
Missions to consent to this after the School has been in 
operation "lo these many years," when a notice is sent to 
us on May 26th - which is just one month and four days! 
notice - is a good deal more than I think you think we are 
likely to consider as within the realm of practical politics. 


I also note that your proposition involves 
closing the School now and leaving all these children who are 
at present in the School without any educational facilities, 
and that next year a secondary or continuation school and a 
teacher's residence would¥built. I do not think that is 
feasible - and I do not think you do either. 


[I should also like to draw your attention to 
the fact that the suggestion that the Mohawk Institute be 
operated on a departmental basis is so complete and radical 
a departure from the system which has hitherto obtained in 
the operation of residential schools, that [ do not think 
it can be carried out without taking into account certain 
factors which involve the Churches. TI do not know what the 
attitude of The Church of England would be. I note, however, 
that it is proposed to set up this institution as a residen- 
tial school for non-Catholics. May I ask if it is seriously 
proposed that the non-Catholics in Ontario would be treated 
in one way and the Catholics and all the rest of the Dominion 
would be treated in another way? I do not think this is 
possible. Nor do I think that the United Church would look 
with any favor on the setting up of a residential school of 
the size of the Mohawk Institute, to be operated on a purely 
secular basis. I am not very strong on sectarianism, but 
I do feel that the religious side of the work of the Indian 
schools must be considered. However, the relation you have 
with the Mohawk Institute and with The Church of England 
is not my business. 


I come next to a very serious feature of the 
Proposition. According to the last Census, there are 5533

Indians in Ontario who are counted United Church. There 

are 9747 Church of England, and 9862 Roman Catholics. Your 
proposal, if it were carried through, would mean, so far as 
the United Church is concerned, that there would not be a 
single residential school in Ontario to which our children 
could be sent; but it would leave all the Roman Catholic 
schools, with a total pupilage of 705, in full operation. 

It would leave The Church of England schools, with a pupilage 
of 520 (I have eliminated the Mohawk Institute), also running. 
I do not think that this will commend itself to the judgment 
of the United Church. 


Further - and in this I am only expressing my 
opinion - I do not know what the official attitude of the 
Executive of our Board will be - I think it is quite improb- 
able that our Executive would look with equanimity on a prop- 
osal that would deprive the United Church of another residen- 
tial school. I beg to point out that we gave up Coqualeetza. 
Ahousaht has been closed - Kitamaat has been closed - and 
whilst these latter two were not very large, yet the total 
pupilage in residential schools under the care of the Unitted 
Church is a good deal less than it was some years ago. We 
shall await with a good deal of interest - and I was going to 
say expectation, although that is the wrong word - to hear of 
one single, solitary Roman Catholic School having been closed. 
We might as well face the fact that when the school was closed 
at Coqualeetza, and also the school at Ahousaht, the Indian 
people, whose children had been going to these schools, were 
approached by representatives of the Roman Catholic Church, 
with a proposal that their children attend one of the Cath- 
olic schools. I know perfectly well that the law says that 
Catholic children will go to Catholic schools and Protestant 
children to Protestant schools; but there is absolutely noth- 
ing which says that a man may not change his church affiliation 
in order to get his children enrolled in the school which seems 
to him, for the time being at least, to offer the greater ad- 
vantage. This has been done. You and I are powerless to do 
very much about it, because we believe in freedom. But I 
think these matters must be faced. 


Having said all this, I fully realize that the 
Mount Elgin School is in a deplorable condition and that it 
has long outlived its usefulness; but I have not yet come 
to the place where I would ask the Executive of our Board 
to urge the expenditure of $200,000.00 of Government money 
to replace this old building. I realize that the situation 
at Mount Elgin is in a bad way, and, personally, I am quite 
prepared to co-operate with the Department in making the 
survey suggested; but we might as well face the fact that, 
so far as our Church is concerned, we are not going to be 
pushed around too far nor too fast in connection with these 
residential schools; and we shall expect the same policy to 
be followed on Reserves where the people are Roman Catholic 
as you are suggesting in the case of this Reserve, which is 
predominently Protestant. 


Finally, may I say that it does not seem to us 
to be fair - and I do not think we can get away with it - 
to notify Mr. Strapp on the 27th May that his ten years' 
principalship will expire on June 30th. This is what the 
proposal to close the school would mean; because I do not 
think that either you or I can envisage Mr. Strapp as an 
educationist, doing the work which you suggest should be 
done on this particular Reserve. Some men have some gifts,

The Director is in receipt of a memorandum 
from the Deputy Minister, dated May 22, 1943, in which 
Dr. Camsell discusses the subject matter of certain 
reports that have been sent forward to him on conditions 
at the Mount Elgin Institute. pr. Camsell, in his memor- 
andum, states: "It would seem auite clear that we are not 
justified in permitting the Mount Elgin Institute to be 
operated after the end of the present school year, not 
so much because of recent happenings, but because of the 
unsatisfactory condition of the school building", 


You may remember that during the course of one 
of our discussions I intimated to you that we were commun- 
ieating with the New England Company with respect to the 
future of the Mohawk Institute. A few weeks ago the 
Minister wrote to the Secretary of the Company and in that 
letter offered to take over the property at Brantford and 
operate the school there as a departmental institution 
for the care and education of non-Catholic children in 
western Ontario. The Minister has not yet had a reply to 
this letter, but it is altogether likely that a reply will 
be received at an early date. My personal opinion is that 
the Mount Elgin Institute might very well be closed at the 
end of the present academic year, on the understanding that 
a@ secondary or continuation school and a teacher's residence 
would be built next year. At this school a course should 
be provided of a vocational character and a certain amount 
of training provided on the school farm, which, in my judg- 
ment, should be retained. The Principal of the School 
should be a United Church clergyman with special pedagogical 
training. In addition to being principal of the school, he 
should be superintendent of the other Indian day schools 
in the Caradoc Agency. It is just possible that transport- 
ation would have to be provided along lines somewhat similar 
to the transportation now provided at the consolidated day 
school in the Cowichan agency. This is a matter which, I

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feel sure, you will want to discuss with the Home Mission 
Board and with the Minister, personally. I am writing to 

you at this time, however, in the hope that the Mission 

Board or you personally will see your way clear to have a 
representative of your Church make a survey of conditions 

at the Caradoc Agency and submit a report on the program 

that might be carried forward at the agency. It might be 
possible for us to make arrangements whereby the public 

school inspector for the district might assist in this survey. 


I can appreciate very fully that the members of 
the Home Mission Board may not be favourably disposed to 
the closing of the residential school at Muncey. However, 
I am personally disposed to think that some such action as 
this will have to be taken, either now or in the immediate 
future. The present building is in an insanitary and 
dilapidated condition and the classroom building is apt to 
collapse at any time. I have been assured that it would cost 
at least $200,000.00 to build a fully fireproof residential 
school at this agency. I feel you will agree with me when 
I state that it will be exceedingly difficult for me to 
recommend such an expenditure, if funds were available, in 
view of the more urgent needs at A lberni, File Hills and 
Round Lake. However, this is a matter that we want to 
adjust in the closest possible co-operation with you and 
the members of your Board.

of the unsatisfactory condition of the buildings. 


It is assumed that Mr. Hoey will keep

In response to your suggestion, I shall

This educational survey centres around 
the future of the Mount Elgin Institute. The suggestion 
that such a survey should be undertaken was first made 
to me by Dr. Dorey, Associate Secretary of the Home 
Mission Board of the United Church. Dr. Dorey was of 
the opinion that this survey should be undertaken befor: 
a decision was reached to gheas the Mt. Elgin Institute. 
It is not my intention that you should undertake a 
survey of any Indian agencies other than those from which 
pupils have been recruited for enrolment at the Mount 
Elgin Institute in recent years, You will note, from a 
perusal of the correspondence, that I left with you, that 
the Government is of the opinion that the Mt, Elgin 
Institute should be closed and, as a matter of fact, a 
decision to close this school was reached some time ago.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
yanuary 7, in which you seek information with respect 
to the Mount Elgin Residential Seheol and the treatment 
extended to pupils who may be enrolled at this institution 
from time to time. 


I may state that the Mount Elgin Institute 
is one of the oldest residential schools in Canada, 
having been established about a century ago. This 
school is operated and administered by the Home Mission 
Board of the United Chureh of Canada. The Principal 
and members of the staff are the employees of the 
Church and not of this Department. The Government, 
however, pays @ per capita grant to this school. The 
school is dnspected regularly by the Indian Agent, by 
the Inspector of Indian Agencies for the Province of 
Ontario and by the Public Sehool Inspectors, who are 
employees of the Provincial Government. The sohool 
is also inspected periodically by the Medical Health 
Officer and by representatives of this Department. 


If you are anxious to secure specific 
information with respect to the courses of study 
provided, dormitory accommodation, food provided 
for the boys, or other such matters, I suggest that 
you write either to the Principal, Reverend 0.B. Strapp, 
or to the Reverend George Dorey, Associate Secretary, 
Board of Home Missions, United Churoh of Canada, 299 
Queen Street West, Toronto 2, Ontario.

It is scarcely necessary to state that 
I was deeply interested in your reference to the 
remodelled military clothing, to which your attention 
was directed by the Indian agent at the time of your 
visit to Muncey. You will be interested to learn that 
we have organized a large number of Homemakers! Clubs 
on Indian reserves throughout the Dominion and that 
the members of these clubs are at present engaged in 
the remodelling of this clothing, in the cultivation 
of gardens and in the canning and preserving of vege- 
tables. The officials here are of the opinion that 
the work undertaken and accomplished by these women is 
one of the most encouraging features of our welfare 
program. No doubt, you learned, at the time of your 
visit to Muncey, that the women have only been organized 
for a comparatively brief period of time.

SUMMER SCHOOL 


This school will be organised to give graduates of Ontario 
Normal special preparation for teaching in Indian Schools by: 
offering courses in the Special Subjects (Manual Work, Home Economies, 
Auxiliary Class Training, Kindergarten Primary, Music, ete.) and in 
Indien Service (Study of the life and customs of the Indians, Special 
Methods, ete.). 

Courses in Special Subjects may be taken by qualified officials 
in the Indian Affairs Branch assisted by leaders in the Ontario System. 
The Special Indian Service Courses would be in charge of officials 
who know the life, habits and customs of Indians. 

Teachers already in Indian Schools should attend this school 
and in this way qualify for better serviee. 

By holding frequent discussion groups and conferences during 
the session of this school, these experienced teachers could help 
each other and the beginners to gain the objective of the school. 

Attendance can be made ca@mpulsory by the Indian Affairs Branch 
assuming the cost of living allowance and transportation to be paid 
partly at the time of the school and the remainder after a period of 
service or by giving attractive increases in Salary to those who 
attend the summer school. 


VIII. CONCLUSION 


We are conscious that this report leaves many details to be 
considered, many definitions to be clarified, but we believe that our 
commission was to point the direetion rather than chart the course 
in detail. Im fact the detail of this report may exceed our commission. 

We believe that our proposals are sound and their adoption 
will lead to the improvement of Indian Edweation on our reserves. 
Difficulties lie in the way of thie adoption bat we trust that they 
Will net discourage those in authority from daring to make the attempt 
to carry out our suggestions.

Visits to homes and schools on the Muncey, Oneida, Six Nations’, 
Cape Croeker, Saugeen, Kettle Point, Sarnia and Walpole Island

Mr. W.S. Arneil, Inspector of Indian Agencies; Rev. E.E.M. Joblin, 
United Church Missfonary at Mencey: and Rev. Geo. Dorey, D.De, 
Associate Secretary, Board of Home Missions, United Church of 
Canada). 

(2) Conferences with these three gentlemen and the inspectors named 
below. 
The life long experience of Mr. Joblin among Indians has been a 
valuable aid with certain phases of my work in this survey.

(4) Visits to the Mohawk Institute and Mount Elgin Residential School; 

(5) Written reports from five public sehool inspectors who visit these 
reserves -- Messrs. J.B. Webster, Brantford; J.M. Game, Walkerton; 
Geo. A. Pearson, Chatham; H.B. Galpin, Sarmiag and D.G. Smith, 
London.

Points Revealed by this Investigation 


(1) Indians who had attended Residential Sehools appear to be 
very successful in later life although the younger Indians appear 
to drift back into old habite and customs for a time after 
graduation. They appear to find the progress of changing from a 
life where all features of it were ordered by the institution to 
one of absolute freedom on the reserves a very diffieult adjust- 
ment and naturally so. It is not surprising if for a time they 
* run wild". 

The older Indians who are so successful were usually individuals 
who entered the residential school about 12 or 13 years of ageafter 
having attended Bay Schools mear their homes. They also report 
that they were givem opportunities of practising leadership among 
their fellow students and some opportunity of doing some advanced 
academic work in addition to good training in agricultural and 
Vocational subjects. z A 
inthese insthtitions. Ta Unbis dey at’ thabe sohsote the proportion 
of younger children was not so large as today. 
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There is a tendency today among many families to evade 
the respomsibility of the training and raising the children by 
sending, or wishing to send, their children to the residential 
school. 

Indian Agents at several of the reserves believe that the orphans 

and children from broken homes ean be accommodated in Indian homes 

on the reserve and can receive their elementary education at the 
loeal Day Schools. Other authorities intimate that Ind@ans will 
readily adopt such children, Sueh adoption deserves careful 
supervision. 

Your committee believe that for children from Grades I to V or VI 
depending on the age of the children, a home atmosphere is superior 
to that of an institution for the natural development of the children, 
unless the home conditions are very adverse. 

The edueation of Indian children requires teachers who understand 
these children, who have some knowledge of their background, who are 
sympathetic and who have sufficient training to enable them to adjust 
the curriculum and management of the scgool to the particular needs 
of the childrem. ‘These teachers ought to be able to conduct 
elementary classes, at least, in Handwork, Home Beonomics, Agriculture, 
art and Music. They require special K.P. Training and ability to 
overcome language difficulties. 

Generally teachers in Indian Schools do not have these qualifications. 
Frequently they are selected wit§jout proper regard to qualifications 
and occasionally against the advice of the local inspector. 

Some of the Day Schools have a very ample supply of necessary teaching 
equipment and books for supplementary reading. Many have a very inadequate 
or unsuitable supply of these things. The buildings in some cases 
are out-of-date; others are above the average of our white elementary 
schools. In a general way the best service occurs where the Indian 
Agent and the local Inspector work in elosest co-operation. The Agent 
has so many other details and interests to take his attention that 
we should not be surprised when he fails to give this matter the 
consideration it requires. 
Attendance at the Residemfial Schools is much better than at Day 
Schools. Attendance Officers with aughority to enforce attendance 
are necessary. 
The provincial course of study needs to be modified for Indian 
Schools. We believe that properly trained teachers with adequate 
supervision can make the secessary adjustments. Especial attention 
to Arts and Crafts, Home Economics, Manual Training, Agriculture, 
Art and Music should be reouired. 

(10) A S¥mior Sehool or a Senior Room could provide these in more detail 
for senior pupils and at the same time provide training in leader~ 
ship, religion, sports and more advanced academic subjects. 


(11) This would leave more opportunity to overcome the language difficulty 
and the retardation in the earlier grades. 
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(12) 


Our Residential Schools are planned as Vocational Schools . The 
enrolment indicates that they are being used tm a large measure as 
orphanages or children’s shelters, and in a certain measure, as 
reformatories. The large proportion of small children interferes with 
the other purpose of the school and the young children tend to be 
neglected for part of the day. Sending refractory children to the 
institution creates problems of discipline which definitely interfere 
with the good work which the school might do. 

The younger children will receive more and better attention in a 
school planned for them. The school for older pupils could serve their 
needs more adequately if a sufficient number of them were present to 
carry out the plans of the school as they are intended to work. As it 
is today the pupils who are able to do the work on the farm and in the 
house are required to do more work than should be required. ‘There ié 
not sufficient emphasis on the training to be derived from this work 
and too much importance attache’ to the necessity of producing 
sufficient to keep the institution runnigg. 

The education of the children is linked up with the progress in 
general on the reserve and thus many other factors on each reserve affect 
the efficiency of the work of the schools. Where parents are able to 
work at home om the reserve, the attendance at school is nos} subject 
to the same interruption as in cases where the parents have to leave 
the reserwe for certain periods in order to earn a living. 

The progress of the people and their outlook on the future has 
an important effect on their attitude toward the school. The response 
of the children to any educational plans for their improvement is 
affected favourably or adversely in an important measure by this attitude 
of the folks at home. Every improvement in the life of the adults 
will lead to better results in our schools. Im this field the 
Indian Agents generally give good service. Their main efforts appear 
to be spen’ in plans for the improvement of living and working conditions 
among their eharges. This work has an important bearing on education: 
as these conditions improve, the parents will give increasing 
sympathy and moral support to the work of the schools, creating a 
more receptive attitude among the pupils. It may be possible to 
develop a co-ordination of the work of the Agent and the teacher so 
that each will aid the other in the main objective -- to develop good 
citisens of Canada among our Indian people.

RECOMMEND AT LONS 


I. MOUNT BLGIN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL 


(1) The enrolment is too small for continued operation under 
present plans. 

(a) The per capita payment is insufficient to maintain 
the sehool; 

(b) This forces too much labour on the pupils (profit 
rather than educational poliey becomes the object of 
this work}. 

(e) This condition isaggravated by the presence of 60 
many younger children. 

(4) The staff has been wpeduced; school hours are 
reduced; and the work increased for all. 

It is but fair to note that these conditions have been 
aggravated by the present general prosperity due to war conditions 
when older pupils find jobs so easily. We doubt that these conditions 
Will be permanently as bad as they are now, but we do believe that 
they will continue to affect the efficiency and usefulness of the 
school. 

(e)The enrolment has been reduced aleo by the policy of 
sending only pupils from broken or disrupted homes; at least one 
Agent is so whsatisfied with this Institute that he has favoured 
others in competition for pupils; some pupils have been sent to the 
school for reformatory treatment - this has not enhanced the repu- 
tation of the school and has increased the severity of the discipline 
- discouraging the better type of prospect. Other institutes have 
been able to secure pupils who under other circumstances should 
have gone to Mount Eigin. Possibly the main cause of the lower 
proportion of older pupils is the present op; ortunities for their 
employment. 

(2) The main building can be used temporarily for the purposes 
indicated below, but this should be considered as temporary 

measure until war restrictions will permit the construction of a 
modern fire-proof building planned to serve these purposes, The 
old school building should be abandoned and removed immediately. 

(3) agents on the other reserves intimate that orphans and child- 
ren from disrupted homes can be accommodated in other homes on the 
reserve. The adoption of these children should not be left 
entirely to the 4gent for he as a rule, is mot qualified to make 
such an important decision alone, 

We recommend that the missionary to whose chureh the child 
and family are affiliated be required to report on the suitability 
of the home for such adoptiom and that the Agent be required to 
give a satisfactory explanation of every case in which he does 
not concur with the report. 

(4) This leaves the orphans and children from disrupted homes 
at the Caradoc Agency whom we believe might be accommodated at 

the Mohawk Residential School if a similar policy were impossible 
on these reserves. 

(5) Je recommend that MOUNT ELGIN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL be closed

and that in its stead there be established a SENIOR SCHOOL as 
described below. 


SENIOR SCHOOL 


(1) The Senior School should be a'Day"Sehool with some 
Residential Accommodation. 

(2) The School will serve pupils of 12-15 years of age and older. 
At present this means that instruction bhowld begin as low as Grade 
VI and continue to GradeX. With improved educational facilities 
on the Reserves, it may not be necessary to offer a Grade lower 
than Grade VII. For the remainder of this report the use of "VI or 
VII" and "V or VI" implies that at present the lower grade is 
recommended but that we hope for the time when the higher grade 
may be used. 

(3) This school will accommodate Grades VI or VII to X from 
Caradoc Agency as Day Pupils and from outside Agencies as 
Residential Pupils. Residential Privileges may be open to the 
Caradoe pupils. ‘Transportation for pupils from the outside fringes 
of the Reserves may be necessary but the proportion is so smal] and 
scattered that residence may be preferred. 

(4) Pupils from Grades I to V or ¥I om the reserves of Caradoc 
should attend the local elementary Day School. 

(5) Course of Study ~- Semior School- 

The Courses of Stud es for Grades VI or VII to X of the 
Province of Ontario modifiéd specific needs of Indian pupils and 
ineluding a large prpportion of Vocational Training -- 

Por Boys: Agriculture, General Shop, Motor Mechanics; 


For Girls: Home Economics, Home Nursing, Sewing (Dress- 
making as wellas mending), Gardening and care of 
Poultry: 
in addition to a good general training in English, Mathematics, 
Health Practices, Science as related to our every day experiences, 
Social Studies (including Indian Life and History), Art, Music, 
Physical Training and Recreation. 
The practice in Agriculture, Gardening, Poultry Management, 
Home Economies, Sewing, etc., may be provided by participation in 
work on the farm and in residence school dormitories. The emphasis 
shall be placed on the training to be derived rather than profits 
from the work. Merely routine tasks may be accomplished much more 
ecomomical by the uses of experienced help and labour saving 
machinery. Acquaintance with the operation of labour saving 
machinery on the farm may open opportunities for employment in 


after life. A similar statement is true with respect to the work 
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in the residence. At the same time it should not be forgotten 
that the majority of the girls eventually returnto homes on the 
reserve for which much of such training is entirely unsuitable. 
The Home Economics should include training for the management of a 
gamall home with few conveniences, for the improved solution of 
problems connected with typical homes on the reserve, To train 
girls to be good house-maids in well-equipped homes ensures employ- 
ment on graduation but may be a handicap in a short time when the 
girls return to establish homes of their own on the reserve. For 
this reason we recommend that the management of the humble home be 
given more ample attention than in the past. This led us to 
recomend training in Gardening and Care of Poultry for girls. 

Indian Life and History is not included in Social Studies 
to revive old Indian Customs or to foster separations but to aid in 
the development of self respect in the Indian children. Pride in 
the achievements and deeds of valour by our ancestors arouses a pride 
inourselves which is favourable to our best development, 

For pupils having the necessary academic ability and ambition, 
special provision for qualifying for entrance to the higher grades 
to local High Schools should be available. 

(6) The development of responsibility in the Senior pupils can 
be obtained or at least encouraged by giving them responsibilities 
to discharge in connection with work and supervision of younger 
pupils and as leaders in social and religious activities and in 
games and recreative activities. 

(7) Day pupils as well as residential pupils will be required té 
work on the farm on Saturdays and holidays as needed. This work has 
a@ double purpose ~ part of the training and part of the price of the 
opportunity of attending. 

(8) The Transition Period 


The main building (now used for dormitories, office, staff 
residence, etc.) may be used temporarily until war-time restrictions 
are relaxed and the construction of s moderm plant undertaken. 

This old building is very unsuitable -- The dining-hall, kitchen, 
bathing facilities and dairy are in the basement which is dark, 

dingy and difficult to keep in a sanitary condition. Its construction 
constitutes a grave fire-risk. The dormitories are bare and lack 
adequate sanitary conveniences. 

The building has ample space for starting the Senior School 
but will require extensive alterations to make it even partially 
suitable. 

The new building should be fire proof with modern class- 
rooms properly lighted and ventilated; a combination assembly hall 
and gymmasium; residence for staff andstudents; common room and 
library; vocational rooms for boys and girls; kitchen and dining- 
rooms; haundry; dairy. 

We believe that in planning such a building the experience 
of the Canadian Indian Affairs Branch, the Indian Office in the 
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United States and the Ontario Department of Education will 
indicate whether all or part of these facilities or additional 
facilities are essential. 

We think that the day of large parrack-like dormitories 
is past; that these should be planned to give students some 
privacy and opportunity to be responsible for a space which is 
more personal: rooms shared by not more than two with storage 
facilities for personal belongings should be provided for the 
pupils of the upper grades at least. Bathing and sanitary 
facilities should be convenient. 

We note that some American Indian residences are more of 
cottage type with groups having some semblance of family life 
under supervision of a member of the staff. Let us investigate 
possibility of adopting such 4 feature in this,new school. 

May we also urge that the beauty of Beteals architecture 
be considered in the construction of this building? 


DaY SCHOOLS 


We recommend that the Day Schools now in use near Indian 
homes be devoted to the instruction of children from Grades I to 
V or VI. 

While some of your buildings are very suitable for this 
purpose, oters are entirely “out of line” with modern require- 
ments for elementary education. A special survey of these may 
result in building schools more suitable. 

These schools should have a definite programme aimed at 
overcoming the retardation which at present exists in Grades I to 
Ill. 

(a) ‘The language difficulty can be partially overcome by 
the use of "Experience Reading” used extensively in Bi-Lingual 
Schools. 

(») More regular attendance to be enforced -~ & bright 
interesting programme in which pupils succeed will improve this 
defect. 

(ce) Objective methods of teaching used more extensively 
will lead to better success and greater interest. 

(a) ‘hese schools must have an ample supply of materials 
for objective teaching and for experience reading. Good readers 
foe the purpose may not be as readily available as we who teach 
white children imagine. 

(e) There should be much hand work of 4 simple nature. 4s 
the abilities of the children develop more complex work may be 
undertaken, Some Indian children are quite adept at an early age. 

(tf) The Day School Course of Study 

A a Grades I to V or VI 
may ve a modification of the provincial course of study. The latter 
should be accepted as a guide only not as & requirement. It has to 
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be modified to suit the particular needs of individual pupils and 
localities. Teachers for Indian Schools should be trained to 

recognize the need for these modifications and to make such adjust- 
ments as are necessary. Below we suggest a plan for this training. 

For Grades VI or VII to X a senior room or senior school is 
preferred. This may not always be possible, and the senior classes 
may have to be included with the juniors. Where possible we recommend 
that the Senior Room or School emphasize training in Crafts (art, 
Manual Training, or simple shop activities, Home Nursing, Gardening 
and Agriculture, Music. The options will be determined very largely 
by the community). 

If the Junior School has accomplished the conquest of re- 
tardation, the Senior Room or School will be able to carry most 
Indian children to Grades IX or X and accomplish much more than is 
possible at present. 

Some of the very capable pupils may make definite preparation 
for Senior Grades in neighbouring High Schoole, but only very capable 
pupils should be granted this opportunity. 

School Attendance Officers who will enforce regular attendance 
are necessary. Attendance has deteriorated since these officers were 
released from duty recently. 

4n alternative plan which is preferred if the Indians adopt it 
is: Form a Parent-Teacher's or Home and School Association in 
connection with each school. This association voluntarily assumes 
responsibility for enforcing attendance by creating a strong local 
public opinion favourable to regular attendance and by interviewing 
and persuading parents to send children to school regularly. This 
association may also report to the Agent cases where privation is 
the cause of absence or, better still, assume responsibility for 
relieving such privation. 


APPOINTMENT OF TEACHERS 


Appointment of teachers to be made by the Department on advice, 
recommendation or approval of local inspector or educational super~- 
intendent -~ to be free from political influence entirely. 


TEACHERS 


(a) Should be graduates of Normal Schools who are further prepared 
by (1) The training received by teachers of Auxiliary classes. 
(2) The training received by teachers of Kindergarten 
Primary Classes. 
(3) and one of Home Economics, Manual Training, Agriculture or 
Music.(In normal peace time all of these courses are 
offered by Summer Schools in Ontario) 
(4) Specialtraining respecting Indian life, Indian outlook and 
objectives.(The plan for this training is outlined below) 


on 
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(») Should have adequate salaries with superannuation - 

Salaries should be at least as high as teachers of white schools. 

(In normal peace time the salaries have met this requirement) 

The superannuation can be arranged in one of tvo plans: (1) That the 
Dominion pay the Province the contribution just as Boards in 

Ontario do now and our Ontario Indian teachers be given the same 
status in the Ontario fund as the Ontario teachers. This may require 
@ special agreement between the Province and the Jominion with 
respect to the contribution made from Provincial Funds, (2) Thet 
these teachers be admitted to the Dominion Civil Service Super- 
annuation Fumd and an agreement between the Dominion and the Province 
respecting the transfer of teachers from Ontario schools to Indian 
Schools and vice versa be made. 

(e) Should have special training prior to entering Indian Schools. 
The summer school suggested below would serve this purpose. ‘the 
teachers taking this course and agreeing to serve a definite period 
in Indian Schools would receive a living allowance, free tuition and 
transportation to the school. 

(a) Residential teachers are preferred. They can assist as community 
leaders or directors of community activities carried by the Indians 
themselves. 


GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT OF EDUCATION 


We recommend the training and appointment of a general super- 
intendent of education for the Muncey and Oneida Reserves. Our ideal 
in this respect would be a young missionary of the United Church who 
has knowledge of and experience among Indians, interested in and 
sympathetic with their problems and difficulties and who is equipped 
with good academic training and religious leadership. 

Such a man could be given professional training by @ course of 
at least six months duration at the College of Education, Department 
of Education and Special Classes at Toronto. 

At the College of Education he would be directed to reading 


related to the work required of him; supervision, administration, 
etc. He would attend lectures on special methods in subjects -- 
particularly public school subjects. 

He would have frequent consultations with professors on 

matters relating to the work to be done. 


At the Department of Education he would have consultations 


with leaders there -- particularly the inspectors of the 
auxiliary branch. Methods, organization and administration 
would be subjects of these consultations. 

At Special Classes -~ Auxiliary, Manual Training, Home Economics, 


Kindergarten Primary -- Visits and observations followed by 
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discussions with teachers and principals. Similar visits to 
the Normal School and observation of teacher training and 
practice teaching. 


This man should be treined at the expense of the Indian 
Affairs Branch, either by paying him an adequate salary while thus 
engaged or by assuming the cost of training (tuition if any; living 
allowance and transportation). 4n alternative to this plan is to 
accept a qualified educational leader end train him with respect to 
special Indian problems. 

The former plam is preferred because such leader can play 
an important part in the social, religious and community life of the 
reserves as well as in the more strictly educational field. 

A third plan has been sugeested: That for the reserves of 
South Western Ontario (Cape Crocker to Six Nations) one Ontario 
Inspector of Public Schools have the supervision of elementary and 
Senior School education on these reserves and this inspector be 
assigned a special study of Indian Education to prepare him to 
perform the educational duties suggested helow for the superintend- 
ent. 

Your committee favours the plan mentioned first above, but 
recognizes that it may be the more difficult to adopt. 


Duties of this Superintendent 


(1) To supervise the work of the teachers in the Day Schools 


directing them in the adaptation of the school programmeto the needs 
of the pupils, in the selection of methods, in the organization of the 
school and assisting them in this work. Our present system of 
supervision by provincial inspectors of public schools does not give 
the inspector adequate oprortunity to help his teachers. 
(2) fo assist teachers in organizing and directing special 
activities in the Day Schools - Handwork, Home Economics, Agriculture, 
Music, etc.; and 
(3) fo co-operate with the Indian Agent and churches and other 
organizations in the promotion of social and religious activities 
on the reserve. 
(4) fo organize and direct a Summer School for the special train- 
ing of teachers of schools for Indians for the following year, 
(5) fo advise, recommend or approve all applications for the 
positions of teachers on the Muncey and Oneida Reserves before 
acceptance. 
(6) fo organise and supervise the establishment and management 
ef the Senior School at Mount Elgin. While he determines, directs and 
supervises the educational policy and programme of the school, the 
principal of the school will assume the responsibility of carrying 
out this policy and programme, 

During the period of transition, the educational problems 
on the Muncey and Oneida Reserves, the establishment of the Senior 
School and Summer School will employ the full time of this official. 
Eventually he would be free to extend Bis supervision to such other 
reserves as the Indian Affairs Branch may deem advisable. 
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VII. 


THE SUMMER SCHOOL 


This school will be organised to give graduates of Ontario 
Normal special preparation for teaching in Indian Schools by 
offering courses in the Special Subjects (Manual Work, Home Economics, 
Auxiliary Class Training, Kindergerten Primary, Music, etc.) and in 
Indian Service (Study of the life and customs of the Indians, Special 
Methods, etc.). 

Courses in Special Subjects may be taken by qualified officials 
in the Indian Affairs Branch assisted by leaders in the Ontario System. 
The Special Indian Service Courses would be in charge of officials 
who know the life, habits and customs of Indians. 

Teachers already in Indian Schools should attend this school 
and in this way qualify for better service. 

By holding frequent discussion groups and conferences during 
the session of this school, these experienced teachers could help 
each other and the beginners to gain the objective of the school. 

Attendance can be made ca@mpulsory by the Indian Affairs Branch 
assuming the cost of living allowance and transportation to be paid 
partly at the time of the school and the remainder after a period of 
service or by giving attractive increases in salary to those who 
attend the sumer school. 


CONCLUSION 


We are conscious that this report leaves many details to be 
considered, many definitions to be clarified, but we believe that our 
commission was to point the direction rather than chart the course 
in detail. In fact the detail of this report may exceed our commission, 

We believe that our proposals are sound and their adoption 
will lead to the improvement of Indian Edusation on our reserves. 
Difficulties lie in the way of this adoption but we trust that they 
will not discourage those in authority from daring to make the attempt 
to carry out our suggestions.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
26th instant, in which you seek information with respect 
to the future of the marginally-noted residential school, 


I can readily understand your anxiousness to 
secure a definite decision from the Department partic- 
vlarly in view of the fact that Mr, Strapp is Likely to 
accept the principalship at Brandon. 


Mr. Young's report of February 18, 1944, was 
sent forward to the office of the Minister without comment. 
The Chief Executive Assistant, in a memorandum dated 
May 15, 1944, states:- 


"It would seem that little, if any, progress 
can be made in implementing ir. Young's recommendations 
until after the war, when conditions relating to the 
construction of new buildings and the securing of staff 
are less difficult. While the decision to close this 
residential school is not changed, it would appear that 
we may keep it open for a year or two. In the meantime 
such repairs as are absolutely necessary should be made,* 


You are aware that the policy followed by the 
Government, with respect to the education of Indians 
during the last 10 or 15 year period, has been one of 
economy and retrenchment, Wine residential schools have 
been totally destroyed by fire since I entered the De- 
partment in 1936, mn addition to this, four Indian day 
schools, including the large senior day school at

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Caughnawaga, Que. have been destroyed. We have rebuilt 
only two residential schools in this period, While we 
have built a number of Indian day schools, the majority 
of these have been replacements. When I inform you that 
our Indian school population is increasing at the rate 
of 300 pupils per annum ~- which fact should compel us 

to construct at least five Indian day scicols and one 
residential school annually - you can readily realize 
just how acute and how urgent the need for additional 
educational facilities has become, In certain cases, 
notably Alberni and File Hills, not to mention Round 
Lake, the need for new buildings is extremely urgent. 

If I could persuade myself that the Mount Elgin Institute 
could be repaired and made reasonably satisfactory from 
the standpoint of sanitation, I would recommend that it 
be operated for, say, a five year period, or in other 
words, until either this government or succeeding govern- 
ments had an opportunity to catch up with our building 
program. 


You will be interested to learn that Mr. 
Phelan has recently made a thorough inspection of the 
schools on the Six Nations Reserve, At the time of this 
inspection, he had an opportunity to discuss educational 
matters with the Inspector for the district, Mr. Webster. 
Mr. Webster is strongly of the opinion that high school 
instruction should be provided, not on the reserve, but 
at Brantford, and the reasons submitted by him for the 
adoption of this policy are, to me at least, very convinc~ 
inge If we had the funds necessary to rebuild at Muncey, 
I am not at all sure that a sufficient number of senior 
pupils, to justify the operation of the school, would 
attend. “e have 6,000 Indians at Six Nations, and yet 
our enrolment of high school students at Brantford seldom 
exceeds 35. We have at this date less than 80 pupils in 
the whole of the Dominion engaged in high school studies 
at departmental expense. A committee of the House of 
Commons before which I appeared a few days ago were 
very much opposed to any attempts on the part of the 
Department to keep Indians segregated on reserves, 
Indians, in the judgment of the members of the committee, 
should be encouraged to attend white schools and white 
vocational schools. This may indicate to some extent 
and in a small way the policy that governments may adopt 
in the future. 


I was sorry indeed to learn that Mr. Joblin 


9.t.%. 
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was leaving the reserve, Mr. Arneil who has just 
returned from there, spoke very highly of his work 
and his interest in the advancement of the Indian 
population. We certainly need such leaders on our 
reserves. However, nothing that I have said will 
be of much help either to you or to the members of 
your Board, It has occurred to me that we might 
seve a great deal of unnecessary correspondence if 
you could see your way clear to visit Ottawa at 

an early date, I have a feeling that the future 
of the Mount Elgin Institute is a matter that the 
Minister himself should decide,

That consideration be given to the desir- 
ability of working out « program whereby joint use 
might be made of the outbuildings,- barns, machine 
shed, forge, etc., at the school. 


It may be somewhat difficult to reach 
full agreement with respect to this program, but an 
attempt should be made to do so, Such an arrangement 
was of course impossible while Mr. Strapp was Principal 
of the School and Mr. Down in charge of the agency. 


Mr. Young in his report, you may remember, 
expressed the opinion that a residential school for 
senior pupils should be established on this reserve, 
with dormitory accommodation for a number of pupils from 
other reserves, who might be enrolled at the school, 

Tne officials of the Welfare and Training Division do not 
look upon this proposal as at all practicable. It would 
be exceedingly difficult to justify the erection of a so~- 
ealled senior school while a large number of elementary 
pupils are still without educational facilities. In 
this connection it is interestin: to note that the 
recently appointed public school inspector at Brantford, 
Ur. Webster, has expressed the opinion that pupils who 
have completed their elementary courses and have passed 
their Entrance Examinations at the Six Nations Reserve, 
or indeed on other reserves similarly situated in 
Ontario, should proceed with their high school studies, 
not at an Indian schvol, but at adjoining white schools. 
Mr. Webster is definitely of the opinion that these 
Indian pupils should not be denied an opportunity of 
associating vith white children during their formative 
years, and that the cost of this policy, if followed, 
would in the end be substantially less then the cost 

of establishing senior schools. In addition to this, 
our building program is, as you are fully aware, far 
behind. Schools such as Caughnawaga, File Hills, 
Alberni, Back Settlement, Round Lake, Shubenacedie and 
Eskasoni should in all fairness be rebuilt before 
consideration is given to the claims of a senior school 
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at Caradoc. It would, I feel, be very helpful to both 
the officials of the Department and to the United 
Church authorities if a definite decision could be 
reached et the time of Dr. Dorey's visit. 
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Down, is proving most successful and has now developed 
to a point where a barn is essential. 


"I deferred writing this memorandum last 
Spring because of the possibility of our utilizing the 
spacious outbuildings at the Mt. Elgin Institute; but, 
regardless of the future use of the school buildings, 
it is now, in my opinion, imperative that we have a barn 
and a piece of land at the agency buildings. 


"It transpires that a barn, well suited for 
our purpose, was purchased by the Department of Pensions 
and National Health, with farm lands for the extension 
of Westminster Hospital, London, Ont., and that the 
building is now surplus to their requirements. There is 
a large frame barn with shingle roof; the main barn is 
36 x 60, with an end addition 36 x 60. The frame is 
sound and the sheeting good. It is conveniently located 
for removal to this reserve and can be economically razed 
and rebuilt on a new foundation." 


While the Mount Elgin Institute is, in the 
judgment of our officials, an acute fire hazard, the barns 
or outbuildings attached to this school are in many re- 


spects the best set of buildings in southrestern Ontario. 

They would, if brought under departmental control, make 

an ideal set of buildings for the promotion of an agricul- 

tural program on the reserve. The demand for a new set 

of buildings close to the ogeeey office, however, has become 
i 


very persistent. These buildings, Wr. Arneil and the 

Agent assure us, are necessary for the housing of goats 
during the winter months, for the processing of willow, for 
the storage of farm machinery, for the storage of hay end 
the baling and storage of straw. It would, in ay judgment, 
be very unfortunate, however, and very costly to construct 
new buildings, with all that such construction involves - 
the drilling of a well, the construction of approaches, 
ete. if there is even a remote possibility of utilizing 
the school buildings at any time in the immediate future. 
Dr. Dorey is, I understand, anxious to discuss the future 
of the school with the Minister and is likely to do so 
toward the end of this week. In view of this fact, may 

I submit, for your consideration, the following proposals:- 


l. That permission be granted to the United 


Church to operate the school for a period not 
exceeding four years, at the end of which period

This Braneh is in receipt of a letter from 
the Reverend Dr. Dorey, dated June 5, 1944, in which 
Dr. Dorey nominates the ‘everend 9. B. Strapp, who has 
been Principal of the Mt. “lgin Institute for a number 
of years, for the principalship of the Prandon Residential 
Sehool., In this letter Dr. Dorey points out that the 
transfer of Yr. Strapp to Brandon, if avproved, will 
compel both the "nited Church and the Government to review 
again the status of the Mount Elgin Institute and the 
desirability of keeping this school in operation. Dr. 
Dorey, in his communication, states: - 


"Yl do not see how, in the light of the 
Young report, you can very well expect us to submit a 
nomination for Mount Elgin. On the other hand, ve cannot 
very well look forward with any degree of satisfaction or 
calmness of mind to seeing another residential school 
operated by the United Church of Canada closed". 


There are, in my judgment, a number of 
reasons why « definite decision should be reached with 
respect to the future of the Mount Elgin School. The 
operation of this school is inseparably bound up with 
our welfare program on the reserve, particularly our 
agricultural program. Inspector Arneil, in « memorandum 
to me dated Vay 16, states:- 


"You will recall that for some three years 
it has been strongly recommended, by the Indian Agent 
and myself, that we procure an agency barn for the 
Caradoc Keserve.

le- The. Department invends to implement the Report of the Comaission, < certainly 
in so far as the closing of mount Elgin as a residential school and the establishment 


of a Senior School are concerned, 


2.- This means the building of Proper classroom accommodation, but, due to lack 
of materials, it is impossible to say when this will be done. 


5S.- This also means the building of a residence, - perhaps not so large as the 
present one. 


I must say that it is ay judgment that these two things do not necessarily 
hang together: that is to sey, it is absolutely essential that a new classroom be 
built as soon as possible, but the present building would be suitable, temporarily. 


I pass on my judgment as follows: 


lst. There would be a emaller mumber of pupils to be accommodated, and the 
pupils would be older, 


2nd. There would be no very small children, and consequently the present 
fire hazard would be to some extent, at least, mitigated. 


Sra. The only reason that I have for even suggesting that the present 
building should continue is that, to my mind, the first thing the Department must 
face is the replacement of buildings that have been burned; and the next thing is 
the very much needed extension of buildings. These will certainly take all the 
money that the House of Gommons is likely to vote for some years - even after the war. 


It seems obvious that if the whole School were closed now, it would 
throw altogether too heavy « burden On the present aceommodation and a lot of children 
would be left without sehooling at all, 


Sth. Om the basis of the above, it is agreed that we should continue to 
operate as at present, with the definite understanding that whoever the new man is 
who is nominated to the Department, he will distinetly understand that it is for e 
limited period, on the pr-esent basis, What the period may be is aifficult to fore- 
tell ~ Mr. Jackson thought two years ~ Dr. Camsell, Mr. Hoey and I thought it would 
be longer, I should have no hesitation in saying to a possible @ppointee that it 
would be four years before anything would be’ done, 


6th. In the meantime, it is imperative that there be a clear formulation of 
the steps which must be undertaken in working out the policy. It cannot be put into 
effect all at once; indeed it would be very much better if the changes could be made 
gradually. In any ease, the Indians should be advised of what is proposed, 


I should, therefore, think that there should be next Fall « conference 
between Mr. Hoey, the representatives of the Church, and possibly Inspeeter Young, to 
discuss the Report and see what is the next step,

but, of course, the classroom will have to be built. In any 
case, my suggestion is that this Fall, as soon as the new man 
has had a chance to familiarize himself with the situation, we 
go into the whole matter.

Dear Doctor Dorey: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
June 13 and also copy of a memorandum prepared by you, 
immediately following your interview with Dr. Camsell, 
sent forward therewith. 


I must express regret that we were unable, 
at our conference with the Deputy Minister, to reach a 
more definite decision on the status and future of the 
Mount Elgin Institute. I want to state quite definitely 
that this school has given me a great deal of worry and 
anxiety, and as intimated to you at the time of your 
visit, the reports on file by officers of this Bra neh 
and by public school inspectors, in respect to the 
general condition of the buildings, fire haszard, etc., 
are, to say the least, very disturbing. 


The condition of this building is due 

almost wholly to the limited funds at the disposal of 

the officials of this Branch for the repair and upkeep 
of residential schools during the last 15 year period. 
It appears to me to be somewhat difficult, even with the 
assistance of Inspector Young, to work out an educational 
program at this school, unless we have definite inform- 
ation with respect to the amount of money that is likely 
to be placed at our disposal for the construction and 
upkeep of Indian day schools during the next 10 or 15 year 
period, What I am draid of, in the case of Mount Elgin, 
is that it may be kept open and in operation in its 
yoeeews dilapidated condition almost indefinitely. It 

s my ambition, however, to do everything humanly possible

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REPORT RE SURVEY OF INDIAN EDUCATION 
ON RESERVES IN WESTERN ONTARIO 


The Survey consisted of: 


(1) Visits to schools amd homes on the Muncey, Oneida, Six Nations, 

Cape Crocker, Saugeen, Kettle Point, Sarnia and Walpole Island Reserves; 

(2) Conferences with teachers and agents on these reserves; 

(3) Visits to the Mohawk Istitute and Mount Elgin Residential School; 

(4) Written reports from five public school inspectors who visit these 
these reserves -- Messrs. J.G.Webster, Brantford; J.M. Game, 
Walkerton; Geo. 4. Pearson, Chatham; H.B. Galpin, Sarnia; and D.G. 
Smith, London. 

(5) Examination of reports relating to enrolment, attendance and progress 
of pupijs in the schools on these reserves; 

(6) Reading of reports of other surveys in Canada and United States. 


Points Revealed by this Investigation 


(1) Indians who had attended Residential Schools appear to be very 
suecessful in later life although the younger Indians appear to drift 
back into old habits and customs for a time after graduation. They 
appear to find the progress of changing from a life where all features 
of it were ordered by the institutéon to one of absolute freedom on 
tha reserves a very difficult adjustment and naturally so. It is not 
surprising if for a time they "run wild”, 

The older Indians who are so suecessful were usually individuals 
who entered the residential school about 12 or 13 years of age after 
having attended Day Schools near their homes. They also report that 
they were given opportunities of practising leadership among their 
fellow students and some opportunity of doing some advanced academic 
work in addition to good training in agricultural and vocational 
subjects. They prize the religious training received in these 
institutions. In their day at these schools the proportion of 
younger children was not so large as today. 

There is a tendency today among many families to evade the 
responsibility of the training and raising the children by sending, 
or wishing to send, their children to the residential school. 

Indian Agents at several of the reserves believe that the 
orphans and children from broken homes can be accommodated in Indian 
homes on the reserve and can receive their elementary education at 
the local Day Sehools. 

Your committee believe that for children from Grades I to V or 
VI depending on the age of the children, a home atmosphere is superior 
to that of an institution for the natural development of the children, 
wnless the home conditions are very adverse. 

The education of Indian children requires teachers who wmderstand 
these children, who have some kmowledge of their back ground, who are 
sympathetic and who have sufficient training to enable them to adjust 
the curriculum and management of the school to the particular needs 
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of the children. These teachers ought to be able to conduct 
elementary classes, at least, in Handwork, Home Economics, Agriculture, 
4rt and Music. ‘Thegy require special K.P. Training and ability 

to overcome language difficulties. 

Generally teachers in Indian schools do not have these qualificas 
tions. Frequently they are selected without proper regard to 
qualifications end occasionally against the advice of the local 
inspector. 

Some of the Day Schools have a very ample supply of necessary 
teaching eq&bpment and books for supplementary reading. Many have a 
very inadequate or unsuitable supply of these things. In a general 
way the best service occurs where the Indian Agent and the local 
inspector work in closest co-operation. The Agent has so many other 
details and interests to take his attention that we should not be 
surprised when he fails to give this matter the consideragion it 
requires. 

Attendance at the Residential Schools is much better sbanhs 
than at Day Schools. Attendance Officers with authority to enforce 
attendance are necessary. 

The provincial course of study needs to be modified for Indian 
schools. We believe that properly trained teachers with adequate 
supervision can make the necessary adjustments. Especial attention 
to art and Crafts , Home Economics, Manual Training, Agriculture, 
Art and Music should be required. 

(10) A Senior Sehool or Senior Room could provide these in more 
detail for senior pupils and ag the same time provide training in 
leadership, religion, sports and more advanced academic subjects. 

(11) This would leave more opportunity to overcome the language 
difficulty and the retardation in the earlier grades, 

(12) Our Residential Schools are planned as Vocational Schools. 

The enrolment indicates that they are being used in a large 

measure as orphanages or children's shelters. The large propor- 
tion of small children interferes with the other purpose of the 
school and the young children tend to be neglected for part of the 
day. The younger children receive more and better attention in 

a school planned for them. The school for older pupils could ‘ 
serve their needs more adequately if a sufficient number of them , ( 
were present to carry out the plans of the school as they are |. 
intended to work. As it is today the pupils who are able to do , 
the work on the farm and in the house are required to d o more») ? 
Work than should be required. Therecis not sufficient emphasis« . 

—“on the necessity of producing sufficient to keep the institution 
running. 

(13) The education of the childyen is linked up with the progress 
im general on the reserve and a many éther factors on each 
reserve affect the efficiency of the work of the schools. Where 
parents are able to work at home on the reserve, the attendance 
at school is not subject to the same interruption as in the cases 
where the perents have to leave the reserve for certain periods 
in order to earn a living. 

The progress of the people and their outlook on the future 
has an important effect on their attitude toward the school. 
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@ “no response of the children to any edueational plans for their 
improvement is affeeted favourably or adversely in an important 
measure by this attitude of the folks at home. Every improvement 
in the life of the adults will lead to better results in our schools. 
Im this field the Indian Agents generally give good service. Their 
wain efforts appear to be spent in plams for the improvement of 
living and working conditions among their charges. This work has 
am important bearing on education: as these conditions improve, the 
parents will give increasing sympathy and moral support to the work 
of the schools, creating a more receptive attitude among the pupils. 
It may be possible to develop a co-ordination of the work of the 
Agent and the teacher so that cach will aid the other in the main 
objective -- Bo develop good citizens of Canada anong our Indian 


people.

II. Mount Elgin Residential Sehool 
(1) The enrolment is too small for continued operation under 
present plans. 

(a) The per capita payment is insufficient to maintain 
the school; 

(b) This forees too much labour on the pupils (profit 
rather than educational policy becomes the object of this work). 

(¢) This condition is aggravated by the presence of so 
many younger children. 

(d) The staff has been reduced ; school hours are 
reduced; and the work increased for all. 

It is but fair to note that these conditions have 
been aggravated by the present general prosperity due to war 
conditions when older pupils find jobs so easily. We doubt that 
these conditions will be permanently as bad as they are now, 
but we do believe that they will continue to affect the 
efficiency and usefulness of the school, 

(e) The enrolment has been reduced also by the policy 
of sending only pupils from broken or disrupted homes. 
(2) The main building is still serviceable and ean be modernizd 
for the use indicated below. The old school building 
possibly showld be abandoned and removed. 
#3) Eventually a new modern class-room building as suggested 
below should be provided. 
(4) agents on other reserves intimate that orphans and children from 
disrupted homes can be taken care of in other homes on the reserve. 
This leaves a small number from the Caradoc Agency who could be 
accommodated at Mohawk Residential School.

III. Senior Rooms (Cont,) 
Training and Reereation. 

For pupils having the necessary academic ability and 
ambition , special provision for qualifying for entrance to 
the higher gredes in local High Schools should be available. 

The practice in Agriculture, Gardening, Poultry 
Management, Home Economies , Sewing ete. may be provided by 
participation in the work on the farm, and in the Residence 
sehool dormitories. Emphasis to be placed on the training 
rather than the profits from the work. 

(5) The development of responsibility inthe Senior pupils 
Gan be obtained or at least encouraged by giving them 
responsibilities to discharge in connection with work and 
supervision of younger pupils and as leaders in social and 
religious activities and in games and recreative activities. 
(6) Day pupils as well as residential pupils will be required 
to work on the farm on Saturdays and holidays as needed. This 
work has a double purpose -~ part of the training and partof 
the price of the opportunity of attending. 

(7) The Present Plant at Mount Elgin---- 

(a) The main building ( now used for dormitories, office 
etc. ) can be used temporarily for these purposes wntil such 
time as a modern class- room building can be provided. Part 
of the present staff can be utilized. The provisiom of the 
new class-room building should be made at the earliest 
opportunity as this suggestion in this section is made only 
for the purpose of continuing serviee while the change ié being 
made or until war restrictions are removed, 

(b) We believe that the present dormitory space is ample 
for future need s for an indefinite period, but that it should 
be remodelled for the use of Senior pupils by making the f 
following changes: 

(1) Divide the space into rooms for two pupils 
with storage accommodations for personal 
belongings. This can be done without altering 
the present position of the windows. 

(2) Part of the area can be fitted up to serve as 
& wash-room and lavatory with modern sanitary 

and bathing facilities. 

(3) There is also sufficient space for a 

Common Room on this floor, 

(4) Reoms for academic and special classes ean 
be provided in this building with very little

(5) We think that the dining,might be on the main 
floor when the modern class-room building is provided.

4 Voluntary Enrolment 
( Your committee look for a change of atmosphere about 
the whole institution . We hope for the day when Indian parents 
and pupils will desire to attend sueh a senior school and count 
it a privilege to be admitted -- one which can be held only by 
proper conduct and steady progress and application to studies. 
Instead of having to bring pupils back after they have run 
away from the institution, the principal may discharge those 
who refuse to conform to proper school practice. This will be 
the worst punishment that can be applied to the students of the 
future. 

We realize that this vision involves great and important 
changes, but do not consider the ideal impossible of attainment. 

We further believe that the adoption of this report in 
its entirety will lead to a new day in Indian Education not only 
on the Muncey and Oneida Reserves but throughout Ontario Reserves 
and possibly all over Canada. We realize that we have merely ind 
indicated the way and that others will devel »p and improve the 
ideas suggested far beyond either our conception or our ability 
to conceive means of improving the schools devoted to Indian 
Education. 

We trust that the difficulties lying in the way of the 
adoption may not discourage those in authority from daring to 
make t§e attempt to carry out our suggestions.

(a) Should be graduates of Normal Schools who are further 
prepared by 

(1) The training received by teachers of Auxiliary 
classes.

(3) and one of Home Economies, Mammal Training, 
Agriculture or Music. 

( Im normal peace time all of these courses are 
offered by Summer Schools in Ontario.)

respecting the transfer of teachers from Ontario schools to Indian 
schools and vice versa be made. 

(c) Showld have special training prior to entering Indian 
Schools . The summer school suggested below would serve this 
purpose. The teachers taking this course and agreeing to serve 
a definite period in Indian Sehools would receive a living allowance, 
free tuition and transportation to the school. 

(a) Residential teachers are prefered. They can assist as 
community leaders or directors of community activities carried by 
the Indians themselves.

The provincial course of study should be accepted as a guide.

As the 
abilities of the children develpp more complex work may be undertaken, 
Some Indian children are quite adep$ at an early age. 

Por Grades VI or VII to X a senior room or senior school 
is prefereéd., ‘This may not always be possible, and the senior classes 
may have to be included with the Juniors, Where possible we recommend 
that the Senior Room or Sehool emphasize training in Grafts( 4rt, Manual 
Training, or simple shop activities, Home Nursing, Gardening and 
4griculture, Music. The options will be determined very largely by the 
community). 

If the Junior School has accomplished the conquest of 
retardation, the Senior Room or Sehool will be able to carry most Indian 
Children to Grades IX or X and accomplish much more than is possible at 


present. 

Some of the very capable pupils may make definite preparation 
for Senior Grades in neighbouring High Schools, but only very capable 
Pupils should be granted this Ppportwmity. ‘

“hen I wrote to you about three weeks ago, I had intended 
going to Toronto to meet Dr. Greer and discussing the problem of Indian 
Education with him. About the seme time as I received the letter from 
Mr. Hoey, I received one from Dr. Dorey which indicated that he wanted 
to present a brief to the commission and discuss the brief with the 
commission. That meant that he expected that I should be accompanied 
by Rev. Mr. Joblin and that you should be there. In the meantime I have been 
proceeding with my own work after Mr. Joblin and I spent one day together 
at Muncey. 

I should like to have your advice before proceeding further. 
Am I authorized to take Mr. Joblin with m and pay his expenses 7? Can 
you meet us in Toronto soon and when ? Any day in “ecember will suit me 
except the Srd ani the 17th. All other engegements for the month are of 
such character that they can set aside without any difficulty and on short 
notice. 

I have a general plan in mind for the solution of the 
problem but the details will be modified, no doubt, when the question is 
reviewed by Dr. Greer, Dr. Dorey ami yourself. It may have too many 
imprattical features. Both Mr. Joblin and I agree on it but he thinks 
that it is altogether too much to expect. That my be so but it was not 
the impression which your conversations left with m. 


The genepal outlines of a revort have been drafted but until 
I know the extent of detail which you wish to have included in it, I am 
too lazy to write it in full. Anyway it should not be completed until 
after I @ to Toronto. I imagine that your Department would want me to 
go to Ottawa when it was presented for adoption but that may not be 
necessary.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
6th instant and also copy of a letter received by Dr. 
Cochrane from the Principal of the Mount Slgin Institute, 
sent forward therewith. 


The records here indicate that a number of 
our residential schools throughout the Dominion are 
experiencing difficulty this year in securing the number 
of pupils for which per capita grants are allowed by the 
Department. This difficulty can be attributed, in part 
at least, to prevailing economic conditions, At the time 
of my visit to Brantford a few weeks ago, I was informed 
that Indians were earning $10.00 a day in the tobacco fields 
and that a great many teen-age boys were engaged in this 
work. 


In addition to existing economic conditions, 
there appears to be on the part of certain Indian agents 
in southwestern Ontario a deep-seated prejudice against 
residential schools in general and the Mount Elgin In- 
stitute in particular, This opposition or prejudice was 
very much in evidence at the conference of agents held 
by Inspector Arneil in Toronto early in 1943, As a matter 
of actual fact, I was the only one at that conference 
who spoke at all in favour of the courses provided at our 
residential schools, I did my best, in my own peculiar 
and awkward way, to remind the Indian agents that we had 
twelve million dollars invested in residential school 
buildings and that in this critical period it was their 
duty and responsibility to see that these institutions

were placed in a position where they could function 
effectively. I reminded them of the attempts we were 
making to promote vocational instruction at these schools 
and reminded them that, for the time being at least, it 
was almost impossible to secure day school teachers. 

It so happens that the agent at Sarnia and the agent at 
Walpole Island are both ex-Indian day school teachers 
and both appear to be strong supporters of the day 
school system. Neither you nor I have any particular 
objection to this, but I think in the case of Muncey 
they should look matters square in the face and act 
accordingly. 


Just what steps I can take to remedy this 
condition, I am not in a position to outline at the 
moment. I doubt very much the effectiveness of a formal 
letter. Inspector Arneil, with whom I have discussed 
the matter and who is particularly anxious that the new 
principal should be given a good chance, is at present 
absent at James Bay and will not return for a couple of 
weeks. When he does return, I shall discuss with him 
ways and means of securing the co-operation of certain 
agents in the enrolment of pupils, and it is just poss- 
ible he may visit the district at that time. It is 
unnecessary to add that in view of the decision reached 
in respect to the operation of this school, at the office 
of the Deputy Minister a few weeks ago, it is the definite 
responsibility of this Department to do everything possible 
to co-operate with Mr. Soper in the operation and mainten- 
ance of the school.

I have for acknowledgment your letter 
of September 18 and have noted with interest the 
information submitted therein. 


You will be interested to learn that 
Dr. Dorey has already communicated with me and has 
suggested ways and means whereby the enrolment, not 
only at Mount Elgin, but at a number of other residen- 
tial schools, might be increased. I must state frankly, 
however, that I am not at all sure that we can do much 
to increase the enrolment at residential schools anywhere 
in the Dominion while war and other industries are 
prepared to pay teen-age boys and girls, including Indians, 
the high wages they appear to be paying at the moment. 


The opinions you express with respect to 
vocational instruction, the desirability of having a greater 
number of senior pupile enrolled, ete., etc., are all in 
accord with my own views, and these views I have expressed 
on more than ome occagion when speaking before groups of 
Indian agents. 


Inspector Arneil is at present engaged in 
an inspection of the James Bay area. It is my intention, 
just as soon as Mr. Arneil returns from this trip, to 
discuss with him the problems enumerated in your fetter.

We must properly 
provide for the students we havethis will entail heavy percapita 
expenditures, When the enrollment increases we will be carrying 
a heavy indebtedness . This will prevent the provision of 
the equipment needed for their efficient wrk and will even 
leave us understaffed until the farm can earn a feficit of 
six to ten thousand dollars. Ecen a small enrollment of thirty 
more junior students would help tide over the present emergency, 


We have just completed the cleaning and emptying of the 
Latrines, This is a job that is increasingly difficult, simply 
because it is no more the common procedure. The girl's latrine is 
90 yards from the dormitory the Boy's latrine is £20 yards from 
the dormitory . We must try to visualize just what that will mean 
in the matter of health of small children in winter weather, 
here is one bowl and two urinals fpr 40 boye and two bowls for 
fifty girls, This whole mtter may have to be held in abeyance 
for the duration but shoh#d be on the immediate post War 
program,

I inspected the Mount Elgin Residential 
School on the morning of October 13. Accompanied by 
the new Principal, Mr. Soper, I visited all parts of 
the main building and the outbuildings. You are well 
aware of the condition of this building, but I can 
definitely state that it was in as good condition as 
possible under the circumstances. 


The authorized pupilage at this sehool 
is 150, but up to the date of my visit only 85 pupils 
had been secured. I brought this matter to the 
attention of Inspector Arneil and when he visits 
reserves in Western Ontario he is going to make 
inquiries with a view to ascertaining if there are 
any other children requiring institutional care. 


I am submitting a special memorandum 
regarding the laundry pump and the report received 
from the Hydro Electric Power Commission regarding 
the wiring. 


It will interest you to know that the 
school has 55 head of cattle, of which 30 are 
milking. They also have 45 pigs and 11 horses. 

Tt is almost impossible to sell the latter animals 
at the present time. 


When the electrical repairs are being 
made I directed the Principal to remove the locks 
from seven windows. These particular windows lead 
to the fire escapes and should be kept unlocked at

Walter Sum ges , of the Oneidas of the Thames, a resident 
pupil of the Mt. Elgin Residential School, was run over by 
the School's truck. 


It appears that the truck had been down 
to the village, and on the return trip the above-named pupil 
ran behind and either slipped, or fell, and the rear wheel 
passed over his leg causing a double fracture, Other pupils 
were around who picked the boy up and carried him into the 
School. Immediate emergency treatment was given and the 
lad's parents notified, Dr. Washburn was called and he 
placed the leg in a plaster bandage, after which arrange- 
ments were made for his removal to Victoria Hospital for X-~- 
Ray and necessary treatment, Owing to snow-blocked roads 
the removal was somewhat delayed, He was taken out on a 
westbound freight to the village of Melbourne and trans- 
ferred to an ambulance for travel to the hospital. 


There is no blame attached to anyone; 
all concerned feel that it was a regrettable, unfortunate 
accident. Mr. Soper assures me that it is a rule of the 
School that no student should run after, or climb on, a 
moving truck or car. Complications are not anticipated 
and it is hoped that the knitting process will be saejeseful.

become responsible for its administration, It is expected 
that this question will be settled on May 22, Archbishop 
Seager stated, Then an agreement with the New England Company, 
whose interests in the school are material, will be sought. 


"\ delegation from the Indian Department at Ottawa and the 
United Church of Canada visited the school with a view of con- 
sidering changes by which the pupilaze of the United School 
at Mount Elein micht be transferred to the Mohawk Institute, 
It was proposed that the head of the institution should be 
primarily an educationalist and one with special equipment in 
acriculture, Provision was to be made for the religious needs 
of the children through the appointment of chaplains.

I visited the School last week-end and went into certain 
aspects of its operation with the Principal. The Auditor has just com- 
pleted his visit and I hope that the report which he has to make will be 
in the hands of the Department very soon. 


The financial situation - that is so far as cash transactions 
are concerned - is getting worse. The overdraft has increased. The actual 
situation of the School, having regard to its liabilities and assets, is 
undetermined, as we have not tried to estimate either the extent of the 
assets nor whether they have increased during the year. In any case, this 
would only be of value if we were going to close the schoo] and thus have to 
know whether we had sufficient assets to meet our liabilities, 


We must face the situation for the coming year, because it 
seems obvious that there will be increased difficulty in keeping up the 
pupilage, and we certainly cannot continue to operate at the present rate. 
T have made a very hasty comparison between the Receipts and Expenditures 
for the period, May lst, 1943, to April 30th, 1944, - for which there is 
the last audited statement, - and the year April lst, 1944, to March 31st, 
1945, which is the last fiscal year for which you will have a report. I 
find that the School has been operated with very little, if any, increase in 
expenditure, but there has been a drop in receipts of over $5,000, in the 
per capita payments. These figures are by no means audited, but they do, I 
think, show the situation. 


To make matters worse, there recently appeared in the London 
Free Press a somewhat lenethy statement by the Archbishop of Huron in his 
address to the Synod of the Diocese of Huron. In this statement the Arch- 
bishop said that a crisis had arisen in the history of the Mohawk Institute. 
T am attaching to this letter a copy of the two main paragraphs in the Arch- 
bishop's statement. Our people have been stirred up by the fact that the 
Archbishop said that changes had been considered by which the pupilace of Mount 
Elgin School would be transferred to the Mohawk Institute. From the statement 
{ gather that the Anglicans are going to operate the School. Whilst I am in no 
position to speak for The United Church of Canada as a whole, it is my considered 
judgment that one residential school for the Protestant Indians of Southern 
Ontario is quite sufficient; but I am equally sure that it should not be oper- 
ated either by the United Church or the Church of England, if we are to have any 
sort of good understanding. I expect to be in Ottawa next Thursday and will be 
zlad to have the opportunity of going into the matter with you. 
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Our Executive will meet on June 28th, and I must at that 
time bring the matter of the continued operation of the Mount Elein School, 
under the present circumstances, before the meeting. I should be elad to 
have the opinion of the Department to assist us in coming to a conclusion.

Conditions at Mount Blgin do not differ 
redically from the conditions I anticipated when eonsidering 
the administration of this Institute a few years ago. I felt 
then that the enrolment necessary at this school and at the 
Mohawk Institute could only be assured by the exercise of 
compulsion, and I could not convinees myself then that children 
in attendance at school under compulsion could profit in any 
satisfactory sense from the instruction provided. There is, 
as you say, room for only one Protestant school in Southwestern 
Ontario. 


The M.S.0.C., at their lest meeting, decided 
that the new lease sent forward to the New England Company for 
execution is acceptable to them. Immediately following this 
decision, however, the Bishop of Huron informed me by wire that 
he had made an offer to the New BSngland Gompany, offering to 
operate the Mohawk Institute provided the Government continued 
to pay the regular per capita grant. This attitude on the part 
of the Biehop ereates a somewhat unusual and somewhat embarras- 
@ing problem for all of us, I am writing at this time in the 
hope that you might find it convenient to discuss the matter 
with Canen Dixon prior to your visit to Ottawa on Thureday next. 
If you could see your way clear to do this, such astion on your 
part will be greatly appreciated by me personally.

CHEST - Expands fairly well with possibly a slight lag in the lower left, 
There were numerous small rhonchi throughout the left with some fine basal 
rales in the left axilla.

LABORATORY FINDINGS ~ Sputum is negative for tubercle bacilli to date, Nothing 
was found in the urine, Red blood cell sedimentation rate 14 mm, in one hour, 
Wassermann negative, Haemoglobin 105%, Red blood cells 4,620,000. White blood 
cells 10,650, 


STAFF CONFERENCE - I think this lady has possibly a mitral stenosis which is 
well compensated at present. Tnere is some suggestion of a former pleural 
effusion. I am by no means sure that she has definite intrapulmonary disease, 
She is leoking and feeling much better. We will hold her until sputum cultures 
are finished but I believe that she will be able to resume her teaching in the 
Fall.

EXTRACT FROM THE FIELD AUDITOR'S REPORT ON 
THE MOUNT ELGIN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 
ORIGINAL ON FILE # 70-24. 


The cash book contained many errors and 
had not been balanced since last July 3lst, when 
the present Principal assumed office. it took 
considerable time to correct all the errors and to 
balance each month. However, I was able to arrive 
at the true balance at April 30th and to give the 
Principal a new start from May Ilste I pointed out 
to the Principal the errors he had made and showed 
him a simple method of balancing the cash book at 
the close of each month. He dislikes figures and 
according to him he finds it a real task in his 
attempt to keep books. 


The books and records were recorded up to 
April 30th, 1945, but the synoptic sash book was 
out of balance and poorly kept. 


The school is in a poor financial condition. 
The net deficit for the year was $3,729.45. 


The Principal has arranged, through the 
Secretary of the United Church Mission Board, 


Toronto, to carry an overdraft with the Bank of 
Montreal, St. Thomas, Ontario.

Dear Mr. Hoey: Re; Mount Elgin Residential School 


I regret to say that, due to a variety of causes, I 
have omitted writing .ou about the Mount Elgin School until it is 
almost too late. Our #xecutive will meet on Friday, and I want to 
place before it the matter of the. future of the School, based on 
your letter of October 22nd, and also the memorandum which I received, 
dated November l4th. As I see it, our Executive would like to know:- 


l.« Whether the Department would like to carry through 
in principle the recommendations of the Special Report made by 
Inspector Young and submitted February 18th, 1944, These are in gen- 
eral: 


(a) The discontinuance of the Mount Elgin School as a residential 
school as at present carried on, 


(b) ‘The taking care of the educational needs of the Indian people 
by the establishment of a Senior School on the Muncey Reserve, 
with a set-up as o utlined in the Report mentioned above, with 
such modifications as the present situation may require. 


The taking care of the children that cannot, for various reasons 
be accommodated in day schools in a way that would be satisfac- 
tory to the Church authorities, 


I have in mind that there are on the Caradoc Reserve 
some children who would find it very difficult to get to school and 
for whom transportation should be provided; and that in attendance at 
the Mount Elgin School there are children whose parents are dead or 
who come from broken homes. In our conversations at various times, it 
has been suggested that these would be taken care of either by adoption 
or by being taken into an already existing schoo, such ag the Mohawk 
Institute, I might point out that this would probably entail careful 
supervision, either through the Children's Aid Society or through the 
appointment of an officer of the Department who would act towards these

e@hlize that our Executive must make a 
definite decision, because, if the School is to be discontinued 
as at present carried on, we ought to give notice to all coneerned 
at the present time and make provision for the staff. 


If the School is to be carried on for another period 
of twelve months after June 30th, I feel sure that our Executive 
would like to know, so that it can deal with certain financial mat- 
ters which have arisen. 


I shall be glad if you will give consideration to 
this and let me have an answer, if possible, by air mail, special 
delivery, in time for our Executive, which will meet on Priday.

Dear Doctor Dorey: 


Re; Mount Elgin Residential School. 


I have for acknowledgment your letter 
of January 23rd, in which you seek information with respect 
to the administration of the Mount Elgin Residential School. 


In view of the fact that your letter 
has just come to my desk, it is possible this reply may not 
reach you in time for the meeting of your Executive. 


It is our intention to discontinue the 
operation of the school as a residential school on or about 
June 30th. Provision has been made in the estimates now under 
consideration for the construction of a four-room Indian day school, 
to be erected on a site not yet definitely selected. Provision 
will be made for the transportation by bus of pupils living be- 
yond walking distance of the gohool. It is our intention to 
make provision for orphan pupils either by adoption on the re- 
serve or by enrolment at the Mohawk Institute or by the utilize- 
tion of both these agencies. No definite decision has yet been 
reached with respect to the future of the Mohawk Institute. ‘The 
representative of the New Bngland Company has found it impossible 
to secure transportation facilities to this country and hes asked 
the Government to defer its decision until his arrival. I am 
still confident that an arrangement satisfactory to all parties 
concerned will be worked out at Brantford. 


The decision reached with respect to the 
establishment of the consolidated school at Caradoc was based 


to some extent on the assumption that a fully qualified educe- 
tionist would be nominated by you to act as principal of the 


eeeseeS0hool and to 
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school end to give general supervision and direction to the 
whole educational program on the reserve. 


It is my hope that you have had an 
opportunity to discuss this matter with Mr. Joblin.

They were remanded to 3-1-47 for Preliminary ilearing on the charge 
Gene 621 wnder See. @46(a) and after hearing the evidence the imgistrate sent 
them up for trial. The Preliminary Hearing on the other charges was 
‘ waived by defence Counsel. It is expected that they will come up

That the methods of the Activity Programme be 


thoroughly studied and applied, and that materials 
and equipment be adjusted to facilitate tis type 
of classroom procedure. That assistance be given 
those teachers who will use to advantage the Audio- 
Visual Aids now available. 


That the Curriculum of the Province be accepted, 
with adaptations made by the teacher on the basis 

of pupil needs. Grades I to VI should be of a 

general and basic character, with emphasis on the 
mastery of spoken English and Reading. Grades VII 

to IX should be provided in the two-room schools, 

with opvortunity for High School Entrance, but 
emphasis on the Optional Subjects for those who will 
go no further. At Muncey, the day schools should 
include only Grades I to VI, pupils to be admitted 

to the Senior School at twelve years of age or after 
completion of Grade VI. The Senior School should 
specialize in Grades VII to X, both academic and 
vocational, but to include classes for Grades I to VI. 
Classification of senior pupils should be by their 
year in the school rather than by grade. There shouad 
be development of the courses, Home Economics, 
Commercial, Agriculture, Building Trades, Motor 
Mechanics and other practical work as the demand arises, 
Pupils should have the opportunity of part-time work 
and educational training from lo to 16 years of age. 
The possibilities of apprenticeship in the building 
trades should be investigated, Social and 
recreational activities should be encouraged, and the 
leadership available when needed. 


That a programme of Educational and Vocational 
Guidance and placement be developed and directed by 
the Superintendent of Schools with the co-operation 
of the teachers. That this programme includes 
responsibility for pre-school children and graduates, 
as well as those of school age. 


That a serious consideration be given to making 
the advantages of the Senior School available to 
pupils of reserves other than Muncey, by the 
provision of residential accommodation of a kind 
suitable to ‘teen-age young people, 
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That the Senior School be free of 
denominational bias; the United Church of 
Canada, while retaining its voice in the 
broader policies of the school, may surrender 
some of its prerogatives in the interests of 
the total good of the Indian people, 
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Superintendent of Schools: 


Such an administrative unit implies the 
appointment of a Superintendent of Schools for the 
area, who would have responsibility for the education 
of the people of these reserves, through the day schools, 
the Senior School at Muncey, their attendance at High 
or Vocational Schools and Community and Adult Education, 
He would have the responsibility for the s@lection or 
approval of the teachers, the supervision of their work, 
the direction of their in-service training, and would 
co-operate with the agents and the Department in the 
improvement of their working conditions. With respect 
to the pupils, he would operate a follow-through and 
follow-up programme of Educational and Vocational 
Guidance and placement, the use of cumulative records 
and testing - the responsibility for adapting the 
educational facilities to the individual's needs. He 
would encourage such activities as would secure the 
understanding co-operation of parents and the community 
4n the work of the schools, through some form of Home 
and School Clubs, community responsibility for school 
grounds, and possibly the formation of a school board. 


The duties of a school board might have to be 
largely advisory in nature, but it could be given at 
least one responsibility, the regular attendance of the

Memorandum: 


MR, HOEY. 


Inspector Arneil and I visited the Caradoc Agency on 
May 22 and 23, in connection with the proposed erection of a new 
four-room day school, to replace the Mount Elgin Indian Xesiden- 
tial School. 


There are two sites available - one in the village 
of Muncey and the other on the property formerly occupied by the 
Mount Elgin Residential School. we favour the latter site because 
there is an excellent location available and, in addition, we 
have an opportunity for teaching agricultural subjects to the 
pupils. 


The only difficulty with this site is that the road 
from Muncey to the new site is reported to be in very bad condition 
at certain periods of the year. The road is one mile long and it 
may be expensive to put it in condition to be used at all periods 
of the year, However, this work will ve necessary, as we expect 
to be driving the children to the new school and, consequently, 

@ year around road will be required, 


e interviewed Mr. T. 5. Caldwell, District Engineer, 
Ontario Highways Lepartment, London, with a view to obtaining 
some assistance from the Provincial Government. Mr. Caldwell 
promised to inspect the road and let us have an estimate of what 
it would cost to put it into proper condition. ihen visiting 
Mr, Caldwell, we also met Mr. Marshall, Chief ‘ngineer of the 
Highways Departuwent, and the latter instructed kr. Caldwell to 
forward a report to him so that a decision might be made regarding 
what portion of the cost could be met by the Ontario Highways, 


With reference to the erection of the school, 
Inspector Arneil obtained the following information: 


(a) oundation Graham and Graham, London, Ontario, are 
prepared to shovel out the excavation in three days' time. They 
will require 2 weeks' notice before we desire to have the work 
completed, 


(b) Building Foreman - Charles Ludy, Builder, Rodney, Ont., 
is available. He has an excellent reputation as a builder 

and his services can be secured within the next two weeks, 

He has built many houses and one church at Rodney. He can read 
blue prints and take full charge. Indian helpers, many of whom 
are competent carpenters, are available, as well as other Indian 
labour. 


(¢) Material - This can likely be secured within two 
months! time. It may be necessary to spply to the Timber Con- 
troller for priority. Arrangements were made with a qualified 
man to prepare a list of the materials and forward this to the 
Department by June l,. 


In view of the above information, secured by Mr. 
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Arneil, I would appreciate it if we could receive permission to 
proceed, The sooner we start purchasing the material, the sooner 
we can commence building. 


I might also mention that both Indian Agent Down and 
the newly appointed farm instructor have had considerable exper- 
ience in erecting buildings and will be in a position to super- 
vise the erection of the school and keep the Department fully 
inf ormed ,

You will appreciate the shortness of the time now 
before the opening of the school term,and the need for some 
clarification of my plans and responsibilities, I trust you 
will be able to give me an early answer to the following 
questions and authority to act on several suggestions herein 
made. 


1. I am most anxious to initiate our Teacher Training 
programme this year,by holding a clase from Sept.4th.to 
6th.inclusive,during regular school hours. This implies 
that the schools would not open until the 9th,,Monday, but 
since so many Indians are away,there are few pupils in 
attendence during the firet week, I should like your approval 
of this plan,so that I can engage the visiting speakers and 
arrange the programme, I see no reason for waiting a full year 
to inaugurate this plen,which has already been approved in 
principle, 


2, In view of the obvious delay in the new building, 
we ought to plan to start school promptly in the classrooms 
of the old sehool building,which should cause no difficulties. 
Tt would entail the provision of a cleaning woman for two or 
three days prior to the meetings of the teachers, 


3, It has been impossible as yet to discéver in detail 

the number of pupils for the Senior School,but it is evident 
that there will be a good class for Grade IX, At the present 

it appears thet we should include Grade VI in this School,to 
relieve the load in the other schools and enable the teachers 
to overcome the lag in the lower grades, In the main I prefer 
to think in terme of an age entrance of about twelve years,so 
as to provide Auxiliary class work for those of that age,whether 
they have reached Grade VI or not, 


4, The attendance of these pupils at the Senior school will 
be Largely dependent upon the provision of bus service,ready to 
begin promptly on Sept.9th, There is no time for delay in this regard, 
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Se It is evident thet we will need another teacher in addition to 
Mr.Johnson,who will be responsible this year few the shop work with the 
boys in addition to the studies in the senior grades, He can do part of the 
Grade IX work,but there should be a lady teacher as well to take the remainder 
of the Grade IX work together with the Home Beonomics work. It is altogether 
likely that a third teachercwill be needed for the lower grades,but this can 
be determined later when a survey has been completed, As yet I heve no information 
whatever as to who will secure teachers ot what salery they will receive, 


6. This reises the question of living accomodations for the teachers, 
The second apartment is now occupied by Mr,Bush,who works on the farm for the 
Agency, He will not be finished till Sept.30,if then, Is he to be permitted to 
remain,thue preventing our engaging a married teacher,or providing boarding 
accomodations for the teachers? Surely Mrs,Joblin is not to be expected to 
board two or three teachers? 


7. Parents are asking also,whether text books will be provided in 
Grade IX, It would somm reasonable to me that hhis be done, but that they be 
expected to supply their own work books,pencils etc, 


Until I receive clear answers to these questions or em authorized to 
proceed on my own judgment as expressed in my thesis(the contents of which 
are known at least to Mr.Hoey),I shall be flying blind, This is not a pleasant 
experience,and may prove disastrous to the whole venture, If we are to 
"take off" at the proper time,the visibility should not remain at zero much 
longer, 


Would you be good enough also to direct me as to whom I should 
address in such letters on policy,and the proper procedure to follow? 
Thank you for your indulgence thus far, All the above mttoers have been 
condensed,perhaps at the risk of being incomplete,or omitting important details, 
Hoping for an early reply,I am,

The matter of educational plans for the 
new Caradoc Indian Day School has, for some months, been an 
open question and not without the usual flood of rumors and 
speculation, It was, therefore, with pleasure that I 
received your telephone message, followed by your letter, 
under date of August 5th, requesting a meeting and outlining 
the preliminary important points for discussion, The 
proposed agenda is as follows: 


1. Temporary Use of Residential School Classrooms 

2. The Grades to be Served at the New School 

pe The Curriculum to be Offered at the New School 

+. The Teaching Staff; Appointment, Number and 
Qualifications 

5. Transportation Requirements 

6. Teacher Training 


Before proceeding I should like to point 
out that, contrary to some beliefs, the Closing of the Mt. 
Elgin Residential School has not and will not create any 
problem in our six Indian Day Schools such as accommodation, 
Classroom teaching and general school routine; or the 
necessity of breaking down classes. I feel that any 
temporary arrangement, under present conditions, would react 
unfavourably toward the new school. I merely mention this 

act and would like the point kept in mind and placed in the 
record; also the fact that I have not at any time favoured 
the location of the new school, 


POINT 1 





It has been rumored, and I am sorry tc say 
om official quarters, that the Mt. F1 Residential School 
i classrooms are to be used for temporary purposes in 
eaching the higher grades at present attending our regular 
ian Day Schools. Owing to the fact that we have not yet 
any pupils in sight, and the general courses have not been 
arranged; also, the facts that he ting facilities are poor, 
that we are not overcrowded and that it is only three weeks 
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before the fall term commences I see little reason and no 
advantage in disturbing our existing Indian Day Schools. 
Such a proposition would undoubtedly meet with opposition 
and create more problems for the Indian Agent. There is 
another fact which seems to have been overlooked. Many of 
these children of the higher grades do not return to their 
homes, on the Reserves, until late in the fall and even as 
late as December. Their parents are working in the 

tobacco fields or canning factories, and the children either 
help or go to school in the white sections. My final 
recommendation at this time is that we have no use for the. 
Residential School classrooms; and until we have something 
definite and beneficial in the way of education in_an up—to-~ 
date school to offer, do not-disturb—the—pupils. Under 
present day conditions of short supply the new school should 
be well on ite way toward the end of 1946, and with the 
minor finishing touches it should be ready for a grand 
opening early in 1947. In the meantime every effort should 
be made to plan suitable courses, secure the number of 
likely pupils to attend and decide the teacher requirement. 


POINT 2 


The Grades to be Served at the New School 

Grades to be served can only be determined 
by a Knowledge of the type of school under discussion, Is 
it to be primary? part primary and part secondary? or 
secondary? Personally I think it should be mainly centred 
around secondary. Our existing Day Schools, with some 
improvement and properly staffed, are efficient and able to 
care for all grades requiring primary academic courses. If 
we decide that this school is to be part primary and part 
secondary then there will be later difficulties to overcome 
which I will not discuss. Being what we are, a govern- 
mental institution, personalities, ambitions and achieve-~ 
ments are based on grades, If we decide that this new 
school is to be secondary (in the main) then it calls for 
particular requirement rather than any set form or 
curriculum, I.Q's are based on capabilities along the 
narrow channels of academic education, and entirely lose 
sight of brilliant possibilities along other lines. 
Therefore courses should be set to meet the requirement, 
rather than the requirement set to meet the courses. The 
usual requirement for University Entrance should, of course, 
have its place but in setting up a general Course of Studies 
to meet the Indian requirement the following should receive 
consideration: 


Health Education 
Machine Shop Work 
Wood Working 
Motor Mechanics 
Home Economics 
Office Practice

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POINT 3 
The Curriculum to be Offered at the New School 


The curriculum followed in all schools if 
usually based on provincial requirement. It may, however, 
be varied to suit the local requirement and I think we 
should follow the line most suitable and acceptable to our 
Indian people; except perhaps where a student reveals 
leadership and a desire for University education. He or 
she should then receive the very necessary assimilation 
requirement; by this I mean a preparatory course leading the 
way to immediate adjustment. This type, of course, could 
better be taken care of in the white High Schools. 


POINT 4 
The Teaching Staff; Appointment, Number and Qualifications 


Thie point is tied in closely with point 
No. 2. It is usual for Secondary School teachers to hold 
special teaching qualifications on perhaps two or more sub- 
jects with a principal capable of teaching all academic 
grades; but if we are to introduce special courses then 
teachers with special qualifications should be secured, 
The number of teachers required will depend upon the 
subjects taught. In a school of this type teachers should 
be selected and appointed strictly on the basis of 
qualification to teach the required subject; and they 
should be hired on the basis of every other Civil Servant, 
namely a probation period, The appointment of teachers 
should be under the direct control of the Department; and 
any deviation of control to a person, a group of persons or 
associations should definitely be avoided, It is 
essential when introducing new methods of education that 
the Department exercise its authority and accept its 
responsibilities. This applies not only to education but 
all administrative agencies. Dual control and dual 
authority lead only to misunderstandings, inefficiencies 
and a temptation to dodge onus of responsibility. 


POINT 5 


Under present road conditions leading to 
the new school, and the general reserve conditions in 
particular, transportation will always create a major 
problem and must, of necessity, stay with the main roads, 
No person could, with any measure of arsurance, guarantee 
that students would be comfortably transported. However, 
since we are introducing a type of consolidated school, and 
since the Reserves are separated by the Thames River, also 
the fact that the trip covering each Reserve will take 
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approximately one hour with no waiting, two buses of the 
station wagon type, should be provided. These buses will 
be required to travel the main roads and pick up the 
students at the intersections. 


POINT 6 


Teacher Training 


This is an interesting point and one which 
should be given deep thought. When one speaks of "Teacher 
Training" I go back into the subconscious and recall my 
school days, and I see a class of student teachere who have 
graduated from Secondary Schools who are not in a position to 
finance a University education. I think they referred to 
them as "pupil teachers". They were students who had chosen 
the teaching profession as a career. I think their term was 
two years and their Course of Studies covered the Primary 
School curriculum with actual teaching periods, under the 
direct supervision of the principal or a qualified teacher, 
In this way the pupil teacher became very efficient and upon 
graduation was able to walk into any classroom with 
confidence and dignity. Could not such a syetem be arranged 
in connection with this new school? It could develop into a 
nucleus for supplying Indian teachers for Indian Day Schools 
throughout Western Ontario. This system could broaden 
itself out to other types of teaching such as Health, 
Economics, Mechanics etc, The thought of "pupil teachers" 
might be kept in mind, 


CONCLUSION 


In submitting this memorandum I would ask 
yeu to keep in mind that I am particularly interested in the 
welfare of this new school and anything I may have said is 
constructive suggestion, and I trust that senior officiels 
will accept it accordingly. In a few years I shall have 
passed from the service of Indian Affairs, If I am able to 
leave a thought that will grow and build and contribute in 
some small measure to the uplift and education of our 
Indian people, I am satisfied.

Visit to Caradoc Agency 


On August 13 Mr. Arneil and I visited the above Agency. 
At 2 o'clock we had a long discussion with Mr. George Down. I 
attach a copy of the memorandum which he handed to Mr. Arneil and 
myself and which formed the basis of our discussion (Appendix A 
attached). 


At 4 o'clock we held a second meeting with the Reverend 
E.E. Joblin and Provincial Inspectors of Schools Young and Smith, 
At this meeting the following decisions were reached; 


1. That it would be impractical to rely on the opening of the 
new school until next Spring. This opening might be delayed 
even longer, as it depends entirely on the material situation. 


The following difficulties present themselves to the operation 
of the present buildings as a temporary school: 


(a) The road from the crossroads to the school is nine tenths 
of a mile long and is very narrow. There is money avail- 
able for the widening of this road, but the reconstruction 
will have to be delayed until a steel culvert is obtained, 
This piping has been ordered but will likely not be avail- 
able for at least three months. 


Several modifications will have to be made in the present 
heating system. Material shortages may hamper these 
alterations, 


It is impossible to obtain snow equipment for clearing 
the roads. A Provincial School Consolidation is also 
being carried out and it will be almost imposafle to borrow 
any of the local equipment for our use, 


It is apparently impossible to have a bus contract let 
for the transportation of the children to the school, 

It will also be difficult to buy a large school bus. 

I am now investigating the possibilities of buying two 
converted Army Personnal Carriers for use as small buses, 


The division of responsibility was clearly defined to the 
satisfaction of both the Indian Agent and the School Principal. 
It is as follows; 


(a) All matters of school administration must be forwarded 
to this office through the Indian Agent, 


eeeceeeee (Db) 
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(b) All matters relating to teaching procedures and curriculum 
changes can be referred directly to this office without 
passing through the Agent's office. 


Recommendations: 


Mr. Arneil and I are agreed that the following course 
should be taken: 


(a) That we immediately purchase two 4-wheel drive personnal 
carriers for use as school buses. These will have a 
capacity of 12 pupils each and due to their high chassis, 
4 wheel drive and truck engine should be able to overcome 
both difficulties (2 -a- and 2 - c). 


Theat necessary steps be taken to overcome the heating 
problem as mentioned in 2 (b) above. 


That this school be opened as soon as the buses are obtain- 
able. We have decided that it is better to begin this 
achool on a small scale and in the old buildings rather 
than to wait for an indefinite period until the new 

school is ready. 


Dr. Derey is in complete agreement with the decis~- 
ions reached by Mr. Arneil and myself.

Assuming that we shall be having school here this year,and for 
most if not all of the school year,it will be essential that we be given 
complete comtrol of the Manual Training shop again,and that the tools 
either be returned or replaced, On this point Mr.Phelan can tell you of 
the present arrangement, The power tools are still the property of the Church, 
and Dr.Dorey has permitted me to say thet these will be sold to the Department 
only on condition thet they be for school use, The shop is or was well 
equipped and will see us through the year for the boys’ wotk, For the girls, 
it should be possible to have the use of part of one of the three rooms 
here,where sewing and dressmaking st least could be done, 


Mr. Johnson has not yet had any word of his appointment,and since he 
has had many excellent offers of other work,it is due only to his keen 
interest in our work that he is still waiting. I respectfully submit that 
in view of his many capacities he should be offered not less than $1806 
with his room,without board, He has been @ successful teacher of Indie 
pupils for some yeers,cen do the work we want in mechanics, redio, general 
shop,and the senior grades in the classroom, I have been promised a confirmation 
of his appointment now for nearly three months, There is plenty for him to 
do here in the event that the classroom did not open for two weeks after 
the regular time, He could do the plumbing required here,and set the manual 
training shop in order. I trust you can give me definite word soon,as it 
would be a distinct loss to us if he should accept some other work, 


Could you give some thought also tow the present method of recommending 
children to other schoole,either Indian Residential or white secondary? 
The Agent continues to assume this responsibility entirely. It would seem 
to me that eventually it should at least require my approval. Ii trust that 
Mr,Arneill's expression of policy,namely that the pupils here are not going 
to be herded off to other sehools,is the true one,and that any recomuendations 
which may be coming in will be scrutinized carefully. 


There are other matters,but I have already trespaseed on your time, 
If my remarks have appeared too officious,or impatient, forgive me, You may 
realize that I have invested « great deal in this project,I believe in it, 
and I believe the Department wants to see it put into operation, Tt would 
be a great tragedy if one man were permitted to prevent it. Hig power to 


do this ought not to be umierestimated,

We have your inquiry of the 27th. We, at this plent 
are not doing any wrk on the Personnel Carriers in the way of 
adeptint them to carrying school children. We have a few of 
them here that we are revamping for the Canadian Red Cross, but 
we are installing in them an insulated compartment for handling 
Plesma,. 


The Personnel Carrier as we understend, is already 
fitted with seats, and if required for use along the lines 
suggested in your letter, we doubt if it would be necessary to 
do much to the bodies to handle school children. We believe 
they were intended to handle as many as 12 passengers, when 
first designed for the army. You could heve this confirmed if 
you ere able to contact Mr. C. E. Brook who used to be in the 
Design and Engineering section of the Department of Munitions 
and Supply. We believe he is now attached to the Department of 
National Defence in one of the National Defence Buildings, and 
he could give you full specifications regarding these Personnel 
Carriers, end most certainly could advise you if they would be 
suiteble for transporting children as referred to in your letter. 


We are sorry that we cannot be of any further assistance 
to you.

I have y 6f August 16, and your 
suggestion that the main building of the Mt. Elgin 
Residential School be fitted up ae temporary classrooms, 
and residence, has been discussed with the Rev. Mr. Joblin. 


In this connection we both readily, and hastily, 
agreed that the proposition would be impracticable; and 
would involve major difficulties which we could not hope 
to overcome in the near future. We therefore felt that no 
point would be gained by going into detail. 


2. This brings us back to the original proposition 
of the old building. In this I have not been idle, and I 
submit the following: 


My first job was to locate the main water 
supply from the springs to the main building, and 
then trace it on to the old building with the 
classrooms and apartments above. This I have 
done; and it would appear that our problem is to 
eut the main feed line, remove the pump and the 
pressure tank from the main building and install 
it in the basement of the old classroom building. 
The major part of this alteration is a digging 
proposition as the pressure tank is under ground; 
and my information is that it would be cheaper to 
1ift thie tank and reinstall it, also move the 
pump rather than attempt to insulate the present 
get up whieh could not be accomplished with any 
measure of satisfaction. 


I have had a plumber look the situation over 
and, while he is not prepared to give an estimated 
contract price, he is prepared to undertake the 
job on a labour, plus cost, basis. He estimates 
the job would take four or five daye after the 
uncovering of the pressure tank, a treneh dug 
connecting the two buildings and all disconnections 
made, For this work he would need three of his 
own men, 9 houre 4 day at $ 1.00 per hour. 

Basing it on the day period this would amount to 
approximately $ 135.00; in addition, four Indian 
labourers, 8 hours a day at 60¢ per hour - 
approximate cost $ 96.00. This amount, totalling 
$ 231.00 might be estimated at $ 250.00 plus cost 
of materials such as extra pipes and fittings. 


The over-all approximate cost would perhaps be 
less than $ 400.00. If you decide to have the 
change made please advise at an early date as the 
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KODAK SAFE 


plumber concerned is very busy and eannot 
guarantee his offer to do the work if we do not 
accept him in the very near future. 


3. I have been in touch with Mr. Gordon Young, 
Inspector of Publie Schools, and at your and his suggestion 
I have inspected the vehicle mentioned for pupil 
transportation. I understand that he is writing you on 
this matter and, from my telephone conversation with him, 
he is not particularly impressed; neither am I. The 
vehicle is what is known, in Army circles, as a Personnel 
Carrier; and I understand it is being released to Chevrolet 
Dealers, and not direct to the General Motors Corporation. 
The information, therefore, given out to the prospective 
purchaser is not definite enough to assure one of repair 
parts. It is a right-hand, four-wheel drive with an 
auxiliary crank-case controlling the drive whieh is not 
standard; and is not mentioned by the dealer unless 
questions are asked. The engine, radiator and headlights, 
however, are standard, Wheels are 16" with 16-925 tires, 
Extra tires of this size will be somewhat difficult to 
obtain. 


There are five doors, and some type of running 
board would have to be installed to help the children in 
climbing aboard. The interior is arranged to seat five 
persons, but with some changes would accommodate perhaps ten 
children. The vehicles are second hand with, in many cases, 
several thousand miles registered. As I said before, I am 
not impressed, The vehicle is not suitable for pupil 
transportation. I do, however, realize the difficulties 
in obtaining the regular station wagon or the small type of 
school bus; and if you have decided that school must open 
on the suggested temporary basis immediately rather than 
wait for the new school, perhaps there is no alternative, 
But I must ask you to please keep in mind that I do not and 
eannot, under present conditions, especially through the 
late fall, winter and spring months, accept responsibility 
in matters of transportation. This must be entirely the 
responsibility of local sehool officials. 


I have gone into this matter in detail in order 
to present to you a picture of the situation, and what I 
have accomplished since your recent visit to this Agency. 


I am leaving for my vaeation on the third of 
September running through to September 14th. I am, however, 
leaving everything in order for the workmen, and all 
concerned, to carry on during my absence.

In the hope that some new word would be forthcoming 
as a résult of Mr.Doucet's visit three weeks ago,I have 
refrained from writing you concerning our situation here. 
lo such word has arrived,we are now but four days from the 
1st.of October,and the opening of school is scarcely more 
of a possibility now than it was at the time of your visit. 
Surely it is not too much to expect that some immediate action 
be taken to assure the opening of our Senior School, 


In your Progress and Policy Report of August 29,the 
case was clearly set forth,but a very serious change of 
policy was declared as to the pupils to be admitted here. 


“This school will be operated in its firet year for Grade Ix 
ed X pupils and for those pupils requiring auxiliary 
training." 

"When the school is functioning ef ficiently,consideration will 
then be given to operating it as a junior-senior high echool, 
which will mean that it will be responsible for educating 
children from Grade VII upwards." 

“A careful study of attendance at the present six day schools 
will be made to ascertain the number that will be available to 
tiend the consolidtaed school.” 


I submit that the above policy would be totally inadequate 
to the need and would have serious results in the loss of 
confidence of the people,and of the United Church, Your Department 
can ill afford any such consequences. At our first meeting,the 
principle of an age entrance of twelve years,to take care of 
retarded pupile as well as Grades VII to X,was accepted,and 
the people have been looking forward to the possibilities in 
this plan with considerable interest, The delay has already 
begun to make itself felt, Senior boys and girtS in surprising 
numbers are waiting for the opening;their work in the tobacco 
is about over,further delay will result in a period of demoralizing 
idleness,

The figures submitted by me at our first meeting were based 
upon a thorough house-to-house survey ,which provided names and 
ages of pupils. Yet the Progress Report speaks of a careful study 
of attendance \ be made to ascertain these facts. Were my figures 
taken to be fictitious? A survey of attendance will not provide the 
required facts. Our concern js with the children in the area of 
school age,a larger number than have hitherto appeared on the rolls 
of the schools. A few of the senior pupils are attending the other 
schovls,but even without them,there are enough pupils to constitute 
a good clase( around thirty,with the exception of River Settlement, 
which has,as yet, but 19). 


My survey listed 156 pupils under 12 years,86 over twelve, 
This was in August,and does not represent the total. Of the 
older pupils,a few have since gone to Residential schools, But 
other pupils,not list ed,have signified their intention of returning 
from Detroit and other places,in order to attend the new school, 


It is a simple statement of fact,and no boast,that there is no 
other person who knows the educational needs of this place better 
than I or who can do as much to meet thet need, Yet my hands have 
been effectively tied,and my judgement set aside. I can scarcely be 
expected to remain silent,faced with the urgent need of my children 
on the one hand,and the inexcuseable,as it seems to me,delay of the 
only persons who cem give us the green light. Mr.Down,probably for 
good reasons, will take no action without direct instruction from 
Ott awa,-f beg of you,send the needed directions immediately. 


Even such details as cleaning the classrooms here,and the girls’ 
outside toilet;setting up the water pump in this building,not to say 
the installation of the radiators in our apartment. The appointment of 
a second or even a third teacher is also awaiting your decision. I am 
not free to advertise or even get & line on such prospects by the 
ordinary means. Perhaps I am unduly concerned on thie point, but it is the 
2Tth.of September,ami teachers are hard to secure, 


The two vehicles arrived,the ambulance most satisfactory,the 
lorry capable of han@ling all the Oneidas,but in need of alterations, 
The Agent has no mechanice at present;to send it out to & garage 
might involve weeks of delay;why not let the senior boys and Mr. 
Johnston work on it as a project in mechanics? This would eat least 
permit us to use it in the meantime, These two vehicles could handle 
the pupils for this year,even when admitted for Grades VII to X, 


At the risk of wearing your patience thin,I have felt it necessary 
to set forth these facts again, I have always found facts very 
effective weapons;can it be that a new defense has been perfected! 

You will have an opportunity,I believe,to set m right on Oct .11, but 
I sincerely hope that before that tim I shall have been pacified by 
the opening of our school for Graies VII to X plus auxiliary pupils, 
as recommended in the Young report,and as expected by the people and

For the sake of clarity,I have listed the pupils 
of the senior grades or ages,on the enclosed sheets,so that 
you could see at a glance the situation here. It is obvious that 
there ere more pupils then can be admitted this year, I take it 
that those would be left in their local schools first,who are 
in Grade VI end mak ing normal pro gress,provided that their 
school can give them adequate instructiog, This would apply to 
about nine,if necessary,in all schools bit Oneida No's 1 and 2, 
which are so taxed for space as to necessitate our taking all 
those 12 years or over, 


Permit me to recommend,and ask you to confirm at an early 
date,that we begin school on Nov.lst., regardless of any uncompleted 
preparations, This is a Friday,but it would give us a day to 
enroll ami classify the pupils and Sat rday t@ plan our work, 

This might mean that Mr.Johnston ani I w yuld have to manage alone 
until the second teacher arrives, Therefore I sugeest that we 

open on Nov.lst. with Grades VII, VIII, IX and X,without fail, 

As soon as the second teacher arrives,we would then include as many 
of thase who are e} igible as we felt we could provide for, It is 
fairly obvious that it will be necessary for me to supplement the 
classroom work of the other teachers to some extent,if they are 7 
provide any instruction in non-academic subjects, 


I am not too hopeful of securing a teacher immediately. Even 
though I presented an Ad to Mr.Down on the next morning, Sat. et.12, 
it appeared for the first time on Sat.Oct.19,with most of the 
items which might be inducements deleted} However,we may receive 
applications,which must then be sent an application form to be filled 
out,and returned,which must then be considered and sent to Ottawa 
before an appointment can be made, With litile delays of a day or two 
here and there,this cam extend for quite some time. Had it been possible 
to offer the apartment,or even light-housekeeping rooms as I had 
proposed in the Ad.,you can see how much more attractive the 
offercwould have been in these times, 


On the positive side,Mr.Down has had the classrooms cleaned up 
this week,and we intend oiling the floo rs next week, Nothing has 
been done,however,to the water System or heating plant. IT trust 
that there will be no delay in completing the appointment of the 
bus driver,and in clearing the way for the work on the bus, The truck 
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(2) 


Which was bought from the Mt,Elgin School is here idle,and there is a 
tarpaulin for it. Could it not be used as an extra bus temporarily! And if 
necessary,why could not I take it out for one side of the river until a driver 
was found? There are all manner of means open to us,and the pupils arevkeen to 
get started. I consider it imperative that no further delay be allowed for 
any reason or excuse whatever, Furthermore,I believe that this is your 
expressed purpose, I should be most grateful if you would write me to 

confirm this position, 


We have had no clear answer concerning the manual training shop. It 
would help materially to have a statement concerning it;failing this it 
will be necessary for m to assume that with the opening of classes we 
shall have the use of it,as we were assured by Mr.Doucet,and by Mr.Phelan, 


Your visit convinced me further,that you and the other officials 
all wmt this school to get under way. I have always believed it. It has 
been most trying,therefore,to have the work delayed do long,when im my 
honest opinion it was not necessary, Unless I receive definite instructions 
to the contrary then, I intend to call for the opening of school for 
Grades VII to X on Nov.let,whatever hardship it may entail for pupils or 
staff. 


With respect to the second teacher,it may be necessary to take someone 
without the desired qualifications re Home Economics, for this year. I would 
judge this to be preferable to waiting until a fully-qualified teacher can 
be found, Since the pupils are three months behind,it will be necessary to 
emphasize their academic work,except in the case of those unable to do it, 
I trust thet when an application does come in,it will be dealt with 
immdeiately, because there will be alarge number of pupils still waiting to 
begin the year's work,

You will recell that I wrote two weeks ago to say that I 
intended to begin classes on Nov.lst. in fairness to the 
senior students who were missing their work. This we did, 
yesterday,with 30 present in the four grades,and with six 
more et least who will be here next week,axcept in the case 
of tv« ho are sick, Since the order had not come through 

r the driver of the truck,I unt took to drive it myself, 
not entirely with Mr.Down's concurrence,though he put no 
obstacle in my way. I intimated thet while you had not 
actually given me permission to do so,yet you had not 
forbidden it either, May I say that the bus works well,and 
if it were at all possible to procure another such vehicle 
it would answer very nicely. 


Ye are fortunate thet the pupils have remained interested 
this long,and I eam confident that any further delay would 
sent the loss of quite a number of them. You will know 
Vr.Johston will have a heavy load until the other teacher 
ives,which will be inthe near future I hope. It will be 
necessary for me to help him in some subjects. 


I appreciate your sending the telegram re the truck repair, 
since it enabled us to have it done for yesterday,and made me 
feel that you doing everything possible to help us get started. 
We have a fine group of students and look forward to a very 
fruitful year, The ectual beginning has done much to bolster 
the people's faith in our project,in which they show a keen interest, 


I ask your approval of the following sugyestions? 


Ae soon as Mr.Burch is free to drive the bus(when his 
appointment has been approved by the Treas ury), thet I be 
permitted,as per my earlier sugjestion,to take the Mt.Elgin 
truck,for the pupils on the Chippewa side, This in order to 
have them all arrive for nine o'clock. At present it will be 
necessary for the bus to make two trips,as you sug,ested. 
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Upon the arrival of the second teacher, I earnestly hope I may 

be permitted to admit certain other pupils not yet in Grade vII, 

namely those who are to be regarded as Auxiliary pupils,and those 

from Oneida #2 and #3 schools who ere 12 years of age or more,since these 
two schools are overcrowded,and some of them have been asked to remain 

at home pending entrance to this school, 


By reference to the list of students I sent to you, you will see that 
this will mean about ten in Grade VI,five in Grade V,three in Grade Iv, 
two in Grade II,and one in Grade I,a total of 21 pupile out of the 37 
who are listed as below Grade VII, Mr.Down's present instructions 
prevent the admission of any but Grades VII to X. The addition of these 
pupils will still leave our group of a size to be handled by the tw 
teachers and will round out the complete programme for this year for 
which the new school was intended, 


For information,the Onelda trip totals 13 miles;on the Chippewa side 
I intend to pick up pupils at three strategic points only,letting them 
walk some distances because of the bad cross-roads, This will involve 
@ round trip of about 11 miles, This seems to me a very reasonable 
undertaking for so worthwhile a project, 


You will of course note that Mr.Johnston began work on Nov.1st., 
so that arrangements should be made for his cheque to be paid when 
the time comes. 


I feel quite hopeful of a good year's work and a valuable start on 
the new programme, Your sug: estion re Miss Inwards sounds splendid, and 
I hope she can be induced to come, 

We should be gled to have your article for publication Im WAMPUM, 
May I add also that your Bulletin will fill a long-felt need,and is 
a fine piece of work, There may be times,when the deadline looms on 
the horizon,that you will wonder why you started it,but somehow it 
will be done, Our thanks for your co-operation,

I wish to draw your attention to the 

~ fuel requirement for the Caradoc Indian Continuation 
School and Mr. Joblin's apartment; also janitor for 
the school. You: will appreciate the facet that I 
have not yet officially been advised of Mr. Joblin's 
appointment, neither do I. know what arrangements were 
made with him, He advises that house, fuel and light 
were mentioned. I have therefore authorized, until 
definite instructions are received, two tons of coal 
for his apartment and given him a full load of coke 
from our Day School supplies for the furnace, which 
must be replaced. 


In discussing the requirements with 
Mr. Joblin and inspecting the basement, I noticed 
&@ heavy supply of blower coal. I asked him whether 
it could not be used, He said the furnace was broken 
but that he had ordered the part and if it arrived in 
time, the blower coal could be used, I am now await- 
ing news of the part he mentioned, In the meantime, 
every endeavour is being made to keep the classrooms 
and apartment warm and comfortable, 


With regard to the janitor, we are 
g0ing to have some difficulty and until we can 
determine the duties involved and. the salary offered 
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there will be some inconveniences. 


I would also draw your attention to paper 
towels and toilet tissue. These articles are neces- 
sary in the school and I have again depleted primary 
school supply stocks to supply the dontinuation 
School and I am ordering a supply of both articles 
accordingly. I trust that my action in this matter 
is in order without having first submitted the request 
for your consideration. 


It will interest you to learn that the 
school, to date, is progressing favourably and every- 
thing possible is being done for the comfort of the 
pupils and teachers. The new school, owing to joists 
for the upper structure not being available, is at a 
standstill. I have submitted, under separate cover, 
the difficulties encountered with the building which 
are traced and attributed directly to Officials of 
the Engineering and Surveying Branch, of the Depart- 
ment of Mines & Resources,

g ithout admitting any others from the Chippewa schools,there remain 
at least six who wre should be admitted,five of them from Oneida #2,to 
relieve the teacher,who has forty and more still. Thest heave not been 
permitted to come,because I felt incapable of giving them adequate help. 
Would you give some cone jeration to the possibility of providing a third 
teacher after Christmas for this Junior Room,in order to give these 
Auxiliary and semi-auxiliary pupils a better chance of catching up? We have 
the third room,which we are already using for the eleven and for such classes 
ith the senior grad»s as I take, 


If this could be done,I would suggest that Mre,Harry Lockwood at Delaw 
who taught for five or six years among our Indians here with success,would 
consider helping us out for the half-year, I have iscussed the matter with 
her in connection with our former need « a teacher,and I believe she would 
accept the position at least temporer ily. Miss Comfort,at the Indien office, 
drives from Delaware ever) rn 1d would simplify the matter of transportation 
I believe. 

I realize that you were not contemplating a third teacher this year,but this 
vas because it wae thought that this year was but a temporary matter, To add 
a third teacher,would be to operate the school this year in accordance with 
your plans for the school,or almost so,without waiting for the completion of 
a new building. It is,in my judgement,adviseable to da so,and IT trust that 


y¢ ill give it every cx ideration. 


Mre.Heslip has proven quite an asset,and has taken a real interest in 
the pupils, Mr.Johnston has been working many long hours in order to have 
everything at its best. It has been an exceedingly busy month for all of us, 
but the school is well launched, y I add thet a third teacher would mean 
a great deal in giving Mr.Johnston an oy portunity to do more of the practical

Jetta Hyslop who is highly qualified 
and has had good experience, Grade 7 and & are largely in the 
charge of Mr. Johnson who is keenly interestdin the welfare of 
Indian children, wr. Joblin was looking after the retarded children, 


You are likely aware that he has taken this latter group into 
the swhool to relieve the congestion in one of the Oneida Day Schools, 
With more adequate transportation facili ties, the number of these 
older retarded pupils could be increased. If mr. Joblin is to keep 
close supervision of the Day Schools, a teacher of this group should 
be provided in the New Year. mr, Joblin has a lady in mind - 
if S»—LOckwoo She Was successful in Indian Schools at an earlier 
period, I suggest that her engagement be considered fav urably. 


While difficulties have prevented plans from following original 
intentions, the atmosphere and spirit of the school even as it is 
indicates that we are on the right track, The whole student body 
was alert, attentive and eager. Progress has been slow but is 
evident.

The attached Monthly Report is submitted for 
your perusal, and I wish to draw your attention to the 
underlined; also the grades listed, 


Personally I am not concerned as to what 
grades attend the school, or what your future plans are, 
but I am thinking perhaps I misunderstood your verbal 
statement and maybe misinterpreted your letter of 
October 15, 1946 all of which quite definitely intimated 
that Grades 7, 8, 9 and l0only would be admitted to the 
New School this year. It is also recalled that all 
matters of school administration were to remain the 
prerogative of the Indian Office. I also recall a 
telephone conversation when you stated: 


"I do not ever intend to correspond 
direct with the new Principal but 
he will, when the occasion arises, 
receive a capy of my letter to you." 


You were so specific and so emphatic that I cannot 

think that you have changed your mind. As I said 

before I am not concerned with what grades attend the 
school but I am concerned for my administration amd the 
close co-operation I have always enjoyed with my teachers. 
After receiving your instructions I advised all teachers 
that Grades 7, 8, 9 and 10 would be permitted, for this 
year at least, to attend the new school and all grades 
below would continue in their usual classrooms. 


In view of what has happened I find it some- 
what confusing, and a little embarrassing, when the 
question asked is: 


"Do Mr. Joblin's instructions 
supersede the Indian Office?" 


It has been my pleasure to give and receive very close 
co-operation and amicable relationships among our 
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teachers; and the fact that I have been able to hold 
five teachers throughout the past four difficult years, 
also the fact that I have had an ex-Indian Day School 
teacher in my Office for the past four years is, I 
think, sufficient to warrant my statement. 


I do not determine policy, I merely administer 
it; and am one of those whose policy is, "Come what may! 
Loyalty, Discipline and Efficiency." If you agree that 
Mr, Joblin's instructions to the various teachers 
supersede the Indian Office you will please advise, and 
I will advise all concerned accordingly.

17th, and I am most surprised at the tone of your 
correspondence, It will be pl*ced on file for future 
reference, 


You infer that Ottawa has failed to make 
something clear, I do not think so, but rather think that 
you have failed to realize the responsibilities attached to 
your appointment. As the senior official at this Agency, 
and my direct responsibility to Ottawa in all matters of 
administration whether it be Schools, Lands, Trusts or any 
matters pertaining to Indian Welfare, I think you will agree 
that it is my right, as Incumbent, to know what is happening. 
I therefore feel that if you would come to this Office, which 
common courtesy demands, rather than assume your present 
attitude of complete indifference, and the aggrieved person, 
your imaginary grievances would disappear, If, also, you 
would show a spirit of co-operation, as intimated in the last 
paragraph of one of your letters, I am sure that you woul 
receive from the entire staff of my Office 100% co-operation 
in return.

2 and 3 have 
expressed the wish to have their manual training equipment 
returned from No.1 school,so that their older boys might 
occasionally do some of thie work. I believe the under. 
Standing was,when they were pooled a few years ago,that 
when the time came to work separately again, they should 
be divided as equitably as possible between the three 
schools, 


May I suggest therefore,that this be done soon,since 
there is some urgency about spending their grant for this 
work,and until they receive them,it is impossible to know 
just what they May need. You will find enclosed a list of 
the tools which were there last Thursday, omitting a few 
insignificant items. 


The long bench came from Oneida #3,and will presumeably 
go back, The other two were in the school, The new one which 
the boys made,was intended for #2,but inasmuch as it was re- 
moved,I sent one over from here last fall,and this should 
take care of their needs 


It should have been possible for me to attend to this 
matter,but since you do not share my views as to my work,I 
am referring it to you rather than involve the teachers in 
any unpleasantness. Since there seems to be so great a 
difference between our interpretation of my responsibilities 
here,I am convinced that Ottawa has somehow failed to make 
it clear, Until this has been done there seems little hope

I attach, hereto, copies of correspondence 
ecently received from Mr. Joblin; also a copy of my 
reply. 


Apparently Mr. Joblin intends to make things 
as difficult as possible. It is noted that he infers 
that there is something in connection.with his duties 
which Uttawa, meaning I preswme the Department, has 
failed to reveal. He also attempts, in a clumsy way, 
to cover up his discourtesy and lack of co-operation, 
Knowing the Caradoc Agency and the adjacent area as I 
do, past and present, I am not concerned and have become 
hardened to the petty viciousness; but it now appears 
that a determined ef rt is being made to discredit 
not only this Office; but the Indian Affairs Brarch. 


Juite recently an old church record was dug 
up, &pproximately one hundred years old, dealing with 
the lands of the.Mt. Elgin Residential School and we 
are avcuse@ of using lands which we have no right to. 
I am convinced that such snags being injected into our 
ettorts are the result of vindictiveness and perhaps 
resentment of recent happenings to the Mt. Elwin 
Residential School. I am also convinced that not an 
Indian, now living at this Agency, knew of this 
document until a few weeks ago, They are now present- 
ing it in the form of a treaty, but really it is an 
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agreement signed by the old Methodist Missionaries and 
certain chiefs of the Band, Again I am not concerned 
but it is very embarrassing to.be continually gibed 
and called a usurper, especially when the balls are 
being shaped for throwing. I do not wish to embarrass 
you but I do regret that, during the Agent's Conference 
in the city of Toronto, we missed the opportuni ty of 
discussing pape disturbing problems which have injected 
themselves, from certain quarters ,into this already 
turbulent y hey 


It may be necessary, before we can commence 
Spring operations on the Mt. Elgin Lands, for me to 
request & personal discussion and it is honed if this is 
made possible, that we may freely discuss annoyances 
from this quarter

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In connection with his visit,I had arranged for the teachers to 
meet at one of the schools at 4 Peme Thursday,so that they might 
discuss the Health posters,and perhaps give the visitor a chance 
to meet with us. Without consulting me,or notifying me of the 
change,the meeting was changed to 2 PeMe,and to the Agent's office. 
I learned of it only when the two men called at the school that 
day. I cannot believe thata man in Mr.Doucet's position would 

make so many errors if he had thought of me as being in charge of 
education. I did not raise the issue,but it is one. which must 

be clarified. 


At that teachers' meeting,I sugzested that we might have 
all the pupils assemble here and display their posters on February 
7th,from 3 to 4 peme Mr.Doucet approved; I was into the office 
at least twice concerning it,and invited Mr.Down to attend,and to 
act as a judge for the posters. He did his work as a judge well 
and we appreciated it. The pupils had a fine time visiting us; 
the senior pupils served lunch and presented a little programe ; 
they presented extra prizes for the best posters. It was such 
an occasion as am sure you would heartily approve. Yet as a 
result of it,the teachers received the most perplexing letters 
from the office in which Mr.Down implied that no one had any right 
to arrange such a gathering,or to let the teachers attend, but 
himself. Because of this attitude the teachers have been kept in 
a state of uncertainty,and since this letter was sent,I have felt 
it necessary to absent myself from the other schools lest I "put 
the teachers on the spot". Until the teachers are clearly informed 
as to my responsibility,how can I carry out any programme in 
connection with these schools? 


I was engaged by Mr.Hoey as Superviser of Education as 
outlined in Mr.Young's report,and it was on this understanding 
the the Church consented to the closing of the Residmtial School. 
I felt that you had accepted this too,but somehow the matter has 
not yet filtered down to those further down the list. My position 
is intolerable,and if allowed to continue would be a serious 
breach of/faith with the Church and the people. If this position and 
the work of education is to be made dependent upon the whim of the 
Agent,it is doomed to failure. Let not my silence heretofor be 
taken for acquiesnence. This matter id fundamental to the whole 
plan,and the future of the work as well as the future position of 
the person in charge is at stake. There can be no compromise. 
Speaking for myself,I could not continue to work for a Department 
in whom I had lost confidence. I have steadfastly believed that 
MreHoey and later yourself intended to make of this project one 
of the best efforts yet made on behalf of the Indians. If I were 
forced to believe that Mr.Down!s treatment of us this year were 
a true representation of the Department's will you would very soon 
have my resignation. Since I look upon you as my superior officer, 
t have not written of these matters to Mr.Hoey,but would hope that 
you would consider them of sufficient importance to discuss with 
him. However,I feel responsible also to Dr.Dorey,who will receive 


a copy of this letter. 
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In the second catefgory,there are matters for which it is 
impossible to blame anyone but Mr-Down. We are not inclined to 
criticize him for our having no road and no telephone,since this 
is a part of the price of a new road. Since the new year the road 
has been passable for less than two weeks early in March,and will 
probably be closed for at least two weeks yet. The telephone is 
not yet replaced; that unpaid balance which the two offices could 
not straighten out,I have paid so that nothing could prevent our 
getting service again. 


On Jyly 3rd-last,Mr.Down was instructed by Mr.Arneil in my 
hearing,to have the furnace put in order with the stoker,ahd to 
set up radiators in our apartment,to heat from the same system 
as the classrooms. These instructions were were repeated at 
aifferent times when some of you men were here. Yet neither has 
yet been done,and I have carried coal up 35 steps for two stoves, 
and stoked an old furnace with stoker coal,making trips every 
hour and half from 6-50 aeme till 11 p.m. T was allowed to do 
this for over three months without Mr.Down securing a caretaker. 
\fter Mr.Doucet's visit,he told me to find someone to do the work 
and tender an offer. This was done and immediately approved by 
you,so that they to k over on Feb.10. For the three months I had 
done all the work of the school,including daily sweeping and dusting. 
When it was evident that nothing was bebng done with the furnace, 
we began to write about it and learned that there were no parts 
available and patterns would have to be made for castings. This 
Mr.Johnston did,working late for weeks and completing them in time 
for the official visit in January. We offered them to MreDown,who 
aid not take them, Instead he thought he could secure the parts. 
Nothing more has been heard of the matter:the patterns still lie 
here. The work involved in keeping heat up with stoker coal in this 
way has been beyond a joke;it is still necessary for me to attend 
+o it night and morning,since the caretakers cannot stay around 
all the times Our apartment is far from warm in cold weather even 
with two stoves. All this because of two relatively small tasks 
which could have been done last summer.

'bubblers" over the baStns in the two classrooms would be most 
sanitary and inexpensive. Mr.Doucet approved this in January; 

our pupils are still drinking out of two granite cups,which has 
had some share in causing the spread of colds and leading to 
serious absenteeism this month. They are aval able,yet two months 
have passed without results. To date we have’ 24 rolls of toilet 
tissue and 24 packages of towels,which is at best about an 8 weeks' 
supply. I leave you to decide whether such mat‘ers are due to 


incompetence or wilful neglect. 


MreDown complains of my not -oing into the office. Ihave been 
in a good many times;sometimes well received, but frequently to 
receive a lecture which becomes tiresome. Three weeks ago,at his 
suggestion,and after his assurance of "100 courtesy" ,& wrote saying 
T would call on a certain afternoon at 5 O'tclock,and leaving time 
for him to let me know if this were unsuitable. I went and waited, 


put he neither appeared or left any explanation. 
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@}it should not be surprising that I have been in no hurry to 
make another attempt. I intend to do aw much of my work with the 
office by correspondence;it is less wasteful of time and much 
more pleasant. On the other hand he has,so far as I know,forwarded 
our requisitions promptly,and attended to our fuel supply. 


Another matter which will cause confusion sooner or later, 
is his persistent attempts to change the name of the school to 
"Caradoc Continuation School". It was my hope to keep the link 
with the past hundred years by simply changing the name to 
Mt.eElgin Indian Day School. This has apparently been accepted by 
your office in my correspondence,in our supplies and in the 
making out of our cheques. Yet from this office,the former name 
is used. It is scarcely necessary for me to point out that our 
school is not a Continuation school at all,but is in a class by 
itself,and is in my opinion something better than any other 
existing type of school system,for this situation. There is no 
point in my arguing this matter with Mr.Down,but if misunderstanding 
4s to be avoided between the many offices concerned,this should 
be cleared up,sone way or the other. When it has been settled,then 
it might be possible for us to have some new letterhead paper 
and envelopes. 


There could be more,but your patience may be exhausted. 
As concerns next years work here,it seems to me that I should have 
an opportunity of seeing you soon after the Haster holiday and at 
a time when we would not be too rushed. If you were unable to 
come to Muncey,then I ought to go to Ottawa. There should be a 
clear ruling as to what students are to be admitted another year, 
and something needs to be done to secure another teacher,if the 
need of one’ admitted,so that an attempt might be made to find the 
one we need before June, when most of them have to submit their 
resignations where they are now employed. 


If we are able to get out,I hope to attend some of the sessions 
of the 0.EeA- in Toronto during the holiday weeks Believe me, I 
should welcome an opportunity to discuss these controversial 
issues with you,and my correspondence is open to your inspecthon 
at any time. 


I reiterate my faith in the value of the system of education 
proposed for our Reserves,and my confidence that eventually it 
will become a reality.

I have for answer your letter of May 12 and 
will take up the points that you have raised. 


1. We will accept Miss MeMean for Oneida No. 2 
on your recommendation. She was supposed to ge to 
Walpole Island for us last winter but changed her 
mind suddenly. 


Mrs. Heslip is entitled to 5 years’ credit 
for her experience in provincial schools (see general 
regulation No. 3 on page 4). We will slso credit her 
with one year in an Indian school. This would give 
her a salary for a Grade 4 teacher in the seventh 
year, namely, §1,860. 


ve will pay Mr. Johnston one-half of the 
Salary which he would be entitled to on the scale. 
I will expect to hear further from you as to whether 
this arrangement should be satisfactory. 


Mrs. Docker sounds a most excellent teacher, 
Unfortunately, we could not meet her Salary on the 
present scale. ie would give her five years’ credit 
for provincial teaching plus three years for her 
Indian school teaching. This would entitle her to 
@ salary of $1,740 (9th year on the Grade 3 teacher's 
scale). I sincerely regret this because she sounds 
just the type of person we are anxious to have in 
our schools, 


@ were not able to allow full experience 
in provincial schools because the various provincial 


ecoee SGlary 
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salary scales only give partial credit in a similar 
manner for teaching done in another province, In 
fact most of them only allow three years’ credit for 
such experience, 


I certainly feel that you would be well 
advised to attend the Auxiliary Course in Toronto, 
If you will write ea formal letter through the Indian 
agent concerning thie, I will see that you are given 
the necessary approval. I have also taken up the 
question of your salary and you should receive an 
amount based on the rate of $2,400.00 a year as of 
June ist. You might drop me a line after you have 
received your salary cheque at the end of June. 


I hope that I heave answered all the questions 
which you have raised. I especially regret our inability to 
offer Mrs. Docker a better salary.

Your letters of July 4th and July 5th with 
correspondence attached dealing with applications for the 
position of teacher at the New School are acknowledged. 


In this connection I find it rather 
difficult to follow your procedure as I know so little as to 
what is going on as to teacher placements and requirements 
at this school. How many teachers do you wish to place? 
You recently hired a lady from Mt. Brydges, with three 
children of school age, and later advised that the Bush 
apartment was to be made ready. Is it your intention that 
these children should attend the Indian school? Mr. 
Johnson I have recently been told, although not officially, 
has some arrangement as a part time teacher and he also 
retains a room, fuel and light. Is this correct? If so, 
as far as I am aware, it leaves one unfurnished room 
available. 


With regard to applications, until I know 
what you have in mind such as a teaching staff, I do not 
know what you want me to do. Anything I might be able to 
add could only be based on the information given in the 
applications. 


Your correspondence of July 4th refers to 
a W.S. Tigges of Ottawa and his personal qualifications, 
professional qualifications and teaching experience 
certainly qualify him for the position as teacher; in 
passing, I would say principal. I do not know what your 
letter of June 30th to him contained other than that you 
must have advised him that the salary is set at $ 1,800.00. 
You do not mention "plus". 


With regard to his questions: 
1. No. There is not a High School around 
Mt. Elgin. 
2. No. There are not living quarters 
available connected with the school; 
neither in the immediate vicinity. 
Your correspondence of July 5th, which 


refers to Mrs. Alice 8. Walker, is somewhat different as 
your letter to her of July 5th is a commitment of employment:

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"If you are prepared to accept this school, 
we can offer you a beginning salary of 

$ 1,800.00 for the 1947-48 academic year and 
a classification as a Grade IV Indian school 
teacher." 


From this it would appear that if she accepts you have no 
choice but to hire; but let us refer to her letter to you 
of July 4ths 


"You will find my application form enclosed 
herewith. I shall be indeed interested in 
a continuation school position in the Mt. 
Elgin school, particularly if there is 
accomodation for my sons and housekeeper." 


In this connection we may as well be frank. There is 
positively no accommodation available that I know of for 
such a family and as busy as I am with all the various 
building projects and problems, I would not even venture 
a suggestion or promise anything in the way of securing 
such accommodation in the immediate vicinity. 


Mr. Joblin is at present in Toronto 
taking a Course. I therefore cannot discuss the matter 
with him, and suggest that he write to Mrs. Walker. 
Neither do I feel that I should write to her concerning 
accommodation. I have given you the facts. It would 
therefore be greatly appreciated if you would pass them 
on to Mrs. Walker in your own words. 


In conclusion may I say that her 
qualifications would also qualify her for principalship; 
and if the requirement is for two extra teachers in 
addition to the Principal, Mrs. Docker and Mr. Johnson, 
and you agree that they are necessary, then both 
applicants are fully qualified and should receive 


favourable consideration.

I have received your letter of July 3lst and note 
that Mr, Johnston has been appointed part time manual training 
teacher. I understand that Mr. Johnston is also gainfully 
employed in the city of London, Is it therefore your 
intention, as in the past, to supply house, fuel and light? 
Since he is to be a part time employee and travels to and from 
London every day could not his rooms be made available for a 
permanent academic teacher for the lower grades at the 
Continuation School? Of course I do not know what the arrange- 
ment is but it is intimated, by an exchange of correspondence 
between your Office and the medical service, that you are, as I 
have been for several years, searching teacher accommodation 
possibilities, I knew of the Lockwood apartment; I also 
recognized the uncertainty of the medical personell requirement 
which decided any question I may have had in that direction, 


In addition to rooms in the old building above the 
Mt. Elgin School classrooms there is also, as you know, a 
teacher's residence situated on the Oneida Reserve with 
accommodation for two but I have never been able to interest 
& teacher in the proposition, especially female, It is 
lonesome and there is no sanitary accommodation. Even water 
has to be carried quite a distance and the lighting is by 
kerosene lamp. There is no transportation service which 
means that a teacher would have to own an automobile and there 
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is no garage. On the other side, the place is clean it 
being interior decorated in i946, At present it meeds 
exterior decorating. 


When making teacher appointments we are concerned 
primarily with securing teachers and mise the point that she 
or he has the right to exnect something a little petter 
than what is at present offered in the way of accommodation. 
If you have any teacher prospects for appointment at the 
Caradoc Agency it would be appreciated if you would please 
point out accommodation difficulties. I have had one 
experience of neglect to explain and believe me it was not 
pleasant, and I do not anticipate another.

I have visited all schools on the Muncey Reserve once 
this Fall, and, my reports are being forwarded on the regular forms, 
through my superintendent's office to your Branch. 


You may be interested in the comments given below. Some 
of these matters should have early attention; others are just for your 
early information. 


I. Mount Blgin School 


(a) It is a pleasure to see that the new building is now enclosed and 
to note that we may expect to use it next year. 


I find that Mr. Joblin has to tend to the furnace; the boys who do 
this in the day time come on the bus and so he is compelled to be 
night-fire-man. You have placed a stoker in the building, but, for 
some unaccountable reason, it has never been put into service, If 
it were installed, Mr. Joblin wuld be relieved of this needless 
addition to his wrk. 


In my reports I commend Mr. Joblin for the splendid work he is doing 
among the pupils below Grade 7. He has re-established om in Grade 7 
and has four others well on the way. His training this sumer is 
bearing good fruit. 


This wrk ties him to the school and prevents any service to the day 
schools. Mr. Johnston will be available for full time duty from now 


until the Skyways Theatre reopens next Spring. If he were emaged 
to work under Mr. Joblin‘s direction for three months following Christma, 
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,) Joblin could: 


(1) Complete compilation of cumulative records of pupils on the 
reserves and at this school, 


(2) Supervise the educational programme of the day schools; 
(3) Conduct tests in the schools. May I recommend that this be done ? 


Mrs. Docker is putting new life into the work of Grades 7 and 8 and you 
will be pleased with the performance of pupils from these grades. 


Miss Hartledge is scholarly and well trained. No doubt she is a splendid 
teacher. With a group of students academically inclined she would be 
unusually good. For pupils not so interested but more inclined to 
physical ami practical affairs, she is not so helpful. The slower pupils 
have just quit school. The brighter pupils mke good progress. She 
hardly fits into the programme of a achool which must emphasiz@ vocational 
as well as academic aspects of the curriculum. 


Mr. Johnston is almost the exact opposite. He is weak in academic 
work, but, does well in the Shop and on the Play Ground. 


You personally deserve our heartiest commendations for your interest in 
the school. You have spared no effort in giving the teachers good 
references, good equipment and giving the pupils most satisfactory supplies. 


The old bus is still running. We hope that the new one soon relieves it. 
II THE DAY SCHOOLS 


Mrs. Bateman continues her excellent service. Miss Annett shows promise 
and is doing a fairly good job. Mr. Reid, as I have reported, surprised 
me at first. He did better than I expected. He disappoints me now by 
showing no further improvement,

May I offer somewhat belated congratulations on your 
new position, It should prove of great value to our work 
in education to have you giving your full time to it. 


For the present, I shall limit my letter to one 
matter, Would it be possible for us to engage Mr.Johnston 
for full time after Christmas,for three months,or even for 
two months? My thought is that he could take my room in 
the mornings and set me free to visit the other schools,and 
to do some testing and setting up of records for all our 
pupils. In consultation with Miss Delaporte last sumer, 
we agreed on some tests which,over a period of time,would 
provide a good deal of information concerning the pupils. 
For example,the Ofis dick Scoring test for the smaller grades, 
There are also some children who should be given the individual 
intelligence tets, I bought quite a number of tests myself 
with this kind of thing in mind,but have no time to use them, 

Furthermore,it would give me an opportunity of finding 
whether such an arrangement would work out satisfactorily 
for next year. Namely, using Mr.Johnstog in the junior room 
for the mornings,and for shop work in the afternoons. I should 
like to look forward to having half of each day free for the 
work of the other schools and for interview work with the 
sebiors,and for testing and keeping of records. If this is 
@ possibility for another year,a trial for a few months might 
be worthwhile, At present,I am in my classroom from 8.00 until 
5.30,when the last bus leaves,and take only 15 minutes for 
lunch, With the evenings taken for community activities,there 
is little time for some of these other types of work. It will be 4 
big relief to Mrs.Docker and myself,if and when a second bus is 
in use,and will let the pupils get home in better time, I suppose 
it is not possible,but if it were,I should like to recommend a bonus 
of some kind for Mrs.Docker,who gives an extra hour each night after 
four o'clock,to the late group.

Thank you for your letter of direction concerning beginners 
after Easter. It will simplify the matter considerably. 


Is there any chance of your being in Toronto during Easter 
week for the 0.E.A.? There are several matters which I should 
like very much to discuss with you if I could meet you there.

Mr.Down is still away of course,and is unable to deal with the matter, 
Other items,such as steneils and ink,can be put in the new requisition, 
and are no problem. 


Mr.Johnston's cheque for January and Fewruary has come through, 
I cannot say for certain whether we could obtain his services for the 
last quarter or not. He would be available for April at least,and if 
he could be continued full time for another month,it would certainly be 
a@ great help to me. I am completing my testing,but have undertaken to 
secure a full record of each pupil's school attendance,which is proving 
to be a big task.

Our scheols are to be honoured by a visit on iionday,from two representatives 
frum the xoyal Commission on Education for the Province of Ontario, They will be 
accompanied by our two inspectors,ir.Young and Mr.Smith. Their visit may prove ef 
real importance in the years to ceme,and we are anxious that they receive a good 
impression ef us, All we ask is that our pupils try to be at school and not stay 
away because of their visit. The time of year has come when the older pupils find it 
iifficult to remain in school,tempted as they are by the apveal of the out-of-doors 
and by the attraction of big wages. Yet how wasteful it is to invest eight or nine 
months in attending schoel,only to drop out without completing the year! Something 
like letting an insurance policy lapse after paying several years! premiums, The 
responsibility of self-discipline is proving to be pretty difficult for a few,but if 
they will persevere,they will have wop a moral victory which will build character and 
be of great value for the rest of their lives, There is very little compulsion being 
used,but the experience of years has convinced adults that children need te attend 
school until at least 16 years of age. Of courme,young people think parents and 
other adults don't know what they are taliking about,but they do,at least some of 
the time, Young people sometimes think it shows their independence to disregard the 
judgements of their elders,when in re ality it usually reveals a lack of judgemt in 
themselves, Go to school while you may, the day will come when you will wish you had 
done s0,and you will be trying to tell your children to do what you had not the will-

Personally I am not particularly concerned but 
I did want them to see everything we are doing or 
attempting to do for our Indian people, particularly the 
new school which, I understand, was not even viewed from 
the outside. I also feel that the Superintendent's 
Office should have received some measure of courtesy, 
I had hoped to submit a Teport on this interesting visit 
but procedures sometimes shatter our good intentions.

v A few nights ago Mrs. Hartledge came to my 
home particularly disturbed over an exhibition put on in 
front of the school before the students of Mt. Elgin. 


The enclosed confidential letter is self- 
explanatory and as this is not the first time, as Mrs. 
Hartledge advises, that Mr. Johnson has left himself open to 
the criticism of the students she thought I should take some 
action. However since, as you are aware, I am on my way 
out I do not wish to become involved and I told her I would 
pass the matter on to you, She was very much upset and 
complained bitterly of the lack of discipline and teacher 
knowledge and suggested that she and Mrs. Docker were, with 
their teacher knowledge and experience, being used by others 
to further their advantage. 


Without committing myself I suggested that 
she make application for transfer. This apparently did not 
meet with her approval and she said, "Where?" I said I did 
not know but perhaps West, perhaps Bamonton if she would like 
it. At this she became emotionally disturbed and said, 
“Never, it was through the University at Edmonton that my 
transfer East was made possible and there are many other 
difficulties involved," She has great faith in you and 
seems to think that you will see her through her difficulties 
and that she will continue to teach at Caradoc. Personally, 
as I have said before, I do not wish to become involved but 
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whatever happens to Mrs. Hartledge some statements must be 
made She is an excellent teacher. She is liked by her 
students. She is punctual, conscientious and above all 
loyal to the Indian Affairs Branch; and the essence of 
loyalty to the Government of Canada. Perhaps these are 
the qualifications that lead us to refer to some people 

as "queer", 


In any case this is not an official letter 
and I would ask you to treat it as such. It is written for 
your information that you might be careful of the transfer. 
I think she has unhappy family memories of Edmonton.

Inspector Young has been here on his visit and we have 
discussed our needs for next year,particularly as to staff. 
No doubt you will hear from him directly,but I wanted to 
remind you of them and to send along the enclosed application, 


I earnestly hope you have been able to provide for a change 
in our High School teacher,and that you will be able soon to 
let me know of it so that I may take some steps to secure another, 
Mrs.Heslip,unable to wait longer,has accepted another position, 
I know of a teacher still available,but can do nothing until 
Mrs.Hartledge has been provided for,or at least knows about the 
change. If it proves to be impossible to secure a H,S, teacher, 
Mr.Young agrees that we should have Mrs.Docker take this work, 
and find a really good teacher for Grades VII and VIII, Indeed , we 
went so far as propose to Mrs.Bateman,at Back Settlement that spe 
take this room,and not attempt to get a H.S.Teacher. She prefers 
to remain where she is,largely because of her family and transportation, 


As to River Settlement,which I proposed to bring to our new 
school,I trust there is no reason to prevent this, You made ment‘-n 
of the possibility of sending us a teacher from the Brantford Reserve, 
I approve the principle of hiring our Indian youth,and am sending 
an application from the only one from our reserve to have qualified 
for this work, Mrs.Schuyler is the daughter of one of our finest 
families,and her teaching has not been seriously criticized. While 
at Kettle Point she may have given some cause for concern in the 
manner of private life,but I feel that she should be given a chance 
here,in the school under my immediate direction, If we are to encourage 
any students to continue their training,it seems to me we must be 
willing to use those who have done so. To give Mrs.Schuyler the 
Opportunity here would give proof of our intentions for bobhers, I 
would therefore request that you give serious consideration to 
appointing her to teach my Division II (pupils from River Settlement 
plus retarded pupils;the latter to receive extra help from me). If possible, 
i should like to provide for her use of the teachers' residence on the 
Oneida reserve,which has been vacant for some years. She has four 
children,and could be of much-needed help to her parents,by having 
her mother care for them during the day. Her husband is a day labourer 
and is home only on week-ends. An early confirmation of this plan 
for River Settlement and the appointment of Mrs.Schuyler would be 


greatly appreciated, 
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We hope that somehow,we can give Mypttle Ninham her Grade XII next year, 
which will be possible only in view of the small number of pupils in the 
High School grades, If there is any opportunity,it would be desireable 
for the three of us,yourself,Mr.Young and myself,to discuss at some length 
the courses to be offeged in future years,how far we can attempt to carry 
them in academic courses,and what practical courses to provide, There will 
not be many for some years who will want an academic course,and as you 
suggested,these might be sent to town, For next year ,however,we are hoping 
to provide for Myrtle,possibly two in XI,four or five in X,and four or five in 
IX, There will again be 35 or more in 7 and 8, If River Settlement is 
brought in there will be about 30-35 in Division III. I could easily use better 
than half my time as a helper-teacher for these various groups,and the remainder 
in the other schools. I am hoping that this program will be possible this 
coming year. 


We are to have a visit from two members of the Royal Commission on 
Education in Ontario,next Monday,accompanied by our two inspectors, One of 
them is the secretary ,Dr.Jackson, with whom I did my work in Toronto, 


It has been a good year in many ways,though our attendance has been 
badly hit by sickness,with mumps,measles and whooping cough taking their toll. 
For another year too,there needs to be a clearer understanding about what 
can be done about absenteeism, Several have been allowed to absent themselves 
with the result that others have come to think that we can do nothing about it, 


This has already been a lengthy letter for a busy man to read,and I 
must leave other matters for another time, I remain,

Since writing you recently,a somewhat disturbing fact has come to 
light. It seems that Mr.Johnston has not received cheques for April 
or May. This i@ disturbing if it is due to any misuderstanding between 
us. His full time work from January to March was to be extra,not to 
take the place of these three months;that is to say,he has continued 
on half-time as before,doing the shop work and mathematics in X and XI, 
1f the matter has been merely some oversight in the Treasury Dept., 

I am sure you can straighten it out. If you understood that he would 
work full time for three months in place of half time these three months, 
it will be rather awkward. I hope you will be able to trace the matter 
and perhaps have the three cheques forthcoming by the end of the month, 


With reference to the application of Mrsa.Schuyler,1 believe I 
neglected to say that Inspector Young was in full agreement with the 
proposition. She is a good teacher and I hope you will find it possible to 
give me a reply concerning her appointment soon,lest she accept another 
position, Teachers are very scarce around here,and are being offered 
large salaries, Mr.Reid is not planning to remain,and is putting in 
applications for other schools, I passed on to him your offer of 
placing him in one of your outlying schools,but at present he has 
delusions of grandeur,and fancies himself a principal somewhere, 


Mrs.Hartledge tells me she was speaking to you recently. Apparently 
you were able to satisfy her somehow. I keep persuading myself that the 
matter is merely being deferred in order to allow her to finish the 
term without disturbance, It is with great difficuity that I have kept 
the seniors here until the end of the term, Moreover,our Entrance class 
has dwindled from 13 to 5. Several have just left,but three have 
decided to repeat their year,being fairly certain of failure. 


I am having some difficulty persuading the D,partment of Education 
to admit me to their summer Normal School session, It seems that only 
those intending to teach in provincial schools are really eligible. 
However, I may yet succeed, If this fails, I shall probably take the 
second year of the Auxiliary Classes course,

W@ have received from Mr. Joblin, 
Supervising Principal, an application for employment at the 
Mount Elgin School as completed by Mrs. Virginia Schuyler 
(nee Jamieson), I return herewith Mra. Sehuyler's first class 
teaching certificate and Stratheona Trust physical training

Mrs, Schuyler formerly taught at the Kettle

I have for answer your letter of July 24th, 


Mr. Matters returned from Caradoc 
yesterday and visited me here, He shares our concern over 
the appointment of Mrs. Schuyler, He regrets not having had 
an opportunity of discussing her appointment with you. He 
does not feel justified in recommending her employment unless 
you have some very sound reason for doing so. 


We have been doing everything possible to 
arrange a suitable transfer for Mrs, Hartledge but have not 
been able to do sos You are aware, of course, that the Indian 
Health Services will be using her apartment for other purposes 
during the nezt academic year. When this fact was brought to 
her attention, she made arrangements to secure accommodation 
in Delaware (at no cost of course to the Department). It is 
her intention to travel back and forth every day. 


We feel that her residence off the reserve 
will do much to alleviate the tension which exists between other 
members of the staff and Mrs, Hartledge. 


I still have a slim hope that she might 
accept the position which I have offerred her in the Brandon 
Hospital School, However, now that she has secured accommodation 
in Delaware, I feel that she intends to return to Mount Elgin. 
Her qualifications and experience with inspectors reports are 
such that we are in a difficult position with regard to forcing 
to change her status, 


I was delighted to hear the details of Mr. 
Conron, Attached is an application form for completion by him. 
Does he hold an Agricultural Specialists Certificate? If so he 
could be classified as a Grade + teacher and of course, would 
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receive a considerably higher salary. If he were appointed 
this would leave your staff as it was last year with the 
addition of Mr. Conron in place of Mrs. Schuyler. 


I realize that this is not the way in which 
you had planned it, but at present I can see no alternative, 


I will write you later concerning Miss Morris, 
but in the meantime, I wish to advise you concerning Mrs.

Dear Col.Neary,- 


Mr.Conron finally decided in favour of a commercial job 
of some kind,and left me no time to recruit at the school. 1 
was very sorry to lose him. Since coming home I have been 
trying to find a teacher for the junior room,and have enclosed 
an application from Mrs. Ireland,who lives in Delaware and could 
come in with some of the other teachers. She is not interested 
in teaching very long,which is just as well for us,but because 
of circumstances at home is grgateful for a chance to teach this 
year. Her husband had a serious accident on the hydro line and 
has to remain at home,so that she is free to get away. She has 
two children of her own and seems capable. While she may not be 
what we would want as a permanent member of the staff,l feel she 
would see us through the year,and relieve us of the need for any 
living quarters for her. I suggested that she would probably 
qualify for $1740,that is,the sixth year of Grade II. She had 
two full years at Normal;her name before marriage was Marjorie 
Walker,and her Inspector Mr.Smith,who inspects our Oneida Schools. 
In view of the great scarcity of teachers,it would be a relief to 
know that our staff was complete,in the near future, 


Since we are likely to have ali four years of High School, 
it will be necessary to use Mrs.Docker in some of that work,and 
indeed I should like to have Mrs,Hartledge divide the work with 
her. For example,Mrs.Hartledge to take Social Studies in both 
rooms,in exchange for Science and Agriculture. Mrs.Docker will 
need to help with Mathematics perhaps,and Home Economics. In view 
of these facts,I should like you to consider placing Mrs,.Docker 
as a Grade IV Teacher. She is qualified as Principal of a Grade 
B Continuation School,has certificates in Agricultu@r and Art, 
and will undoubtedly take quite « large share of the responsibility. 
I have asked her to send her Certificates so that you may decide 
for yourself. She can take Grades 7 and 8 in the subjects which 
require Departmental emaminations in Grade 8,and still take her 
50% with the High School work. 


Could you send us three new registers? We have been using 
old registers found around the school,after removing the used pages.

The summer session of the Normal School proved to be strenuous but 
worthwhile,and left me three weeks and a half in which to prepare for the 
new term, With the new dispensation at the office,the people are coming 
up with many constructive suggestions for community projects of which you 
have doubtless heard. I believe our work herehas a bright future and I 
rejoice I can,at least for the present,be a part of it,

Your letter concerning Mrs.Docker,together with her certificates 
reached me, I am gratified that her qualifications are sufficient to 
put her in Grade IV and also that Mr.Young added his recommendation 
for her to take the High School work when this can be arranged, 


I am sorry,however,that she cannot this year be classified as 
a Grade IV teacher,since she will not be teaching 50% of her time 
in High School subjects, She is taking Mathematics and Science, but 
these total seven hours, Uur hope that she might qualify was based 
on another interpretation,namely,that she could count those subjects 
even in Grades 7 and 8,for which she had certificates. It was a try 
at least,made because I work her pretty hard and wanted her to get 
all that she was entitled to. However,we have at least ddtermined her 
standing for the time when she can take over that work. With the 
revised schedule,her income will be fairly good,and I think she will 
not resent the decision. 


Major Clark will give you a report on the new building. Our 
enrolment here is going to be higher than 1 anticipated, Kiver 
Settlement has turned out in force and the room which Mrs. Ireland 
is teaching,with some help from me,will probably have about 38 pupils. 
Mrs.Docker's room will also have 37 or 38 if they all get back, I am 
hoping for 14 in the High School,5,5,1 and 1. For another year,when 
we should have our new school equipped,we will need to clarify the 
courses we intend to offer,such as Vocational classes rather than 
the General Course,and whether we should go beyond Grade X, We are 
attempting far too much at present.,in our desire to see Myrtle through 
her Middle School. 1 am not encouraging our Grade X to count on 
going further here next year. They could get on the bus for Strathroy, 
which comes to within a mile of Mncey. 


You will probably be geting word of our Convention,which meets 
at Sarfia on Friday,October 8th,,1 believe. 1 may see you then, 
when i can give you more details, There is still no cheque for July 
or August,though 1 expect it daily,since Mr.Matters wrote concerning it.

All our schools are supplied with teachers,all of whom began 
their work promptly on September 7th, I hope the necessary forms have 
gone through so that the new members of our staff,lrs.Ireland and 
Mrs.Schuyler will not have to wait too long for their first cheques, 
Mrs.Docker's standing has been made clear,and your own statement 
concerning her salary for this year noted. This puts it at $204 per 
month,which agrees with my reading of the new schedule. However, 
this new rate was probably not decided upon soon enough for her 
September cheque to be made up that my,since her gross cheque was 
for $174. I know that you will arrange to have this deficiency 
attended to as soon as possible, 


We had a very good convention at Sarnia,but were sorry you 
were unable to be with us, However Mr.Doucet represented the 
Department quite capably. We have had our school fair,at which we 
had a big parade of all our schools,all using the same outfits. 
On F,iday we join in with neighbouring Continuation schools in 
the annual Track and Field Meet at Nt .Brydges.

I obtained permission for her to 
substitute Geography for Mathematics in XI and XII,so that she has 
a chance, She did not receive instruction in Grade XI last year 
in many subjects,being grouped in with Grade X, Mrs.Hartledge led her 
to believe that she had finished her Middle School,and had her 
apply for entrance to a hospital. How one person can be so wrong about so 
many things is beyond me. We are losing a number of pupils again this 
year because of her,which is a serious blow to our new venture, 


The demolition of the old school is almost completed. The new 
building is not yet finished,though the plasterers started today on 
the outside walls. We are looking foward to having our new superintendent 
soon so that there will be someone here to keep things moving along.

A short time ago I was invited to attend a 
workshop discussion and demoustration of puppetry at 
the National Museum. Members of the May Court Club of 
London were brought to Ottawa by the Museum to give 
the demonstration in question. I was amazed by what 
can be accomplished with ordinary materials, and 
impressed by the fact that marionettes and puppets are 
being so successfully used in schools and sanatoria. 


It was brought out that working with puppets 
and marionettes not only gives children self-confideice, 
but encourages them to use their hands constructively, 
improves their use of the English language, and teaches 
them to put their ideas together in an interesting 
fashion when working out little plays.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE SECRETARY. 


With reference to your memorandum of the 7th in- 
Stant, in regard to the matter of the proposed grant 
to the mount Elgin Industrial School, I beg to state 
that the report to which you refer, of the 2nd February 
last, Was prepared by the direction of the then Deputy 
Minister, and was intended for his signature, It does 
not embody my views on the subject, but was intended to

The whole cost of these buildings has 
appa tly been provided for by the Indians and 
a small Parliamentary wote, Any amount contributed 
by the Methodist Missionary Society is mot knowm to 
the Department, 

This school has been under th care 
of the Methodist Church Bince "°S1 and has cost a 
Jarge amount of money, the buildings being worth aver 
$40,000,and I do not think it would be right to 
call upon the Indias to make any further contri- 
butions. 

You will see by Mr Shepherd's origin- 
al applicatiom that he asks for $900 to improve the 
water supplyy$400 for pipes to conwey the drinking 
water and $500 for fire protectiom, The management 
is responsible for providing pure water and if there 
is any trouble in this respect it is owing to the 
defective manner in which the pipes were laid and 


they should remedy it. 
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The school is well supplied with tanks 
and fire appliances and an inswrance of $36,000 iis 
carried om the builings. 

As to the enlargement of the barms 
I may say that Mr Shepherd has now ample stable and 
barm accommodation for the ordinary needs of the 
schoal,but as he is extensively engaged im cattle 
trade,feeding stack for the market,I suppose he may 
meed more space for that purpose. This business is 
carried on for the benefit of the school and is 
hardly mammary mecessary for the training of Indi-« 
tan pupils to the extent followed by him,as the extra 
amount of work entailed ceases to be instructive 
and becomes mere drudgery.

Dear Sir :- 
x x x x 

The subject of communication referred to is 
the necessities and conditions of this Institute over which 
I have been placed. I have understood that it was the in- 
tention of your De;artment to increase the per capita grant 
and to place this Institution on a more equitable basis as 
compared to others in the west and thereby enable its man- 
agement to attain a standard of efficiency now absolutely 
beyond its reach. The late Principal felt as I feel that 
with the present grant it is impossible to effectively 
carry on the work even supplemented as it may be by occa- 
sional grants for repairs and equipment. When I entered 
upon my duties July lst last I found repairs under way, 
contracts let and material purchased. I have done all 
possible to secure the best results from the outlay made, 
but after boarding the workmen and counting only cost of 
material and of wages paid, I find the cost of completing 
the work has far exceeded the amount of the grant. This, 
notwithstanding the fact also that our regular staff car- 
penter and two of the apprenticed pupils were constantly 
employed upon said works. I find no shadow of fault with 
my predecessor. A natural sanguine temperament led to an 
over estimation of what might be done with said grant, and 
the largely increased cost of all kinds of material as also 
labor could not have been foreseen by him. The work done 
is of a permanent character and will add much to the convere 
ience and equipment of the Institution. Still there re- 


mains 
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remains much needing serious attention, which can only be 
accomplished by the kindly and sympathetic co-operation of 
your Department. 

I have lived a most anxious life during the past 
six months, in that I have been the responsible head of an 
Institution representing not only a large invested capital 
representing the interests of your Department as also of 
our Missionary Society, but also the more valuable lives 
of its more than one hundred inmates. Such accidents as 
the burning of the Mohawk Institute last year and such sad 
fatalities as that of the recent fire in Chicago cause un- 
easiness to the responsible head of such an Institution as 
this, when the utter inefficiency or entire absence of pro= 
tection against fire is as marked as it is in this Institu- 
tion. I have worked hard to conceive a plan suitable to 
our isolated condition and feel confident that with the 
assistance such as I am assured you will freely grant that 
such plan can be put into operation with entire satisfac- 
tion and without serious coste The assistance I ask is 
not a special grant ( though I might be justified in making 
that request ) but it is that of an increase in the per 
capita grant, which would enable me to make these improve- 
ments little by little through the work of our regular 
staff and at a much less cost than is the case when the 
work is of a special character and done by ontracte The 
present per capita is so small that with the late Principal 
I am in entire agreement when he stated that " the mere 
struggle for existence is so keen and constant as to para- 
lyze the management in its efforts towards efficient work 
in the interests for which the Institution was founded. " 
As you know the land grant contains but 225 acres granted 
at a time when the pupils in attendance were limited to 
forty, increased to sixty, then to eighty and later still 
to one hundred, but in all this there has been no increase

of the lands from which we are to draw our supplies through 
cultivation. To meet this want the late management as 
also the present has been compelled to resort to leasing 

of such areas of land as our needs have demanded. This 
has been and is a serious drain upon our current income. 
There are adjacent lands that could be purchased from their 
holders at & nominal price, the possession of which is very 
important, not only for the above mentioned reasons, but 
also because they contain the sources of our water supply 
in large measure and it is important that we should control 
them.

100 pupils and without a very full statement of the case 
being submitted to the Department by the Principal I 
Would hesitate about recommending increased financial 


assistance, 
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Regarding the land connected with the Institution, 

I beg leave to say that the school authorities have been in 
possession for many years of four acres and 200 acres surrendered 
and used for the purposes of the school, In addition to 
these the school has under lease 273} acres, is using 30 
acres of unsurrendered Indian lands and has applied to lease 
100 acree, making a total of 607% acres, 

With reference to the water supply, Mr. George's 
predecessor founc no fault with this either as to quantity 
or Quality, and in his last annual report there is nothing 
to show that the supply of water was not satisfactory, in 
fact his reports are the other way, 

The buildings would appear from the report to have 
a fairly good supply of fire appliances, such as extinguishers, 
etc., and besides this a very heavy insurance is carried, 
$36,100.00, probably two-thirds of the value, 

This Institution has run along from year to year and 
in so far as it is a going concern has been practically 
self sustaining. I really do not see how much mére the 
Department or the Indians can be expected to do under the 
circumstances and no satisfactory reasons are given for an 
increase in the per capita grant, It may be considered 
that the Principal should either visit Ottawa and take the

Memorandum :< 


The Deputy Superintendent General. 


With reference to the application made by 
the Principal of the Mount Elgin Industrial School through 
the Rev. Dr. Sutherland, General Secretary of the Methodist 
Missionary Society, for a grant of $2,000.00 to carry out 
certain improvements and repairs in connection with that 
Institution; I beg to say that when I visited this School 
in July last I found that, while the new Principal had been 
carrying out extensive improvements and repairs to the 
barns, fences and drainage and water supply for the past 
two years costing $6,166.91, he had done nothing to provide 
for the comfort of the pupils. 

The boys’ playhouse, for the repair of which 
$1200.00 is now asked, was in a most deplorable comi ition; 
it was bad enough when I was at the School in 1902, and, as 
nothing had been done in the meantime to improve it, it 
had gone from bad to worse until now it is totally unfit 
for habitation during the winter months and unless it is 
thoroughly overhauled and supplied with a heating plant and 
appliances for washing it would be cruel to the boys to ex- 
pect them to pass another winter in it. They perform 
their ablutions at the pump in the summer and bathe in the 
river occasionally and I am at a loss to know how they man- 
age in the winter. 

This building, which is the oldest on the premis- 
es, consists of two stories and a basement and a stone 
foundation, is forty feet by twenty-eight feet and the 


rooms 
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rooms are nine feet, six inches high. 

The old furnace is completely worn out and should 
be replaced by a new one. Stationary basins and at least 
two bath tubs should be supplied. The concrete flooring 
should be repaired and the brick casing around the old 
poiler removed, and entrance to the basement should be from 
the first story instead of from the outer door as at pre 
sent, which is below ground. 

The building wants reflooring as there were brok- 
en boards which have been patched by laying other boards 
on tope The walls should be resheeted on the inside and 
the whole building repainted. 

If it is decided to do anything to this building 
the Principal should be asked to give a detailed estimate. 

With regard to the laundry, for which $1,000.00 
is asked, although the repairs are needed, there is no such 
immediate demand for their being made as for the boys’ 
building and the overhauling of the grils' playroom, which 
contains a lavatory and bathroom and is situated in the 
basement of the main building. I consider it a mistake 
to place the lavatory and bath in the playroom, as the con- 
stant slopping of water on the floor keeps it damp and un- 
who Lesome. There would be no difficulty in finding room 
for a lavatory immediately in rear of the playroom, and I 
think that in its present condition it is anything but a 
suitable place for the girls to spend so much of their 
time. The room certainly needs to be changed and I think 
the Department should ask for a detailed estimate of the 
cost of these improvements. 

The Mount Elgin Institute has been carried 
under the control of the Methodist Church since 1851 


large amounts have been expended on buildings,nearly 
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of which has been provided for by the Indians by assessment 
on Indian funds aided by small Parliementary votes. The 
Methodist Missionary Society have contributed in the way 

of improvements, most of which has been given during the 
past two years, and they do not feel disposed to let Rev. 
Mr+ George expend any more money at present. It would be a 
hard matter to call upon the Indians to make any further 
contributions, and, as there is no doubt about the imme- 
diate necessity for these repairs, the Department should 
provide the necessary funds. 

Attached to this memorandum are copies of Fin- 
ancial Statements of this School for the years ended the 
20th June, 1904, and ZOth June, 1905, which were furnished 
me by Mr.- Shannon, the auditor and accountant of the Meth- 


odist Missionary Society.
